SiBCTnoN  1.  When  one-third  of  all  the  resident  ^ot^cUoh  of 
owners  of  real  estate  or  lots  lying  or  bordering  on  any 
street  or  part  thereof,  in  the  Village  of  Elkhom,  shall 
make  application  in  writing,  signed  by  such  resident 
owners,  requesting  the  supervisors  of  said  village  to 
cause  a  sewer  to  be  constructed  within  and  through 
the  length  of  such  street  or  part  thereof,  adjoining  or 
oontignous  to  such  real  estate  or  lots  of  such  owners, 
the  supervisors  shall  have  power  to  order  the  construc- 
tion of  such  sewer,  and  to  cause  the  same  to  be  con- 
structed ;  and  thej  shall  cause  the  expense  incurred 
in  the  construction  of  such  sewer  to  be  assessed  upon 
the  real  estate  and  lots  lying  and  bordering  upon  tnat 
portion  of  such  street  through  which  such  sewer  shall 
have  been  constructed,  and  such  expense  shall  be  ap- 
portioned to  the  several  such  parcels  of  real  estate  and 
lota  in  such  manner  as  said  supervisors  shall  deem 
equitable,  with  due  regard  to  benefits  conferred  by 
such  sewer  upon  such  real  estate  and  lots ;  and  the 
amount  so  apportioned  shall  be  inserted  in  the  assess- 
ment roll  of  said  village  next  thereafter  issued,  and 
the  same  shall  be  collected  in  the  same  manner  as  the 
taxes  embraced  in  such  assessment  roll.

approved  March  81st,  1858,  shall  be  construed  to 
mean  and  to  include  such  owners  of  real  estate  or  lots 
upon  such  street  or  part  thereof  as  at  the  time  of  such 
application  under  said  act^  respectively,  are  residents 
of  said  village  of  Elkhom,  and  none  other. 

Sbctioh^  8,     The  qualified  electors  of  said  village  ^/JgJP'****^ 
shall  have  power  at  any  legal  meeting  of  such  electors,  ^  ™**°^' 
whether  annual  or  special,  to  appropriate  any  money 
belonging  to  any  fund  of  said  village,  or  any  ^(>^^J,^Coog\e 
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before  that  time  raised  or  ordered  to  be  raised  for  any 
specific  purpose,  whether  such  money  shall  then  have 
been  collected  or  shall  be  in  process  of  collection,  or 
shall  have  been  ordered  to  be  collected,  for  any  other 
purpose  which  such  meeting  may  deem  advisable ;  and 
any  such  appropriation  heretofore  made  or  which 
shall  be  hereafter  made  by  such  electors  at  any  meet-

IPubUahad  January  26,  1861] 

AN  ACT  to  authorize  the  board  of  Bupenrisors  of  Green  Lake 
county  to  provide  temporarily  places  for  holding  coorte  and 
county  offices  in  said  county. 

Whereas,  The  legislature  of  the  state  of  Wiscon- 
sin did,  at  the  last  annual  session  thereof,  pass  an  act 
entitled  '^  an  at^t  to  authorize  the  voters  of  Green  Lake 
county  to  vote  for  the  removal  of  the  county  seat  from 
Dartford,  in  said  county,  to  Princeton,"  which  act  was 
approved  Marcih  21,  A.  D.  1866,  and  published  March 
23d,  A.  D.  1866  ; 

And  whereas,  A  vote  was  taken  in  the  several 
towns,  villages  and  cities  of  said  county,  at  the  election 
held  therein  on  the  first  Tuesday  of  April,  A.  D.  1866, 
upon  the  subject  of  such  removal,  pursuant  to  the  pro- 
visions of  said  act; 

And  whereas,  According  to  the  returns  made  by 
the  inspectors  of  election  of  the  several  towns,  villa- 
ges and  cities  in  said  county,  of  the  votes  cast  upon 
that  subject,  it  appears  that  there  was  a  majority  of 
one  hundred  and  five  votes  cast  in  favor  of  such  re- 
moval ;

AN  ACT  to  incorporate  the  Wisconsin  yearly  meeting  of  Freewill 
Baptists. 

The  people  of  the  state  of  Wisoonsinj  represented  in  senate 
and  assembly  J  do  enact  as  follows : 

Sbotion  1.  That  Daniel  0.  Mir.er,  Kinsman  R  ^'Porators. 
Davis,  Jeremiah  S.  Dinsmore,  Humphrey  McKenney, 
Jarins  E  Davis  and  William  W.  Lee,  and  their  asso- 
ciates, ministers  and  layman  of  the  Wisconsin  yearly 
meeting  of  Freewill  Baptists,  be  and  they  are  hereby 
created  a  body  corporate  and  politic,  with  perpetual 
succession,  by  the  name  and  style  of  the  "  Wisconsin  2^«">dp<>^- 
yearly  meeting  of  Freewill  Baptists,"  and  by  that 
name  they  and  their  successors  shall  have .  power  to 
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sue  and  be  sued,  contract  and  be  contracted  with, 
plead  and  be  impleaded  in  all  courts  and  places,  and 
in  all  matters  whatsoever,  and  shall  have  power  to  ac- 
quire, hold  and  enjoy  real  and  personal  property  to 
an  amount  not  exceeding  one  hundred  thousand  aol- 
lars,  for  religious  and  educational  purposes. 
Board  of  trust-  SECTION  2.  The  property,  business  and  temporal 
'^  affairs  of  said  corporation  shall  be  managed  and  con- 

ducted by  a  board  of  six  trustees,  and  the  above 
named  corporators  shall  constitute  the  first  board  of 
trustees  of  said  corporation,  and  shall  continue  in  office 
until  others  shall  be  chosen  as  hereinafter  provided. 

Section  3.  The  first  election  of  trustees  shall  be 
held  on  the  third  Friday  in  June,  1867,  at  the  place  of 
holding  the  next  yearly  meeting,  and  annually  there- 
after at  such  place  as  the  said  yearly  meeting  may  di- 
rect ;  and  said  board,  when  elected  as  aforesaid,  shall 
be  divided  by  lot  into  three  equal  classes,  numbered 
one,  two  and  three ;  and  the  seats  of  the  first  class  shall 
be  vacated  at  the  end  of  the  first  year,  of  the  secoud 
class  at  the  end  of  the  secon  year,  .and  [ofj  the  third 
class  at  the  end  of  the  third  year,  to  the  end  that  there- 
after, as  near  as  may  be,  one-third  part  of  the  whole 
number  of  trustees  may  be  annually  chosen  for  the 
term  of  three  years. 

Section  4.  A  majority  of  the  trustees  of  said  cor- 
poration when  legally  convened,  shalf  constitute  a 
quorum  for  the  transaction  of  business,  and  shall  have 
power  to  elect,  of  their  own  number,  a  president,  vice- 
president,  clerk  and  treasurer,  and  such  other  officers 
as  the  said  yearly  meeting  may  direct,  and  shall  have 
and  exercise  all  the  powers  and  privileges  conferred 
upon  trustees  of  religious  societies  by  chapter  sixty- 
six  of  the  revised  statutes. 

Section  5.  The  aforesaid  yearly  meeting  shall 
have  power  to  prescribe  the  duties  of  the  officers  of 
the  aforesaid  corporation,  and  to  adopt  all  rules^  regu- 
lations and  byJaws  which  in  their  opinion  may  be 
deemed  necessary  for  the  regulation  and  government 
of  the  same,  not  conflicting  with  the  constitution  or 
laws  of  the  state  of  Wisconsin. 

Section  6.  All  lands,  tenements  and  hereditaments, 
and  all  property,  real,  personal  or  mixed,  that  have 
been  or  may  hereaftier  oe  lawfully  conveyed  by  de- 
mise, gift^  grant,  purchase  or  otherwise  to  the  said^ 
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Wisconsin  yearly  meeting  of  Freewill  Baptists,  shall 
descend  in  perpetual  succession  to  and  shall  be  held 
bj  such  trustees  in  trust  for  said  corporation. 

Section  7.  This  act  shall  take  effect  and  be  in 
force  from  and  after  its  passaga

AN  ACT  to  empower  the  town  of  Calamus,  in  the  county  of  Dodge, 
to  levy  a  tax  to  reimburse  the  late  town  treasurer  of  said  town, 
and  to  cover  certain  expenses. 

The  people  of  the  state  of  Wisconsin^  represented  in  senate 
and  assembly,  do  enact  as  follows  : 

Section  1.  The  qualified  electors  of  the  town  of '^""**'~^" 
Calamus,  in  the  county  of  Dodge,  shall  have  power, 
at  any  legal  meeting  thereof,  to  vote  to  raise  such 
sum  of  money  as  they  shall  determine  necessary  to  re- 
imburse the  late  treasurer  of  said  town  certain  moneys 
stolen  from  him  on  or  about  the  third  day  of  January, 
1866,  and  by  him  allowed  the  said  town  on  dual  set- 
tlement, and  to  cover  necessary  expenses  incurred  by 
said  town  or  the  said  late  treasurer  in  bringing  the 
offender  to  justice. 

Section  2.  Such  sum  as  the  said  qualified  electors  ^YofS^^^''^ 
shall  vote  to  raise  for  the  purposes  above  mentioned, 
shall  be  a  lien  upon  the  taxable  property  of  the  said 
town,  and  the  same  shall  be  levied,  apportioned,  as- 
sessed and  collected  in  the  same  manner  and  at  the 
same  time  as  the  general  tax  for  said  town.

AN  ACT  to  Incorporate  the  Cedar  Creek  hydraulic  company. 

The  people  ofihesiaieof  Wisconsin^  represented  in  senate 
and  assembly^  do  enact  as  follows : 

Section  1.  Densmore  W.  Maxon,  Benjamin  Turck, 
John  A.  Rix,  Jeddiah  L.  Rix,  August  Patzer,  Jacob 
Schatzel,  Henry  Elleres,  Charles  Eggert,  Fred.  Hilgen, 
Peter  Kaehler,  Fred.  W.  Horn,  William  Schroder, 
Ernst  Hilgen  and  Andrew  Bodendorfer,  and  such 
other  persons  as  may  hereafter  be  associated  with 
them  as  stockholders,  their  successors  and. assigns,  are 
hereby  created  a  body  corporate  and  politic,  by  the 
name  of  the  "  Cedar  Creek  hydraulic  company,"  with 
perpetual  succession,  and  by  that  name  shall  have  all 
the  privileges  and  immunities  incident  to  a  corpora- 
tion. They  shall  be  capable  in  law  of  contracting  and 
being  contracted  with,  suing  and  being  sued,  defend- 
ing and  being  defended  in  all  courts  and  places. 
They  shall  be  capable  in  law  of  purchasing,  holding, 
selling,  leasinff  and  conveying  estate,  either  real,  per- 
sonal or  mixed,  so  far  as  the  same  may  be  necessary 
and  proper  for  the  construction,  extension,  manage- 
ment and  usefulness  of  the  works  of  said  corporation. 
They  may  have  a  common  seal,  and  alter  or  break 
the  same  at  pleasure. 

Section  2.  The  capital  stock  of  said  company 
shall  be  five  thousand  dollars,  and  the  same  may  be 
increased  to  ten  thousand  dollars,  which  shall  be  di- 
vided into  shares  of  one  hundred  dollars  each,  and 
shall  be  deemed  pers6nal  property.  The  corporators, 
or  a  majority  of  them,  may  open  books  for  the  sub- 
scription of  stock,  at  the  village  of  Cedar  Creek,  in 
the  county  of  Washington,  at  such  time  and  place  as 
they  may  appoint;  and  when  the  sum  of  one  tnousand 
dollars  sball  oe  subscribed,  the  stockholders  subscrib- 
ing the  same  may  proceed  to  elect  directors,  who  shall 
manage  the  affairs  of  such  corporation,  and  who  shall 
thereupon  proceed  to  perfect  the  organization  of  the 
same,  and  carry  into  effect  the  purposes  of  such  in- 
corporation. The  stockholders  may  elect  three  di- 
rectors, who  shall  have  the  right  to  fill  vacancies  in 
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their  nupiber,  and  may  increase  such  number  to  five, 
from  the  stockholders,  should  they  deem  it  advisable 
so  to  da  A  majority  of  such  directors  shall  consti- 
tute a  quorum  for  the  transaction  of  business. 

SBcynoN  3.  At  their  first  meeting,  and  annually  pflicere,  by- 
thereafter,  they  shall  elect  one  of  their  number  presi-  *^*' 
dent  of  the  corporation.  The  president  and  directors 
shall  appoint  such  other  officers  and  agents  as  shall  be 
necessary  to  carry  out  the  purposes  of  their  incorpo- 
ration. They  shall  also  establish  such  by-laws,  rules 
and  regulations  as  they  shall  deem  expedient  for  the 
government  of  the  corporation,  not  inconsistent  with 
the  provisions  of  this  act  or  the  laws  of  the  United 
States  or  the  state  of  Wisconsin.

The  said  company  shall  have  power  to  '■artherpoweiB 
purchase  and  own  lands  and  water-powers ;  may  erect 
buildings,  construct,  raise  and  repair  dams  across  the 
stream  known  as  the  Cedar  creek,  in  the  counties  of 
Washington  and  Ozaukee,  from  which  water-powers 
may  be  created  or  increased ;  may  dig,  build  ana  main- 
tain races,  flumes,  aqueducts  for  carrying  water  either 
to  or  from  mills,  factories,  machinery,  at  such  point  or 
points  and  places  as  they  shall  deem  necessary  or  ex- 
pedient, or  for  the  interest  of  said  company,  and  may 
create  and  maintain  ponds  and  reservoirs  of  water  for 
the  purpose  of  creating  and  increasing  water-power  to 
operate  machinery,  and  may  raise  or  lower  the  same 
at  pleasure ;  and  for  that  purpose,  the  said  company 
are  authorized  and  empowered  to  enter  upon,  occupy 
and  use  any  lands  at  or  near  the  outlet  of  Little  Cedar 
lake,  in  said  county  of  Washington,  for  the  purpose 
of  raising  the  water  in  said  lake,  or  for  the  purpose  of 
cutting,  erecting  and  maintaining  ditches,  flumes  or 
aqueducts :  or  for  the  purpose  of  drawing  the  water 
from  said  lake,  to  increase  the  capacity  and  value  of 
such  water-power& 

SbotIon  6.     In  case  of  any  lands  other  than  such  Damages  for    . 
as  may  be  owned  by  such  company,  shall  be  overflow-  unShow  toiw 
ed  in  consequence  of  the  erection,  construction,  rais-  ««««rt**»ed, 
ing  or  repairing  of  any  such  dam,  flume  or  aqueduct,  . 
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without  the  consent  of  the  owner  or  owners  thereof, 
said  company  shall,  if  possible,  agree  with  the  owner 
of  said  lands  as  to  the  amount  of  compensation  to  be 
paid  for  damages,  whether  such  person  shall  own  or 
possess  the  legal  or  equitable  title  to  the  same,  or  any 
lien  or  incumbrance  on  the  sa.me ;  and  if  the  person 
or  persons  owning  or  possessing  such  legal  or  equitable 
title,  lien  or  incumbrance  shall  be  a  minor,  non  compos 
mentis,  insane,  or  married  woman,  or  under  any  legal

sons to  act  as  arbitrators,  who  shall  not  be  df  kin  to 
the  claimant,  or  in  any  manner  interested  in  said  com- 
pany ;  and  the  said  arbitrators  shall  proceed  to  make 
an  award  of  the  amount  of  compensation  which  shall 
be  paid  by  such  company,  and  shall  make  out  dupli- 
cate statements  of  such  award,  acknowledge  the  same, 
and  deliver  one  to  the  owner  or  occupant  of  such  land, 
and  the  other  to  the  president  of  said  company;  and 
if  the  amount  awarded  by  said  arbitrators  shall  be  more 
than  said  company  had  previously  offered  to  pay,  then 
said  companjr  shall  pay  all  the  expenses  of  said  arbi- 
tration, and  if  it  shall  be  less,  the  other  party  shall  pay 
such  costs ;  and  either  party  may  within  ten  days  af- 
ter receiving  such  award,  appeal  from  the  same  to  the 
court  of  proper  jurisdiction  for  the  county  in  which 
such  land  shall  be  situated,  by  giving  written  notice 
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of  such  appeal  to  some  one  of  the  arbitrators ;  and 
upon  receiving  such  notice  of  appeal,  it  shall  be  the 
duty  of  the  arbitrators  to  certify  all  their  proceedings 
to  said  court,  and  said  court  shall  enter  said  case  on  its 
docket,  setting  down  the  claWant  or  claimants  as 
plaintiff,  and  the  said  company  as  defendant,  and 
the  said  court  shall  proceed  to  ascertain  the  amount  of

against  said  company  for  costs,  and  if  it  shall  not  ex 
ceed  the  amount  so  found  by  said  arbitrators,  then 
judgment  shall  be  rendered  in  favor  of  said  company 
for  costs,  and  against  said  claimant ;  and  when  such 
compensation  so  to  be  ascertained  according  to  the 
provisions  of  this  section,  shall  be  paid  or  tendered  to 
the  party  entitled  to  the  same,  said  company  shall  have 
the  exclusive  right  to  the  perpetual  use  of  such  lands 
as  may  be  determined  necessary  for  the  purposes  of 
this  act ;  and  the  said  company  shall  have  full  power 
and  authority  pending  all  such  proceedings,  and  until 
they  shall  refuse  to  pay  the  compensation  so  to  be  as- 
certained as  aforesaid,  to  use,  occupy  and  enjoy  the 
peaceable  and  uninterrupted  possession  of  said  lands 
for  all  the  lawful  purposes  of  said  corporation,  and 
they  shall  not  while  such  proceedings  shall  be  pending, 
or  until  such  refusal,  be  disturbed  in  such  possession, 
use,  occupancy  and  enjoyment  by  any  proceedings 
either  at  law  or  equity. 

Section  6.  The  said  corporation  is  authorized  and  oerUflcateB  of 
empowered  to  issue  stock  certificates  for  their  capital  *^*^* 
stock,  and  to  regulate  the  assignment  and  transfer  of 
the  same ;  to  borrow  money,  and  execute  in  its  corpo- 
rate name  all  writings,  notes,  bonds,  mortgages  or  other 
papers  necessary  to  secure  the  payment  of  the  same ; 
to  sell  and  convey  any  and  all  the  estate,  real,  person- 
al or  mixed,  of  which  the  said  corporation  shall  be 
seized  or  shall  lawfully  possess,  and  to  execute  all 
such  deeds,  bills  of  sale,  leases  and  conveyances  as 
shall  be  deemed  necessary  to  carry  out  the  purposes  of 
such  corporation,  and  the  said  company  may  sell  its 
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notes,  bonds  or  other  evidences  of  debt  either  at  par 
or  otherwise. 

Section  7.  It  is  hereby  declared  that  in  the  judg- 
ment of  this  legislature  the  dbjects  of  this  corporation 
cannot  be  attained  under  general  laws ;  and  this  act  is 
declared  to  be  a  public  act,  and  shall  be  favorably 
construed  to  eflfect  the  purposes  thereby  intended,  and 
copies  thereof  printed  by  authority  of  the  state  shall 
be  received  as  evidence  thereof  in  all  cases.

The  people  of  the  state  of  Wisconsin^  represented  in  senate 
and  assembly^  do  enact  as  follows: 

Section  1.  At  the  ensuing  election  of  officers 
of  the  city  of  Milwaukee,  there  shall  be  elected  in 
each  of  the  wards  of  said  city  three  delegates  to  a  city 
convention,  whose  duty  it  shall  be  to  revise  the  charter 
of  said  city,  and  the  several  amendments  thereto.  Any 
elector  of  said  city  shall  be  entitled  to  vote  for  such 
delegates,  and  shall  be  eligible  to  a  seat  in  said  con- 
vention. A  separate  ballot-box  shall  be  provided  for 
receiving  the  ballots  for  said  delegates,  and  the  said 
ballots  shall  be  canvassed  and  returned  as  the  votes 
for  other  city  officers  are  canvassed  and  returned.

The  people  of  the  state  of  Wisconsin^  represented  in  senate 
and  assembly,  do  enact  asfoUovos : 

Section  1.  That  chapter  three  hundred  and  thirty- 
four  of  the  private  and  local  [general]  laws  of  the 
year  1868,  entitled  "  an  act  to  incorporate  the  Kil- 
bourn  city  seminary,"  is  hereby  amended,  so  as  to  read 
as  follows:  "That  Mathew  Bennett,  Richard  Dudg- 
eon, David  Stillwell,  G.  W.  Case,  P.  G.  Stroud, Abram 
Bennett,  Horace  Newton,  and  their  successors,  be  and 
are  hereby  created  a  body  corporate  and  politic,  under 
the  name  and  style  of  *  Kilbourn  institute,'  and  shall 
be  trustees  of  said  corporation,  for  the  purpose  of 
maintaining  and  conducting  an  institution  of  learning ; 
and  by  said  corporate  name  to  remain  in  perpetual 
succession,  with  full  power  to  sue  and  be  sued,  plead 
and  be  pleaded,  to  receive,  acquire  and  hold  property, 
real  and  personal,  by  bequests,  gift,  donation  or  pur- 
chase, and  to  sell,  dispose  of,  mortgage  or  convey  the 
same,  to  have  a  common  seal,  and  use,  alter  and  renew 
the  same. 

"  Section  2.  The  board  of  trustees  shall  have  full 
power  to  elect  a  president,  treasurer,  an  executive 
committee  of  three  or  more,  all  of  whom  shall  be 
selected  from  the  members  of  the  board  of  trustees,  a 
majority  of  whom  shall  constitute  a  quorum  for  the 
transaction  of  business ;  and  the  executive  committee 
shall  have  power,  under  the  direction  of  the  board  of 
trustees,  to  transact  all  business  necessary  for  the  wel- 
fare and  good  government  of  the  institution.

The  people  of  the  state  of  Wisconsin^  represented  in  senate 
and  assembly  J  do  enact  asjblhws: 

Section  1.    Section  one  of  chapter  three  of  an  act 
entitled  "  an  act  to  incorporate  the  city  of  La  Orosse," 
approved  March  14th,  1856,  is  hereby  amended  by  inn 
serting  after  the  words  "justice  of  the  peace,"  in  the 
20th  line,  the  words,  "  in  civil  actions  and  proceedings, 
and  none  other,  except  as  provided  in  section  eight  of 
this  chapter,"  so  that  said  section  1  shall  read  as  lol- 
lows :  "  Section  1.  The  mayor  and  aldermen  must  be 
freeholders  within  the  city  limits,  and  each  alderman 
must  reside  within  the  ward  for  which   he  is  elected, 
and  all  other  ofl&cers  must  be  residents  of  the  ward 
for  which  they  are  elected  ;  and  every  person  elected

Whenever  a  majority  of  the  resident 
owners  or  occupants  of  lots  or  real  estate  bounded 
upon  one  side  by  any  street,  or  part  of  street  not  less 
than  sixteen  rods  in  length,  shall  desire  to  have  a 
sidewalk  built,  repaired  or  improved  thereon,  they 
may  make  and  sign  an  application  therefor  in  writing, 
to  the  board  of  trustees  of  said  village,  specifying 
therein  the  kind  of  sidewalk  or  other  improvement  to 
be  made,  and  the  said  board  of  trustees  shall  there- 
upon levy  and  cause  to  be  collected,  by  tax  on  each 
and  all  of  such  lots  or  real  estate,  respectively,  such 
sum  as  in  their  judgment  will  build  such  sidewalk,  or 
make  such  improvement  adjoining  or  bounding  each 
of  such  lots  or  real  estate,  and  shall  make  a  list  thereof, 
containing  the  name  of  each  owner,  if  known,  and  each 
lot  or  parcel  of  real  estate  against  which  such  tax 
stands  charged. 

Section  18.  The  board  of  trustees  shall  have 
power  to  appoint,  and  at  their  pleasure  remove,  the 
following  omcers,  to  wit:  one  chief  engineer  of  the 
fire  department,  one  fire-warden,  and  as  many  as- 
sistant-wardens as  they  shall  from  time  to  time  deem 
necessary,  one  attorney,  and  one  street  commissioner, 
and  to  prescribe  their  powers  and  duties,  and  may 
impose  and  enforce  in  law  such  penalties  as  they  may 
deem  proper  for  any  malfeasance  or  improper  conduct 
of  any  of  said  officers,  and  may  also  require  bonds  for 
the  mithful  performance  of  the  duties  of  any  and 
such  of  them  as  %  may  be  deemed  expedient  by  the 
board  of  trustees. 

Section  19.  Whenever  the  board  of  trustees  shall

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coiBkmissioDer  a  taz  list,  containing  the  names  of  the 
persons  and  a  deagription  of  the  property  so  taxed ; 
aLd  thereupon  the^^d  street  commissioner  shall  noti- 
fy the  persons  named  in  sach  tax  list,  by  posting  up  a 
uotice  thereof  in  three  or,  more  public  places  in  said ' 
village,  specifying  therein  a  time,  not  less  than  fifteen 
nor  more  than  thirty  days  from  the  date  thereof,  when 
the  persons  chained  with  taxes  in  such  list  may  pay 
their  taxes  in  labor,  materials  or  money ;  and  the  per- 
sons charged  with  such  taxes  may  within  such  time, 
and  at  such  place  as  the  said  street  commissioner  shall 
direct,  pay  theii  taxes  in  labor  or  materials :  provided, 
the  labor  and  materials  offered  in  payment  of  such 
taxes  are  suitable,  and  such  as  may  be  required  by 
said  street  commissioner;  arhd provided^  fuTmm\  that  if 
any  such  person  or  persons  within  said  time  furnish 
the  materials  and  build,  repair  or  improve  such  side- 
walk bounding  on  his,  her  or  their  lots  or  real  estate, 
respectively,  in  a  good  and  substantial  naanner,  as  set 
forth  in  such  application  therefor,  the  same  shall  be 
accepted  by  saia  street  commissioner  in  full  payment 
of  such  person's  proportion  of  said  tax. 

Section  20.  At  the  expiration  of  thirty  days  from  coueodon  of 
the  time  the  said  street  commissioner  shall  have  re-  ^''^ 
ceived  such  tax  list,  he  shall  return  the  same  to  the 
clerk  of  said  village,  accompanied  by  a  statement^^ 
verified  by  his  affidavit  subscribed  thereto,  showing

CHAPTER  87. 

AN  ACT  to  incorporate  the  Burlington  peat  company.

The  mayor  shall 
be  chief  executive  officer  and  head  of  the  police  of 
the  city,  and  shall  appoint  all  police  officers  and  watch- 
men, and  in  case  of  riot  or  other  disturbance  he  may 
appoint  as  many  special  or  temporary  constables  as  he 
may  deem  necessary ;  and  any  police  officer  or  watch- 
man appointed  by  the  mayor,  as  aforesaid,  may  be  dis- 
charged from  office  by  him  whenever  in  his  opinion 
the  wel&re  of  the  city  may  demand  it,  or  a  reduction  , 
of  their  number  renders  it  necessary.  All  ordinances 
and  resolutions  shall,  before  they  take  effect,  be  pre- 
aeBted  to  the  mayor,  and  if  he  approve  thereof,  he 
shall  sign  the  same ;  and  such  as  he  shall  not  sign  he 
shall  return  to  the  common  council  with  his  objections 
thereto,  by  depositing  the  same  with  the  city  clerk,  to 
be  presented  to  the  common  council  at  their  next 
meeting  thereafter.  Upon  the  return  of  any  ordinance 
or  resdntion  by  the  mayor,  the  vote  by  which  the 
same  was  passed  shall  be  reconsidered ;  and  if,  after 
such  consideration,  the  common  council  shall  pass  the 
same  by  a  vote  of  two-thirds,  it  shall  have  the  same 
^ect  as  if  approved  by  the  mayor,  and  in  such  case 
the  vote  shall  be  by  ayes  and  nays,  which  shall  be  en- 
tered by  the  city  clerk  of  record.  If  any  ordinance 
or  resolution  shall  not  be  returned  by  the  mavor  with- 
in five  days  (Sundays  excepted)  after  it  shall  have 
been  presented  to  him,  the  same  shall  have  the  same 
^ect  as  if  approved  by  him. 

Section  8.  At  the  first  meeting  of  the  common  President  and 
council,  in  each  year,  they  shall  proceed  to  elect  by  ^c«-P«»*dent 
ballot  from  their  number  a  president  and  vice-presi- 
dent The  president  shall  preside  over  the  meetings  of 
the  common  council,  and  during  the  absence  of  the 
mayor  from  the  city,  or  his  inability  from  any  reason 
to  dischaige  the  duties  of  his  office,  the  said  president 
shall  exercise  all  the  powers  and  discharge  all  the  du- 
ties of  the  mayor.    In  case  the  president  shall  be  ab- 
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sent  at  any  meeting  of  the  Cfommon  council,  the  vice- 
president  shall  act  as  presiding  oflScer  for  the  time  be- 
ing, .and  shall  discharge  the  duties  of  such  president, 
and  shall  act  in  his  place.  The  president  or  temporary 
presiding  officer,  while  presiding  over  the  common 
council  or  performing  the  duties  of  mayor,  shall  be 
styled  "  acting  mayor,"  and  acts  performed  by  either 
when  acting  as  major  as  aforesaid,  shall  have  the  same 
force  and  validity  as  if  performed  by  the  mayor.  The 
mayor  and  aldermen  of  said  city  shall  have  the  right 
to  admister  all  oaths  and  affirmations  required  by  this 
act 
ckrk-hto  du-  SECTION  4.  There  shall  be  a  clerk  of  said  city, 
^  *"  styled  the  "  city  clerk,"  who  shall  also  be  comptroller 

of  said  city,  who  shall  be  elected  by  the  common  coun- 
cil, and  hold  his  office  at  the  council  chamber.  He 
shall  keep  the  corporate  seal  and  all  papers  and  rec- 
ords of  the  city,  and  keep  a  record  of  the  proceedings 
of  the  common  council,  at  whose  meetings  it  shall  be 
his  duty  to  attend.  Copies  of  all  papers  filed  jn  his 
office,  and  transcripts  from  the  records  of  the  common 
council  certified  by  him  under  the  corporate  seal,  shall 
be  evidence  in  all  courts,  as  if  the  original  were  pro- 
duced. He  shall  draw  and  countersign  all  orders  on 
the  treasurer  in  pursuance  of  any  order  or  resolution 
of  the  common  council,  and  keep  a  full  and  accurate 
account  thereof  in  books  provided  for  that  purpose. 
The  clerk  shall  have  power  to  administer  oaths  and 
affirmations.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  city  comp- 
troller to  report  to  the  common  council  the  financial 
condition  of  the  city.  He  shall  make  a  list  of  all 
outstanding  city  bonds,  to  whom  issued,  for  what  pur- 
pose, when  and  where  payable,  and  the  rate  of  inter- 
est they  may  respectivelj*^  bear.*  He  shall  report  annu- 
ally on  or  about  the  first  day  of  May,  to  the  common 
council,  an  estimate  of  the  expenses  of  the  city,  and 
likewise  the  revenue  necessary  to  be  raised  for  the 
current  year ;  and  the  fiscal  year  shall  commence  on 
the  first  Monday  in  May.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the 
comptroller  to  keep  regular  books  of  accounts,  in 
which  he  shall  enter  all  indebtedness  of  the  city,  and 
which  shall  at  all  times  show  the  p];ecise  financial  con- 
dition of  the  city,  the  amount  of  bonds,  orders  or  oth- 
er evidences  of  indebtedness  issued  by  the  common 
council,  the  amount  of  all  bonds,  orders,  kc,  which 
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have  been  redeemed,  and  the  amount  of  each  oat- 
standing,  and  to  keep  an  exact  account  thereof,  stating 
to  whom  and  for  what  purposes  issued,  and  the 
amoants  thereof;  to  keep  accounts  with  all  receiving 
and  disbursing  officers  of  the  citj,  showing  the 
amounts  which  they  have  received  from  all  of  the  dif- 
ferent sources  of  revenue,  and  the  amount  which  they 
have  disbursed  under  the  direction  of  the  common 
-council.  He  shall,  before  the  levy  by  the  council  of 
a  special  tax,  report  to  the  council  a  schedule  of  all 
the  lots  or  parcels  of  land  within  the  several  wards, 
which,  under  this  act  may  be  subject  to  any  special 
tax  or  assessment  which  it  may  be  necessary  to  levy 
on  such  lot  or  parcel  of  land,  which  said  schedule 
shall  be  verified  by  the  affidavit  of  the  comptroller, 
and  shall  he  prima  facie  evidence  of  the  facts  therein 
stated  in  all  case.*3  wherein  the  validity  of  such  spec- 
ial tax  or  assessment  shall  come  in  question.  The 
common  council  shall,  if  from  such  report  they  deem 
such  special  tax  legal  and  just,  cause  the  same  to  be 
levied  in  pursuance  of  the  provisions  of  this  act  He 
shall  examine  the  reports,  books,  papers,  vouchers  and 
the  accounts  of  the  treasurer,  and  from  time  to  time 
shall  perform  such  other  duties  as  the  common  coun- 
cil roBj  direct  The  comptroller  shall  keep  a  record 
of  all  his  acts  and  doings,  and  keep  a  book  in  which 
he  shall  enter  all  contracts,  with  an  index  thereto. 
Such  records  shall  be  open  to  the  inspection  of  all 
parties  interested.  He  shall  not  be  directly  or  indi- 
reelly  interested  in  any  contract  or  job  to  which  the ' 
city  is  a  party. 

Sbction  5.  The  common  council  shall  have  power  Attorney, 
to  elect  an  attorney  for  the  city,  who  shall  perform  all 
profiBBsional  services  incident  to  the  office,  and  when 
recjuired  shall  I'urnish  opinions  upon  any  subject  sub- 
mitted to  him  by  the  cpmmon  council  or  its  icom- 
mitteesL 

Seotiok  6.  The  treasurer  shall  receive  all  moneys  JJS^^*^*^ 
belonging  to  the  city,  including  license  money  and 
fines,  and  keep  an  accurate  and  detailed  account  there- 
otf  in  such  manner  as  the  common  council  shall  from 
time  to  time  direct  The  treasurer  shall  exhibit  to 
the  common  council  at  least  fifteen  days  before  the  an- 
nual election,  or  sooner  if  required  by  them,  a  full 
and  detailed  account  of  all  receipts  and  expenditures 
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afler  the  date  of  the  lastanaual  report,  and  also  of  the 
state  of  the  treasury,  which  account  shall  be  filed  with 
the  clerk,  and  a  copy  of  the  same  shall  be  published 
in  all  the  papers  of  the  city. 

Section  7.  All  police  officers  and  watchmen  of 
said  city  shall  possess  the  powers  of  constables  at  com- 
mon law,  or  by  the  laws  of  this  state,  and  it  shall  be 
their  duty  to  execute  and  serve  all  warrants,  processes, 
commitments,  and  all  writs  whatever  issued  by  the 
police  justice  for  any  violation  of  the  laws  of  the  state 
of  Wisconsin,  or  of  the  ordinances  or  by-laws  of  said 
city ;  and  they  shall  have  power  to  pursue  and  arrest 
any  person  fleeing  from  justice  in  any  part  of  this 
state,  and  when  performing  the  duties  of  a  constable 
as  aforesaid,  shall  be  entitled  to  like  fees. 

Section  8.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  street  com- 
missioner to  render  his  personal  service  and  perform 
labor  in  repairing  the  streets  of  said  city,  and  to  super- 
intend all  local  improvements  throughout  the  said 
city,  under  the  direction  of  the  common  council  and 
committee  on  streets,  and  to  carry  into  effect  all 
orders  of  the  common  council  and  the  committee  on 
streets  in  relation  thereto,  and  perform  such  other  du- 
ties as  may  be  herein  prescribed  to  be  performed  by- 
street commissioners,  or  ordered  bv  the  common  coan- 
ciL  Said  street  commissioner  shall  receive  a  compen- 
sation, to  be  fixed  by  the  common  council,  not  ex- 
ceeding three  dollars  per  day  for  the  time  actually 
engaged  in  the  discharge  of  his  duties,  and  shall  keep 
accurate  accounts  of  all  expenditures  incurred  in  the 
discharge  of  his  duties,  and  render  q^uarterlv  accounts 
thereof  to  the  common  council,  or  ottener  if  required. 

Section  9.  The  isissessor  shall  be  a  resident  firee- 
holder  of  said  city,  who  shall  perform  all  the  duties 
required  by  law  of  assessors  of  property  for  the  pur- 
pose of  taxation  for  state,  county,  city  and  other  pur- 
poses ;  the  assessment  rolls  to  embrace  the  property 
subject  to  taxation  in  each  ward  separately,  and  on 
the  completion  of  such  assessment,  the  assessment 
rolls,  with  the  valuation  of  such  assessor,  shall  be  re- 
turned as  required  by  law ;  that  said  assessor  shall 
hold  his  office  for  the  term  of  one  year,  and  in  case 
of  vacancv  in  said  office,  by  failure  to  elect  or  other- 
wise, as  heretofore  provided,  the  common  council 
shall  fill  such  vacancy  by  the  appointment  of  an  as* 
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sessor  for  said  city,  at  any  regular  or  special  meeting; 

Section  10.  The  police  justice  shall  possess  all  ^"j;^4S??iId 
the  authority,  powers  and  rights  of  a  justice  of  the  jortodictton, 
peace  of  the  county  of  St  Oroix  under  the  laws  of  the 
state,  and  shall  have  in  addition  thereto  sole,  exclu- 
sive jurisdiction  to  hear  all  complaints  and  conduct  all 
examinations  and  trials  in  criminal  cases  within  the  city 
cognizable  before  a  justice  of  the  peace ;  but  warrants 
returnable  before  said  justice  may  be  issued  in  'crimi- 
nal cases  by  any  other  justice  in  the  city,  but  no  fee 
shall  be  received  therefor  by  said  justica  The  said 
justice  shall  have  exclusive  jurisdiction  in  all  cases 
cognizable  before  a  justice  of  ihe  peace  in  which  the 
city  is  a  party,  and  shall  have  cognizance  and  exclu- 
sive jurisdiction  of  all  suits,  prosecutions  or  proceed- 
ings for  the  recovery  of  any  fine,  forfeiture  or  penal  tv  un- 
der any  by-law,  ordinance  or  regulation  of  the  soiocity 
of  Hudson,  or  its  charter,  or  for  the  breach  or  violation 
of  any  such  ordinance,  by-law  or  regulation,  and  in 
all  cases  of  offences  committed  against  the  same.     All 

Srosecutions  for  assaults,  batteries  and  affrays  not  in- 
ictable,  and  for  a  breach  or  violation  of  any  such  by- 
law, ordinance  or  regulation  shall  be  commenced  in 
the  name  of  the  city  of  Hudson,  and  the  same  pro- 
I  ceedings  shall  be  had  in  all  civil  and  criminal  suits 
I  before  said  justice,  where  not  otherwise  herein  directed, 
i"  as  are  established  and  required  to  be  had  in  civil  and 
,       criminal  actions  by  the  l^ws  of  this  state  before  a  j  ustice 

of  the  peace :  provided^  that  in  cases  of  prosecution  for  J^toSS^ow- 
a  breach  or  violation  of  an  ordinance,  by-law,  or  reg-  ed. 
ulation  of  said  city  or  its  charter,  or  for  any  assess- 
ment [assault,]  battery  or  breach  of  the  peace,  or  an 
affray  not  indictable,  committed  within  the  city  limits, 
no  appeal  shall  be  allowed  where  the  judgment  or  fine 
imposed,  exclusive  of  costs,  is  less  than  twenty-five 
doijars,  ($25.00.)    In  all  cases  of  convictions  for  as- Judgment  toe 
saults,  batteries  and  affrays  within  the  said  city,   and  owtB.  ^  "* 
in  all  cases  of  conviction  under  any  ordinance  of  said 
city  for  breach  of  the  peace,  disorderly  conduct,  keep- 
ing houses  of  ill- fame,  or  of  frequenting  the  same,  and 
of  keeping  or  maintaining  disorderly  and  ill-govern- 
ed houses,  the  said  justice  shall  have  power,  in  addi- 
tion to  the  fine  or  penalty  imposed,  to  enter  judgment 
for  costs  of  prosecution  against  defendant,  and  to  com- 
pel such  offenders  to  give  security  for  their  good  be- 
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havior  and  to  keep  the  peace  for  a  period  not  exceed- 
ing six  months,  and  in  a  sum  not  exceeding  five  hun- 
dred dollars.

The  police  justice  shall  as  often  as  the 
common  council  may  require,  report  to  the  common 
council  all  the  proceedings  instituted  before  him  in 
which  the  city  is  interested,  and  shall  at  the  same  time 
account  for  and  pay  over  to  the  city  treasurer  all  fines 
and  penalties  collected  by  him  and  belonging  to  said 
city  :  and  said  justice  shall  be  entitled  to  receive  from 
the  county  of  ot  Oroix  such  fees  in  similar  cases  as 
are  allowed  to  other  justices  in  the  county  for  similar 
services. 

SttTwyor  Section  12.    The  city  surveyor  shall  be  a  practical 

surveyor  and  engineer.  He  shall  keep  his  office  at 
some  convenient  place  in  said  city,  and  the  common 
council  shall  prescribe  his  duties  and  fix  the  fees  and 
compensation  of  any  service  performed  by  him.  All 
surveys,  profiles,  plans  or  estimates  made  by  him  for 
the  city,  or  either  of  the  wards,  shall  be  the  property 
of  the  said  city,  and  shall  be  carefully  preserved  in 
the  office  of  the  surveyor,  open  to  the  inspection  of 
the  parties  interested,  and  the  same,  together  with  all 
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books  and  papers  appertaining  to  said  office,  shall  be 
delivered  over  by  the  surveyor  at  the  expiration  of  his 
terra  of  office,  to  his  successor  or  the  common  council. 

Section  18.  The  common  council  at  their  first  offldai  paper, 
meeting  in  each  year,  or  as  soon  thereafter  as  may  be, 
shall  designate  one  newspaper  printed  in  said  city,  in 
which  shall  be  published  all  ordinances  and  other  pro- 
ceedings and  matters  required  by  this  act  or  by  the  by- 
laws or  ordinances  of  the  common  council  to  be  puo- 
lished  in  a  public  newspaper. 

Section  14  The  city  printer,  immediately  after  ^SSlion'of 
the  publication  of  any  notice,  ordinance  or  resolution  ordinance,  Ac. 
which  by  this  act  is  required  to  be  published,  shall  file 
with  the  clerk  of  the  city  a  copy  of  such  publication, 
with  his  affidavit  or  the  affidavit  of  his  foreman,  of  the 
length  of  time  the  same  has  been  published,  and  such 
affidavit  shall  be  conclusive  evidence  of  the  publica- 
tion of  such  notice,  ordinance  or  resolution. 

Section  15.     If  any  person  having  been  an  officer  g^«;^^J^ 
in  said  city,  shall  not  within  ten  days  after  notification  toBnccesiora. 
and  request,  deliver  to  his  successor  in  office  all  prop- 
erty, books,  papers  and  effects  of  every  description  in 
his  possession  belonging  to  said  city  or  pertaining  to    * 
the  office  he  may  have  held,  he  shall  forfeit  and  pav 
to  the  use  of  the  citv  one  thousand  dollars,  besides  all 
damages  caused  by  his  neglect  so  to  deliver ;  and  such 
successor  may  recover  the  possession  of  such  books, 
papers  and  effects  in  the  manner  prescribed  by  the 
laws  of  the  state. 

Section  16.  No  alderman  shall  be  a  party  to  or  ^4«™®***5*JJ 
interested  m  any  job  or  contract  with  the  city  or  any  contracta. 
of  the  wards,  and  any  contract  in  which  any  alderman 
may  be  so  interested  shall  be  null  and  void;  and  in 
case  any  money  shall  have  been  paid  on  any  such  con- 
tract, the  common  council  may,  in  the  name  of  said 
city,  sue  for  and  recover  the  amount  so  paid  from  the 
parties  to  such  contract  and  the  alderman  interested 
m  the  same. 

Section  17.  The  mayor  or  acting  mayor,  sheriff  of  ^^^  ^*"'"- 
St  Croix  county,  coroner  and  each  alderman,  all  jus- 
tices of  the  peace,  police  officers  and  watchmen,  shall 
be  officers  or  the  peace,  and  may  command  the  peace, 
suppress  in  a  summary  manner  all  rioting  and  disor- 
derly behavior  within  the  limits  of  the  city,  and  for 
such  purpose  may  command  the  assistance  of  all  ^Ji^oOQle 
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standers,  and  if  need  be  of  all  citizens  and  military- 
companies  ;  and  if  any  person,  bystander,  military  offi- 
cer or  private  shall  refuse  to  aid  in  maintaining  the 
peace  when  so  required,  every  such  person  shall  for- 
feit and  pay  a  fine  of  fifty  dollars;  and  in  cases  where 
the  civil  power  may  be  required  to  suppress  riots  or 
disorderly  behavior,  the  superior  or  senior    officer 

S resent,  in  the  order  mentioned  in  this  section,  shall 
irect  the  proceedings. 

2?/b??2?5i^     Section  18.  The  common  council  shall  have  power 

of  offlcere.  at  any  time  to  require  other  and  further  duties  to  be 
performed  by  any  officer  whose  duties  are  herein  pre- 
scribed, not  inconsistent  with  this  act,  and  to  appoint 
such  other  officers  as  may  be  necessary  to"  carry  into 
•  effect  the  provisions  of  this  act,  and  to  prescribe  their 
duty,  unless  herein  otherwise  provided  for;  but  no 
officer  elected  or  appointed  by  the  common  council, 
or  appointed  by  the  mayor  as  hereinbefore  provided, 
shall  be  apj)ointed  for  a  longer  term  than  one  year, 
and  until  his  successor  is  elected  or  appointed  and 
duly  qualified.

Every  member  of  the  common  council 
of  the  city  of  Hudson  who  shall  directly  or  indirectly 
vote  to  himself,  or  knowingly  to  any  other  person,  any 
sum  of  money  for  any  purpose  whatever,  in  violation 
of  the  city  charter,  or  any  amendments  thereto,  and 
any  member  of  said  council,  city  treasurer,  or  person 
acting  as  treasurer,  who  shall  directly  or  indirectly 
purchase  or  be  interested  in  the  purchase  of  any  city 
order  or  city  indebtedness  for  less  than  the  full  amount 
thereof,  and  every  member  of  the  board  of  education 
who  shall  directly  or  indirectly  purchase  any  order  or 
indebtedness  of  said  board  for  less  than  the  face  there- 
of, shall  be  deemed  guilty  of  a  misdemeanor  in  office, 
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and  may  be  prosecuted  either  by  indictment  or  com- 
plaint liefore  the  police  justice  or  any  justice  of  the 
peace  having  jurisaiction,  and  upon  conviction  thereof 
shall  be  punished  by  tine  not  exceeding  one  hundred 
dollars,  nor  less  than  twenty-five  dollars,  or  imprison- 
ment in  the  county  jail  for  not  more  than  one  hundred 
days  and  not  less  than  twenty  days,  at  the  discretion 
of  the  Aonrt. 


OHAPTER  IV. 

THE  OOMHON  COUNCIL — ITS  OENEBAL   POWERS  AND 
DUTIEa 

SjBCnoN  1.    The  aldermen  shall  constitute  the  com-  ^^^^  ^^^^ 
mon  council,  and  the  style  of  all  ordinances  shall  be  ordinances. 
"  the  common  council  of  the  city  of  Hudson  do  or- 
dain^" &C.     The  common  council  shall  meet  at  such 
time  and  place  as  they  by  resolution  may  direct.     A 
majority  of  the  aldermen  shall  constitute  a  quorum. 

SEcnoK  2.  The  common  council  shall  hold  stated  ^«»"^»««-^"- 
meetings,  and  the  mayor  may  call  special  meetings 
by  notice  to  each  of  the  members,  to  be  delivered  per- 
sonally, or  left  at  their  usual  places  of  abode.  The 
conmion  council  shall  be  the  judge  of  the  election 
and  qualifications  of  its  own  members,  and  in  such 
case  snail  have  power  to  send  for  persons  and  papers, 
and  shall  also  determine  the  rules  of  its  own  proceed- 
ings and  have  power  to  compel  the  attendance  of  ab- 
sent members. 

Section  3.  The  common  council  shall  have  the  Sl^^ 
management  and  control  of  the  finances  and  the 
property  of  the  city,  and  shall  likewise,  in  addition 
to  the  powers  herein  vested  in  them,  have  full  power 
and  authority  to  make,  enact,  ordain,  establish,  pub- 
lish, enforce,  alter,  modify,  amend  and  repeal  all  such 
ordinances,  rules  and  by-laws  for  the  government  and 
good  order  of  the  city,  for  the  suppression  of  vice  and 
intemperance,  and  for  the  prevention  of  crime,  as  they 
shall  deem  expedient.  They  shall  have  the  power  to 
establish  and  maintain  a  city  prison  and  watch-house, 
for  the  imprisonment,  custody  and  safe-keeping  of  all 
persons  arrested  for  or  charged  with  any  oflrence  what- 
ever, in  any  way  cognizable  before  the  poMce  jg\3gi^(^QQQ[^ 
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to  make  all  rules  and  regulations  for  the  government 
and  management'  of  such  prison  and  watch-houses ;  to 
appoint  keepers  and  other  oiBBicers  for  the  same,  and 
prescribe  their  duties  and  fix  their  compensation.  The 
keepers  of  such  prison  and  watch-house  shall  have 
and  possess  all  the  powers  and  authority  of  jailers  at 
the  common  law,  or  by  the  laws  of  the  state.  The 
common  council  shall  have  full  power  and  authority 
to  declare  and  impose  penalties  and  punishments,  and 
to  enforce  the  same  against  any  person  or  persons  who 
may  violate  any  of  the  provisions  of  any  ordinance, 
rule  or  by-law  passed  and  ordained  by  them,  and  all

and  all  persons  vending,  dealing  in  or  disposing  of 
spirituous,  vinous,  malt  or  fermented  liquors :  ^proimfed, 
that  this  act  shall  not  be  so  construed  as  to  prevent 

Eork  packers  from  disposing  of  offal  or  trimmings  of 
ogs,  nor  shall  any  person  selling  game  or  who  may 
dispose  of  any  animals  raised  or  fatted  by  him,  or 
who  may  sell  fresh  meats  by  the  carcass  or  quantities 
not  less  than  by  the  quarter,  be  deemed  or  held  to  be 
a  vender  of  fresh  or  butcher's  meats  under  the  (ndo- 
visions  of  this  act 
Gambling.  Sccoud.     To  restrain  and  prohibit  all  descriptions 

of  gaming  and  fraudulent  devices  and  practices,  and 
all  playing  of  cards,  dice  or  other  games  of  chance,  fbi* 
the  purpose  of  gaming  in  said  city ;  and  to  restrain  any 
person  from  vending,  giving  or  dealing  in  spirituous, 
fermented  or  vinous  liquors,  unless  duly  licensed  by 
the  city  council. 
Kioto.  Third.     To  prevent  any  riots,   noise,  disturbance 
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and  disorderly  assemblages  in  said  city,  and  to  pro-

To  remove  and  abate  any  nuisance  in- 
jilrious  ta  the  public  health  or  safety,  and  to  remove 
or  require  to  be  removed  any  building  which  by  rea- 
son of  dilapidation,  defects  in  structure  or  other  cause, 
may  have  or  shall  become  imminently  dangerous  to 
life  and  property,  and  to  provide  for  the  punishment

and  water,  at  the  discretion  of  the  police  justice,  and 
offenders  against  the  same  may  be  required  to  give 
security  for  their  good  behavior,  and  to  keep  the  peace 
for  a  period  not  exceeding  six  months,  and  in  a 
sum  not  exceeding  five  hundred  dollars.

a  fine  imposed,  may  be  kept  at  hard  labor  either  in 
such  worKhouse  or  upon  the  public  streets  and  im- 
provements, or  both,  until  such  person  shall  work  out 
the  amount  of  such  fine,  at  such  rate  of  compensation 
as  said  common  council  may  prescribe,  for  a  time  not 
exceeding  the  term  of  such  commitment;  and  the 
common  council  shall  have  full  power  to  establish  by 
ordinance  all  needful  regulations  for  the  security  of 
such  prisoners  thus  employed,  and  to  prevent  their 
escape,  and  insure  proper  discipline,  and  shall  have 
power  to  establish  a  suitable  workhouse  in  said  city 
for  the  purposes  aforesaid,  and  under  such  regulations 
as  the  said  common  council  may  provide :  provided^ 
that  the  common  council  aforesaid  shall  be  and  is 
hereby  authorized  to  use  the  jail  of  St.  Croix  county

De- 
pots, houses  or  buildings  of  any  kind,  wherein  more 
than  twenty-five  pounds  of  gunpowder  are  deposited, 
stored  or  kept  at  any  one  time,  gambling  houses,  hous- 
es of  ill-fame,  disorderly  taverns,  and  houses  or  places 
where  spirituous,  vinous  or  fermented  liquors  are  sold, 
without  license  required  therefor,  within  the  limits  of 
said  city,  are  hereby  declared  and  shall  be  deemed 
public  or  common  nuisance& 

Section  6.  The  common  council  shall  examine, 
audit  and  adjust  the  accounts  of  the  clerk,  treasurer, 
street  commissioner,  police  justice,  and  all  other  of- 
ficers and  agents  of  the  city,  at  such  times  as  they 
may  deem  proper,  and  also  at  the  end  of  each  year, 
and  before  the  term  for  which  the  officers  of  said  city- 
were  elected  or  appointed  shall  have  expired.  And 
the  common  council  shall  require  each  and  every  such 
officer  and  agent  to  exhibit  his  books,  accounts  and 
vouchers  for  such  examination  and  settlement ;  and  if 
m^^dedawd  ^^^  ^^^^  officer  or  agent  shall  refuse  to  comply  with 
the  orders  of  said  council  in  the  discharge  of  said  du- 
ties, in  pursuance  of  this  section,  or  shall  neglect  or 
refuse  to  render  his  accounts  or  present  his  books  and 
vouchers  to  said  council,  or  a  committee  thereof  it 
shall  be  the  duty  of  the  common  council  to  declare 
the  office  of  such  person  vacant.  And  the  common 
council  shall  order  suits  and  proceedings  at  law  against

CHAPTER  V. 


FINANCE  AND  TAXATION. 
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Section  1.    All  funds  in  the  city  treasury  belong- 
ing exclusively  to  the  city,  shall  be  under  the  control 
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of  the  common  council,  and  shall  be  drawn  out  upon 
the  9rder  of  the  mayor,  countersigned  by  the  clerk, 
duly  authorized  by  a  vote  of  the  common  council, 
and' in  no  other  manner;  and  all  orders  drawn  upon 
the  treasurer,  shall  specify  the  purpose  for  which  they 
are  drawn,  and  shall  be  payable  generally  out  of  any 
funds  in  the  treasury  belonging  to  the  city;  and  all  ^tyorden  re. 
such  orders  shall  be  received  in  payment  of  ^ny  debt  taxes,  lc°' 
or  demand  due  to  or  tax  or  assessment  levied  by  au- 
thority of  the  city,  except  taxes  levied  for  school  pur- 
poses. 

Section  2.  No  debt  shall  be  contracted  against  the  i^btB oowto 
city,  or  order  drawn  upon  the  city  treasury,  unless  the  by  Se  couhcil 
same  shall  be  authorized  by  a  majority  of  the  common 
council,  and  the  vote  authorizing  the  same  shall  be 
entered  by  ayes  and  noes  upon  the  journal  of  the 
council,  and  no  money  shall  be  appropriated  for  any 
purpose  whatever,  except  such  as  are  expressly  au- 
thorized in  this  act 

Sbotion  3.     That  said  common  council  shall  have  2^^*"^^' 
power  to  annually  levy  a  tax  upon  all  the  property  in 
said  city  subject  to  taxation,  to  defray  the  current  ex- 
penses of  the  city. 

SEOnoK  4.  For  the  purpose  of  providing  a  fund  to  2JSS.°*^^ 
meet  the  orders  upon  the  treasury  of  said  city,  the 
common  council  of  said  city  are  authorized  to  issue 
the  bonds  of  said  city  to  an  amount  not  exceeding  ten 
thousand  dollars  ($10,000,)  payable  in  not  less  than 
ten  years  from  date,  bearing  legal  interest  per  annum, 
payable  half-yearly,  and  to  negociate  said  bonds  for 
the  purposes  aforesaid,  and  to  provide  for  the  pay- 
ment of  the  interest,  and  for  a  sinking  fund  for  the 
payment  of  the  principal,  by  a  tax  to  be  levied  and 
ooUected  annually,  as  other  taxes  of  said  city. 

CHAPTER  VL 

0PEND7G  8TEEETS,  ALLEYS,  M. 

Section  L    The  common  council  ^shall  have  tl^o^XlSi^^bridir 
care,  supervision  and  control  of  all  public  highways,  %c  ^         > 
bridges,  streets,  allevs,  public  squares  and  grounds 
within  the  limits  of  said  city,  and  shall  cause  aU 
streets  which  may^  have  been  opened  and  graded  to 
be  kept  open  and  in  repair,  and  free  from  nuisancea 
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No  Street  or  alley  which  shall  hereafter  be  dedicated 
to  public  use  by  the  proprietor  or  proprietors,  of 
grounds  within  said  city,  shall  be  recognized  as  a  pub- 
lic street  or  alley  of  said  city  unless  the  common 
council  shall  first  approve  the  plat  thereof,  or  accept 
such  dedication,  or  afterwards  confirm  the  same  by  an 
ordinance  specially  passed  for  such  purpose. 

Section  2.  The  common  council  shall  have  power 
to  lay  out,  open,  alter  and  vacate  public  squares, 
streets,  grounas,  highways  and  alleys,  and  to  widen 
and  straighten  the  same :  provided^  that  whenever  it 
shall  be  required  to  take  private  lands  or  property  for 
the  purposes  aforesaid,  the  common  council  shall  not 
have  power  to  act  thereupon  except  as  follows: 

First  Whenever  ten  or  more  freeholders  owning 
real  estate  within  and  residents  of  any  ward,  shall  pe^ 
tition  the  common  council  for  opening,  altering,  widen* 
ing  or  straightening  any  public  square,  grounds, 
streets,  highways  or  alleys  within  such  ward,  setting 
forth  the  facts,  and  the  courses  and  distances,  metes 
and  bounds  of  the  lands  proposed  to  be  taken,  accom- 
panied by  a  plat  of  the  same  and  of  the  proposed  im- 
provements, together  with  the  names  of  the  owners  of 
such  premises  and  their  residences,  if  the  same  shall 
be  known  to  the  petitioners,  and  representing  that  it  is 
necessary  to  take  such  lands  for  public  use,  which  said 
j)etition  shall  be  verified  by  the  oath  of  two  of  the  pe- 
titioners, the  common  council  shall  thereupon,  if  they 
deem  it  expedient  that  the  matter  shall  be  proceeded 
with,  order  the  petition  to  be  filed  of  record  with  the 
_  city  clerk,  who  shall  give  notice  to  all  parties  interest- 

wiiibe  appdnt.  ed,  by  publication  in  the  official  paper  of  the  city  for 
^'  four  weeks,  at  least  once  in  each  week,  to  the  effect 

that  such  petition  has  been  filed  as  aforesaid,  and  stat- 
ing in  brief  its  object,  and  that  on  a  certain  day  at  the 
council  chamber,  not  less  than  ten  days  from  the  ex- 
piration of  such  notice,  the  common  council  will  ap- 
point five  commisaioners  to  view  and  to  assess  the 
damages  and  benefits  in  the  premises  ;  and  it  shall  be 
the  duty  of  the  street  commissioners  to  cause  such  no* 
tice  to  be  served  on  the  owner  of  any  land  to  be  taken 
•  for  public  use,  residing  within  the  county  of  St  Groiz, 
and  the  occupants  thereof,  if  the  names  and  residences 
of  such  persons  shall  be  known  to  him,  or  stated  in 
the  petition,  by  personal  service  on  them,  or  by  mail- 
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ing  the  same :  provided^  that  the  said  petition  shall  be 
signed  by  at  least  two-thirds  of  the  owners  of  the

CHAPTER  YIL 

CITY  IMPROVEMENTS. 


Repair  of 
streets,  Sx, 


sidewalks. 


Section  1.  The  common  council  of  said  city  shall 
have  power  to  order  and  contract  for  the  making, 
grading,  repairing  and  cleansing  of  streets,  alleys,  pub- 
lic grounds,  reservoirs,  gutters  and  sewers  within  said 
city,  and  to  direct  and  control  the  persons  employed 
therein,  and  all  such  improvements  shall  be  superin- 
tended by  the  street  commissioner. 

Section  2.  Whenever  the  common  council  shall 
deem  it  necessary  to  construct  or  repair  any  sidewalk 
within  the  said  city,  they  shall  require  the  street  com- 
missioners to  notify  the  owner  or  occupant  of  any  lot 
adjoining  such  sidewalk  to  make  or  repair  the  same, 
at  his  own  proper  cost  and  charge,  by  publication  in 
the  official  paper  for  ten  days.  If  such  work  is  not 
done  in  the  manner  and  within  the  time  prescribed, 
the  common  council  shall  order  the  same  to  be  done 
at  the  expense  of  the  lots  adjoining  such  sidewalks, 
and  the  expense  thereof  shall  be  assessed  upon  such 
lots  so  chargable  by  the  street  commissioner,  and  re- 
turned to  the  common  council,  and  shall  be  entered  in 
the  next  tax  roll  of  said  city  in  the  column  headed 
**  special  tax,''  and  collected  in  the  same  manner  as 
other  taxes  are,  and  shall  bear  a  like  rate  of  interest : 
provided,  that  before  the  said  common  council  shall 
order  the  construction  of  such  sidewalks,  a  petition 
signed  by  at  least  two-thirds  of  the  owners  of  the  land 
abutting  on  the  line  of  such  proposed  sidewalk,  shall 
be  filed  with  the  city  clerk,  requesting  the  same. 
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Section  3.    The  costs  and  expenses  of  surveying  ^tSL^' 
streets,  alleys,  sidewalks  and  sewers,  and  estimating  P^JJnaiStta 
work  thereon,  and  of  grading,  repairing  and  cleansing  ^ 
streets  and  alleys,  ana  of  constructing  and  repairing 
reservoirs  and  sewers,  shall  be  chargable  to  and  paya- 
ble out  of  the  general  fund  of  the  city.     Planking,  JSS^ftSSi, 
macadamizing  or  paving  streets  and  alleys  to  the  center  Sja  cfiuKetbie 
thereof,  shall  be  chargeable  to  and  payable  by  the  lots  ^  ^' 
fronting  on  such  street  or  alley  witnin  the  line  of  im- 
provement, as  far  as  the  work  extends,  and  the  whole 
expense  thereof  shall  be  assessed  upon  such  lots  in 
proportion  to  their  fronts  thereon.     Sewers  and  drains  ^^"■^***>- 
communicating  with  the  main  sewers  and  drains  may 
be  built  by  order  of  the  common  council  through  any 
street  or  alley,  for  the  purpose  of  draining  the  lots  in 
the  blocks  fronting  sucn  street  or  alley,  and  in  such 
case  the  expense  thereof  may  be  assessed  upon  the  lots 
so  drained  and  benefited  in  such  blocks  and  bein^ 
within  the  line  of  improvements :  provided,  that- in  all  ^"*^''**- 
cases  where  improvements  or  work  of  any  kind  are 
chargeable  by  virtue  of  this  section  upon  lots  bene- 
fited, all  such  improvements  across  streets,  alleys  and 
public  grounds  shall  be  made  and  paid  for  out  of  the 
general  fund  of  the  city,  in  proportion  to  the  width  of 
the  streets  or' alleys  or  public  grounda  o^.^^

practicable  a5opt  a  general  system  of  sewerage  for  the  sewew. 
city,  the  cost  of  which,  together  with  the  expense 
of  surveying  and  constructing  the  -same,  shall 
be  paid  out  of  the  general  sewer  fund  of  thecitv,  and 
for  that  purpose  the  common  council  are  hereby  au-

edge of  the  &ct&  The  street  commissioner  shall 
thereupon  require  the  chief  of  police  to  summon  three 
disinterested  freeholders  of  said  city,  and  non-residents 
of  the  ward  wherein  such  improvement  is  located,  as 
commissioners  to  attend  at  some  convenient  time  and 
place,  of  which  notice  shall  be  given  by  publication 
m  the  official  paper  of  the  city  at  least  five  days  before 
the  time  appointed  for  such  commissioners  to  meet 
At  the  time  of  meeting,  such  commissioners  shall  be 
examined  under  oath  touching  their  qualifications  to 
act,  and  in  case  of  disqualification  or  absence,  the  street 
commissioner  shall  require  the  chief  of  police  forth- 
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with  to  summon  others  to  supply  the  vacancy.  Said 
commissioners  shall  be  sworn  faithfully  and  impartial- 
ly to  discharge  the  trust  reposed  in  them,  and  shall 
view  and  examine  the  premises  in  question,  and  shall 
have  power  to  hear  the  parties,  and  administer  oaths 
and  examine  witnesses.  It  shall  be  their  duty  as  early 
as  practicablcj  and  within  ten  days  from  the  time  they 
entered  upon  their  duties,  to  report  to  the  street  com- 
missioner their  decision,  in  writing,  accompanied  by  * 
any  testimony  or  proof,  oif  the  substance  thereof,  taken 
before  them,  and  shall  in  each  case  determine  whether 
the  lot  or  lots  in  question  will  be  drained  or  benefited 
by  the  sewer,  and  thereupon  what  abatement  or  ex- 
emption, if  any,  shpuld  be  allowed.  The  street  com- 
missioner shall  thereupon  complete  his  assessment  for 
such  improvement,  making  the  necessary  abatements 
or  exemptions,  in  accordance  with  the  report  of  the 
commissioners,  and  the  amount  deducted  for  such 
abatements  shall  be  assessed  upon  the  other  lots 
chargeable  with  the  expense  aforesaid,  in  the  manner 
before  prescribed.  Such  assessment  when  completed 
shall  be  returned  to  the  common  council,  and  the  said 
common  council  shall  thereupon  fix  a  time  for  the 
confirmation  thereof,  of  which  notice  shall  be  given  in 
the  official  paper  of  the  city.  Upon  the  confirmation 
thereof,  such  assessment  shall  become  a  lien  upon  the 
said  premises,  and  shall  be  levied  and  collected  as 
other  taxes  and  assessments.

CHAPTER  VIIL 

ASSESSING,  LEVYING  AND  COLLECTING  TAXES. 

s^ectto  taxar  SECTION  1.  All  property,  real  and  personal,  within 
tbe  city,  except  such  as  may  be  exempt  by  the  laws 
of  this  state,  shall  be  subject  to  taxation  for  the  sup- 
port of  the  city  government  and  payment  of  its  debts 
and  liabilities,  and  the  same  shall  be  assessed  and  the 
taxes  thereon  as  herein  provided,  levied  and  collected 
in  the  manner  provided  by  law. 

CHAPTER  IX. 

FIBE  DEPAKTMENT. 

Fire  Ball..  SECTION  1.    The  common  council,  for  the  purpose 

of  guarding  against  the  calamities  of  fire,  shall  have 
power  to  prescribe  the  limits  within  which  wooden 
Duildings,  or  buildings  of  other  materials  that  shall 
not  be   considered  fire-proof,  shall  not    be    erected, 

E laced  or  repaired,  and  to  direct  that  all  and  any 
uildings  witnin  the  limits  prescribed,  shall  be  made 
and  constructed  of  fire-proof  ^n^aj^ri^^^j^^  prohib- 
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it  the  repairing  or  rebuilding  of  wooden  buildings 
within  the  fire  limits,  when  the  same  shall  have  been 
damaged  to  the  extent  of  fifty  per  cent,  of  the  value 
thereof,  and  to  prescribe  the  manner  of  ascertaining' 
sach  damage. 

Section  2.     The  comthon  council  shall  have  power  ^^  S^r- 
to  prevent  the  dangerous  construction  and  condition  ofb^M^T^ 
of  chimhies,   fire-places,   hearthis,  stoves,  stovepipes, 
hoilers,  ovens  and  apparatus  used  in  and  about  any 
building,  and  to  cause  the  .same  to  be  removed  or 

5 laced  in  a  safe  and  secure  condition  when  considered 
angerous;  to  prevent  the  deposit  of  ashes  ia  unsafe 
places,  and  the  throwing  of  ashes  in  the  streets  and 
highways;  to  require  the  inhabitants  to  provide  as 
many  fire-buckets,  and  in  such  manner  and  times  as 
they  shall  prescribe,  and  to  regulate  the  use  of  thorn 
in  times  of  fire ;  to  regulate  and  prevent  the  carrying 
ot  of  manufacturies  dangerous  in  causing  and  ]^ro< 
moting  fires ;  to  regulate  and  prevent  the  use  of  fire- 
works and  fire-arms ;  to  compel  the  owners  or  oocu- 
panlB  of  buildings  to  have  scuttles  in  the  roofs,  and 
stairs  or  ladders  to  the  same ;  to  authorize  the  n^ayor, 
aldermen,  fire  wardens  and  other  officers  of  the  city 
to  keep  away  from  the  vicinity  of  any  fire  all  idle  and 
suspected  persons,  and  to  compel  all  bystandens  to 
ud  in  the  extinguishment  of  fires  and  in  the  preset 
vation  of  property  exposed  to  dangers  thereat,  and, 
^erally,  to  establish  such  regulations  for  th^  preven- 
tion and  extinguishment  of  fires  as  the  common 
oooncil  may  deem  expedient 

Section  S.  The  common  council  shall  have  power  ^^^^ 
to  purchase  fire-engines  and  other  fire-apparatus,  and  **"*«™®^ 
to  authorize  the  formation  of  fire-engine,  hook  and 
ladder  and  hose  companies,  and  to  provide  for  the 
due  and  proper  support  and  regulations  of  the  same, 
and  to  order  such  companies  to  be  disbanded,  and 
their  meeting  to  be  prohibited,  and  their  apparatus  to 
be  giv^n  up.  Each  company  shall  not  exceed  one 
hundred  able-bodied  men,  between  the  ages  of  eighteen 
and  fifty  years,  and  may  elect  their  own  officers  and 
form  their  own  by-laws,  not  inconsistent  with  the  laws 
of  this  state  or  the  ordmances  of  said  city,  and  shall 
be  formed  only  by  voluntary  enlistments.  Every 
member  of  each  company  hereby  authorized  to  be 
formed,  shall  be  exempt  from  highway  work  and  poll 
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tax,  from  serving  on  juries,  and  military  duty  during 
the  continuance  of  such  membership ;  and  any  per- 
son having  served  for  the  term  of  five  years  in  either 
of  said  companies,  shall  be  forever  thereafter  exenapt 
from  serving  on  juries,  from  poll  tax  and  from  milita- 
ry duty  except  in  cases  of  insurection  or  invasion. 

Section  4.  There  shall  be  a  meeting  of  said  com- 
panies on  the  third  Monday  of  November,  in  each 
year,  at  sueh  place  as  may  be  designated  by  the  chief 
engineer,  when  they  may  elect  and  recommend  to  the 
common  council  for  appointment,  one  chief  engineer 
and  two  assistant  engineers,  and  the  common  council 
shall  thereupon  confirm  said  elections,  and  the  per- 
sons so  appointed  shall  perform  such  duties  as  the 
common  council  may  prescribe. 

Section  6.  At  the  same  time  the  members  of  said 
companies  shall  nomiiiate  and  the  common  council 
shall  appoint  the  same,  three  firewardens,  who  shall* 
perform  such  duties  as  the  common  council  may  pre- 
scribe, and  they  may  at  any  time  enter  into  or  upon 
any  house  or  barn  or  other  building  or  inclosure  for 
for  the  purpose  of  inspecting  the  same. 

Section  6.  The  net  proceeds  of  all  fines  and  pen- 
alties recovered  for  the  breach  of  any  ordinance,  by- 
laws or  regulation  made  in  pursuance  of  this  chapter, 
shall  be  paid  to  the  fire  department. 

Section  7.  Whenever  any  person  shall  refuse  to 
obey  any  IjiwPul  order  of  any  engineer,  fire  warden, 
mayor  or  alderman  at  any  fire,  it  shall  be  lawful  for 
the  officer  giving  such  order  to  arrest,  or  direct  orally 
any  constable,  police  officer,  watchman  or  any  citizen 
to  arrest  such  person,  and  to  confine  him  temporarily 
in  any  safe  place  until  such  fire  shall  be  extinguished  ; 
and  in  the  same  manner  such  officers,  or  any  of  them, 
may  arrest  or  direct  the  arrest  and  confinement  of  any 
person  at  such  fire  who  shall  be  intoxicated  or  disor- 
derly ;  and  any  person  who  shall  refuse  to  obey  any 
such  lawful  order,  or  who  shall  refuse  to  arrest  or  aid 
in  arresting  any  person  so  refusing,  shall  be  liable  to 
such  penalties  as  the  common  council  may  prescribe, 
not  exceeding  fifty  dollars.  ^ 
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OHAPTER  X. 

MISCELLANEOUS  PROVISION&  " 

Section  1.  All  work  for  the  city  or  either  of  the  ^^^^^ 
wards,  exceeding  fifty  dollars,  shall  be  let  by  contract  ^^^ 
to  the  lowest  responsible  bidder,  and  notice  shall  be 
given  of  the  time  and  place  of  letting  such  contracts, 
and  every  contract  so  made  shall  be  commenced 
within  one  week  of  the  acceptance  of  the  proposal, 
unless  the  common  council  shall  determine  otherwise : 
provided,  that  they  shall  have  power  to  reject  all  un- 
reasonable bids 

Section  2.  No  moneys  shall  be  appropriated  for  Approprtoti<m8. 
any  purpose  whatever,  except  such  as  are  expressly 
authorized  by  this  act,  and  no  vote  of  the  common 
council  shall  be  recoosidered  or  rescinded  at  a  special  • 
meeting,  unless  at  such  special  meeting  there  be  pres- 
ent as  large  a  number  of  aldermen  as  were  present 
when  such  vote  was  taken. 

Section  3.     No  penalty  for  judgment  recovered  in  JgjJ**'^  p*"* 
favor  of  the  city,  shall  be  remitted  or  discharged  ex- 
cept by  a  vote  of  two-thirds  of  the  aldermen  elect. 

Section  4.    Aft  actions  brought  to  recover  any  Actions  to  re- 
penalty  or  forfeiture  under  this  act,  or  the  ordinances,  ^^'  p«i»ittoi. 
by  laws  or  police  or  health  regulations  made  in  pur- 
suance thereof,  shall  be  brought  in  the  corporate  name 
of  the  city. 

Section  5.  In  all  prosecutions  of  any  violations  of  JJlJJg^ttt*  ^ 
this  act,  or  any  by-law  or  ordinance  of  the  city  of  Hud- 
son, the  first  process  shall  be  a  warrant :  providedj  that 
no  warrant  shall  be  necessary  in  case  of  the  arrest  of 
any  person  or  persons  while  in  the  act  of  violating  any 
law  of  the  state  of  Wisconsin,  or  ordinances  of  the 
city  of  Hudson,  but  the  person  or  persons  so  arrested 
may  be  proceeded  s^ainst,  tried,  convicted  and  pun- 
ished or  discharged  in  the  same  manner  as  if  the  ar- 
rest had  been  by  warrant.  All  warrants,  processor 
writs  by  the  police  justice  for  violations  of  any  ordi- 
nance or  by-laws  of  said  city,  shall  run  in  the  name 
of  the  city  of  Hudson,  and  shall  be  directed  to  the 
chief  of  police  or  any  police  officer  of  said  city.

ordinance  as  aforesaid,  the  offender  shall  be  forthwith 
committed  to  the  common  jail  of  St  Croix  county, 
and  shall  be  there  imprisoned  for  a  term  not  exceed- 
ing six  months,  in  the  discretion  of  the  police  justice, 
unless  the  fine  or  penalty  aforesaid  be  sooner  paid  or

sheriff.  St  Croix  county,  and  jailers  and  prison-keepers  of 

said  common  joil  of  St  Croix  county,  and  their  and 
each  of  their  deputies,  are  required  to  receive  such 
persons  in  custoay,  and  confine  them  safely  in  said 
common  jail  of  St.  Croix  county,  until  they  may  be 
discharged  by  due  course  of  law;  and  such  sheriff, 
jailers,  prison-keepers  and  their  deputies  offending  in 
the  premises,  shall  be  liable  to  the  same  pains  and 
penalties,  and  the  parties  aggrieved  shall  be  entitled 
to  the  same  remedies  against  them,  or  any  of  them, 
as  if  such  prisoners  had  been  committed  to  their  cus- 
tody by  virtue  of  legal  process,  issued  under  the  au- 
thority of  this  state.  The  said  city  of  Hudson  shall 
be  liable  to  pay  for  the  support  and  keeping  of  said 
prisoners,  the  same  charges  and  allowances  as  are 
allowed  for  the  support  and  keeping  of  prisoners  com- 
mitted under  the  authority  of  the  state. 

C|^p«tgcyof      Section  7.    No  person  shall  be  an  incompetent 
^  j^dge,  justice,  witness  or  juror  by  reason  of  his  being 

an  inhabitant  of  said  city,  in  any  proceeding  or  action 
in  which  the  city  may  be  a  party  in  interest 

Ordinnoefl,  Ac  Seotion  8.  All  ordinances,  regulations  or  resolu- 
tions now  in  force  in  the  city  of  Hudson,  not  incon- 
sistent with  this  act^  shall  remain  in  force  under  this 
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act  until  altered,  modified  or  repealed  by  the  common 
council  after  this  act  shall  tsik^  effect 

Sbction  9.  All  actions,  rights,  fines,  penalties  and  ^^^^  «"**. 
forfeitures  in  suit  or  otherwise,  which  have  accumu-  cuT  ^" 
lated  under  the  several  acts  consolidated  herein,  shall 
be  vested  in  and  prosecuted  by  the  corporation  here- 
by created;  and  all  fines,  penalties,  judgments  and 
monevs,  (except  officers'  fees)  that  may  be  imposed,

Every  person  elected  or  appointed  to 
any  office  by  virtue  of  this  act,  shall  within  ten  days 
after  his  election  or  appointment,  and  before  he  en- 
ters upon  the  discharge  of  the  duties  of  his  office, 
take  and  subscribe,  and  file  with  the  clerk,  an  oath  or 
affirmation  in  the  following  form :  **  I  do  solemnly 
swear,  (or  affirm,)  that  I  will  support  the  constitution 
of  the  state  of  Wisconsin,  and  faithfully  discharge  the 
duties  of  the  office  of of  the  village  of  Water- 
loo to  the  best  of  my  ability."  And  the  treasurer  and 
marshal,  before  they  enter  upon  their  duties,  shall  each 
execute  to  the  village  of  Waterloo  a  bond,  with  such 
penalty  and  conditions  for  the  faithful  discharge  of

Section  9.  The  clerk  shall  attend  all  the  meetings  Sl?lSdS^"' 
of  the  board  of  trustees,  and  keep  a  record  of  the  pro-  p«Mati<m. 
ceedings  of  said  board,  and  of  the  results  of  all  elections 
as  certified  to  by  the  board  of  inspectors  of  such 
elections,  and  perform  such  other  duties  as  shall  be 
lawfully  required  of  him  by  said  board,  or  by  any  or- 
dinance or  resolution  of  the  board ;  and  for  such  ser- 
vices the  clerk  shall  receive  such  compensation  as  the 
said  board  shall  provide  by  ordinance  or  resolution. 

Section  10.     The  assessor  shall  have  such  powers  ^JSSJJ**'"'^ 
and  be  under  such  obligations,  so  far  as  they  shall  be 
applicable,  as  assessors  in  the  several  towns  in  this 
state,  and  it  shall  be  his  duty  at  the  time  required  of 
the  assessors  of  such  towns,  to  ascertain  by  diligent  p^^^jp 
inquiry  the  names  of  all  taxable  persons  in  said  W-^  ^^^8^^ 
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lage,  and  also  the  value  of  all  their  property,  both 
real  and  personal,  and  to  make  out  an  assessment  roll 
of  all  such  taxable  property,  and  appraise  the  same  at 
such  value  and  in  such  ms^ner  as  said  town  assessors 
are  required  to  do.  The  assessor,  after  completing  his 
assessment  roll,  shall  deliver  the  same  to  the  president 
and  he  to  the  board  of  trustees.  Whenever  the  said 
assessment  roll  shall  be  so  delivered  to  the  board  of 
trustees,  such  board  shall  immediately  direct  the  clerk 
to  po3t  up  a  notice  in  writing  iu  two  or  more  conspic- 
uous places  in  said  village,  of  the  completion  of  such 
roll  bv  the  assessor,  and  specify  in  such  notice  the  time 
(which  shall  be  not  less  than  ton  days  nor  more  than 
fifteen)  and  the  place  where  the  said  board  will  hear 
any  appeals  from  the  proceedings  of  such  assessor ; 
and  on  any  such  appeal  being  made  to  said  board  hy 
any  person  whose  name  is  upon  such  roll,  upon  the 
grounds  that  he  is  unjustly  assessed,  or  that  his  prop- 
erty is  valued  too  high,  the  said  board  shall  have  pow- 
er to  correct,  equalize  and  adjust  his  assessment,  and 
all  the  assessments  upon  said  roll,  a^  the  board  shall 
deem  just  and  equitable ;  but  if  such  board  shall  raise 
the  assessment  of  any  person,  it  shall  be  the  duty  of 
said  board  to  notify  such  person  thereof  to  appear 
forthwith  before  the  board  and  show  cause  why  the 
assessment  should  not  be  raised ;  and  when  said  roll 
shall  be  corrected  and  equalized,  the  board  shall  attach 
thereto  their  certificate  that  they  have  so  equalized  and 
corrected  the  same,  and  the  assessor  shall  then  return 
said  roll  to  the  board  of  supervisors  of  said  county  of 
Jefferson  in  time  and  manner  as  is  required  of  town 
assessors  to  return  the  assessment  rolls  of  their  several 
towns,  and  shall  file  a  copy  thereof  with  the  clerk.

Section  12.     The  said  board  of  trustees  shall  have  SJJJf*^  ^^ 
power  at  any  time  to  levy,  and  by  their  warrant  col-  special  taxesfoc 
lect,  a  special  tax  to  be  assessed  on  the  taxable  prop-  imp^em^, 
erty  of  said  village,  using  the  last  equalized  assess-  iS^iJ^^, 
ment  roll  of  the  village,  for  the  purpose  of  rebuilding  S^*Jir°"**' 
or  repairing  all  necessary  bridges  in  said  village,  or  groundB,  Ac. 
for  the  purpose  of  repairing  any  and  all  streets,  alleys 
and  crosswalks  in  said  village,  or  for  the  purpose  of 
purchasing  sites  for  and  erecting  thereon  and  keeping 
in  repair  public  buildings  for  educational  purposes, 
or  for  a  pound,  or  public  hall,  or  lock-up,  or  engine 
house,  or  for  the  purpose  of  paying  for  the  right  of 
-way  for  any  necessary  street,  alley,  lane  or  walk,  or 
for  the  purchase  of  grounds  for  the  burial  of  the  dead, 
and  to  defray  expenses  of  fencing  and  managing  the 
said  grounds.     But  said  board  shall  not  have  power 
to  purchase  grounds  for  the  burial  of  the  dead,  unless 
authorized  so  to  do  by  a  majority  of  the  electors  of 
said  village  voting  upon  a  proposition  for  that  pur- 
pose, at  a  special  election,  nor  unless  the  location  and 
quantity  of  the  land  proposed  to  be  purchased,  be  speci- 
fied in  the  notice  of  such  special  election.     Nor  shall 
the  right  of-way  for  any  purpose  be  purchased  by  said 
board,  unless  a  petition  for  that  purpose  be  presented 
to  the  board,  signed  by  at  least  ten  freeholders  of  the 
village,  three  of  whom  shall  be  owners  of  land  adjoin- 
ing the  proposed  way.

and  said  trustees  may  issue  orders  for  the  payment  of 
any  debt  against  the  village.  All  such  orders  shall 
be  ordered  by  resolution,  to  be  filed  with  the  clerk, 
shall  be  drawn  on  the  "  treasurer  of  the  village  of 
Waterloo,"  made  payable  at  such  time  and  manner  as 
the  board  shall  order,  and  be  signed  by  the  president 
and  attested  by  the  clerk ;  and  all  such  orders  may  be 
assigned  by  indorsement,  arnd  shall  be  receivable  in

^ening  streeto  SECTION  18.  The  said  board  of  trustees  shall  have 
full  power  and  authority  to  lay  out,  widen,  alter  or 
discontinue  any  street,  lane,  alley,  crosswalk  or  public 
grounds  within  said  village,  and  to  grade,  pave  or 
otherwise  improve  the  same,  as  they  shall  deem  ad- 
visable for  the  general  convenience :  provided,  that  no 
street,  lane  or  alley  shall  be  laid  out  by  said  board, 
except  as  hereinafter  provided,  unless  the  owner  or 
owners  of  the  lots  through  or  over  which  the  proposed 
street,  alley  or  lane  is  to  pass,  consent  thereto  in  writ- 
ing, and  release  all  claim  thereto  to  the  said  village.

(except  such  as  appear  upon  the  recorded  plat  of  said

a  petition,  signed  by  at-  least  six  resident  freeholders 
of  the  village,  shall  be  presented  to  the  board  of 
trustees  of  said  village,,  asking  therefor  and  accom- 
panied by  a  plan  or  diagram  of  the  proposed  street, 
alley,  lane  or  walk, 
of iMdiMd*"  Section  15.  On  such  petition  being  so  presented, 
trnBteee  cannot  the  board  and  owncr  or  owners  of  lands  or  lots  over 
SmSSit  o?dain-  which  the  said  street,  alley,  lane  or  walk  is  proposed 
•*^*  to  be  laid,  may  agree  upon  and  set  the  amount  of 

damages  that  may  be  caused  by  laying  out  and  open- 
ing the  same.

to  the  said  board  of  supervisors  of  towns  in  laying 
out,  opening  or  altering  any  highway,  and  that  apply 
to  owners  of  lands  through  which  any  highway  is 
laid  by  such  supervisors,  shall  apply  so  far  as  appli- 
cable, to  said  board  of  trustees  and  owners  in  said 
village.  And  the  fees  and  duties  of  all  officers  and 
witnesses  and  jurors,  and  the  time  and  manner  of  ap- 
pealing from  any  verdict,  award,  order  or  decision, 
shall  be  the  same  as  is  required  by  the  statute  in  the 
several  towns  in  laying  out  highways ;  and  the  said 
petition,  bond  of  the  owner,  all  notices  issued  by  the 
board  or  by  the  owner,  the  said  diagram  and  survey 
of  any  such  street,  alley,  lane  or  walk,  and  all  written 
orders,  decisions,  agreements  and  awards,  shall  be 
filed  with  the  clerk  of  said  village,  and  be  open  for 
the  inspection  of  all  persons. 

The  marshal  of  said  village  shall  pos-  ^S'JJ^^''**^ 
sess  such  powers  and  be' subject  to  such  liabilities  and  Son  of ^nSunSa 
duties  as  the  constables  of  the  several  towns  in  this 
state,  and  may  serve  any  process  directed  to  the  sheriflF 
or  any  constable  of  the  said  county  of  Jefferson,  or  to 
himself.  It  shall  be  his  duty,  with  or  without  process, 
to  arrest  any  and  all  persons,  and  take  them  before  a 
justice  of  the  peace  ot  said  village  for  trial,  whom  he 
shall  find  in  any  public  place  in  ^id  village  in  a  state 
of  intoxication,  or  making  a  boisterous  noise,  or  en- 
gaged in  any  affray  or  fi^ht,  or  any  act  of  lewdness  or 
obscenity,  or  violating  any  ordinance  of  said  village 
made  for  the  preservation  of  the  peace  and  good-order 
thereof,  and  in  making  such  arrests,  and  in  securing 
such  offenders,  the  marshal  may  command  all  persons

The  marshal  having  arrested  any  per- 
Jp  bSfore  trSS!^  ^^  ^J  virtue  of  the  last  preceding  section,  may  in  his 
discretion,  before  taking  him  before  a  justice  of  the 
peace,  commit  the  person  so  arrested  to  the  lock-up  of 
said  village,  to  be  there  confined  until  demanded  by

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powers  and  daties,  and  be  subject  to  such  liabilities 
and  regulations,  as  are  conferred  upon  and  required  of 
justices  of  the  peace  of  the  several  towns  of  this  state ; 
and  said  justices  shall  have  further  and  exclusive  ju- 
risdiction of  all  the  offenses  specified  in  section  six- 
teen of  this  act,  and  also  of  all  offenses  for  the  viola- 
tion of  itny  ordinance  of  said  village  made  merely  to 
preserve  the  peace  and  good  order  thereof,  and  also  of 
all  penalties  and  forfeitures  for  the  violation  of  any 
ordmance  of  said  village,  subject  to  appeal  to  the  cir- 
cuit court  of  said  county.

pursuance  of  the  general  statutes  of  this  state,  insti* 
tute  a  graded  school  in  and  for  said  village,  and  con- 
struct and  maintain  a  suitable  building  or  buildings 
for  the  same,  and  by  a  similar  vote  they  may  discon- 
tinue the  graded  school 

Section  22.  The  said  board  of  trustees  sh&U  have 
power  to  appoint  and  remove,  when  they  shall  deem 
It  advisable,  the  following  officers:  An  attorney,  a 
keeper  of  the  lock-up,  a  sealer  of  weights  and  meas- 
ures, a  pound-master,  and  as  many  street  commission- 
ers as  they  shall  deem  proper.  All  such  appoint- 
ments shall  be  in  writing,  be  signed  by  three  or  more 
trustees,  be  attested  by  the  clerk,  and  by  him  recorded 
The  board  of  trustees  may  allow  such  compensation 
to  the  officers  in  this  section  named,  as  they  shall  from 
time  to  time  deem  just.  Each  of  the  officers  in  this 
section  named  shall  have  such  powers  and  be  under 
such  obligations  as  are  imposed  by  law  on  similar  of- 
ficers, so  far  as  applicable,  and  as  shall  be  conferred 
by  resolution  of  the  board  or  by  ordinance ;  but  the 
attorney  shall  have  authority,  and  it  shall  be  his  duty 
when  directed  so  to  do  by  said  board  of  trustees,  to 
appear  in  all  actions  by  or  against  the  village,  and 
prosecute  or  defend,  as  the  case  may  require,  in  behalf 
of  the  village ;  and  he  shall  appear  and  prosecute  in 
behalf  of  the  village  any  action  commenced  against 
any  person  for  any  oflfense  specified  in  section  sixteen 
of  this  act,  or  for  the  violation  of  any  ordinance  or  by- 
law of  said  village. 

Section  28.  The  regular  meetings  of  the  board  of 
trustees  shall  be  held  at  such  times  and  places  as  the 
board  shall  from  time  to  time  establish  by  the  by-laws, 
not  oftener  than  once  in  each  month  ;  but  the  presi- 
dent may  call  special  meetings  of  the  board  whenever 
he  shall  deem  it  advisable,  notifying  each  member  of 
the  board,  (if  to  be  found  within  the  village,)  and  giv- 
ing a  notice  of  at  least  one  day  of  the  time  and  place 
of  meeting,  and  of  the  business  to  be  done.  The 
president  shall  preside  at  all  meetings  of  the  board,  if 
present,  and  in  bis  absence  the  trustees  may  appoint 
one  of  their  number  president  fro  tem.^  and  the  presi- 
dent may  call  any  member  to  the  chair  for  the  time 
being.  The  said  board  shall  audit  and  allow  all  just 
demands  and  aooounts  against  the  yillage,  and  issue 
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their  orders  in  payment  of  the  same,  and  in  all  actions 
under  section  sixteen  of  this  act,  or  for  the  violation 
of  any  ordinance  or  by-law,  the  said  village  shall  be 
liable  for  the  fees  of  all  officers,  jurors  and  witnesses 
engaged  therein,  if  the  defendant  be  found  not  guilty, 
or  if  judgment  be  rendered  against  the  village,  or  if 
the  defendant  be  convicted  and  adjudged  to  pay  costs, 
and  iail  to  pay  the  same. 

Sbotion  24.  Said  board  of  trustees  shall  have  pow-  bridgei  Jc!^ 
er,  and  it  shall  be  their  duty,  to  construct  and  keep  in 
repair  all  necessary  streets,  lanes,  alleys  and  erosswalks, 
all  necessary  bridges  and  all  necessary  buildings  in  and 
for  the  use  of  said  village,  in  accordance  with  this  act, 
which  necessity  shall  be  determined  by  resolution  of 
aaid  board,  to  be  recorded  by  the  clerk. 

SKonoN  25.  The  president  may  accept  the  written  SSSS?^^  ""^ 
resignation  of  any  officer  of  said  village,  and  when  ac- 
cepted, he  shall  file  with  the  clerk  of  said  village  the 
resignation,  with  his  acceptance  Indorsed  thereon,  and 
thereupon  said  office  shall  be  deemed  vacant ;  and  the 
derk  may  accept,  by  like  indorsement,  a  like  resigna- 
tion of  the  president,  and  in  all  cases  of  resignation 
the  clerk  shall  immediately  notify  the  board  of  trust- 
ees thereof,  specifying  the  office  so  resigned,  and  the 
luune  of  the  last  incumbent 

Skotion  26.     It  is  hereby  provided  and  expressly  SS'lStoSt"*^ 
declared,  that  all  the  territory  within  said  corporation,  from  town. 
and  the  general  management  and  control  thereof  for 
aaid  corporate  purposes,  shall  be  exclusive,  separate 
and  distinct  from  the  town  of  Waterloo  in  all  cases 
whatsoever ;  and  the  said  board  of  trustees  are  hereby 
authorized  to  open  a  poll  in  said  village  at  any  general 
or  special  election  for  county  or  state  officers,  and  the 
qualified  electors  of  said  village  may  vote  at  such  poll 
at  all  such  elections  for  all  officers  then  to  be  elected ;

serve  on  town  clerks  of  every  such  election. 

Sbxtpion  27.     The  treasurer  of  said  village  shall  al-  SiS^o?  ^ 
ao  be  the  collector  of  all  taxes  levied  in  daid  village  taxes. 
for  any  purpose  whatever,  and  all  moneys  arising  from 
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village  taxes  or  from  licences  of  any  kind,  or  forfeit- 
ures and  fines,  or  accruing  and  belonging  to  the  vil- 
lage, shall  be  paid  to  the  treasurer,  to  be  by  him  dis- 
bursed only  on  order  of  said  board  of  trustees,  and 
the  treasurer  shall,  whenever  required  by  the  board  of 
trustees,  report  the  collections  of  money  by  him  made, 
the  amount  paid  out  on  said  order  or  order  of  the 
board,  with  vouchers,  and  the  then  condition  of  the 
treasury,  and  for  his  services  he  shall  receive  such 
compensation  as  is  allowed  by  law  to  town  treasurers, 
and  ne  shall  have  similar  powers  and  duties,  so  far  as 
applicable,  as  are  possessea  by  town  treasurers, 

Skotion  28.  The  board  of  trustees  of  said  village 
shall  have  the  following  powers,  to  wit :  To  enact, 
establish,  publish,  alter,  modify,  amend,  repeal  and  en- 
force all  such  by-laws  and  ordinances  for  the  govern- 
ment and  good  order  of  the  village,  for  the  suppression 
of  vice  and  immorality,  preventing  fires,  for  the  ben- 
efit of  trade  and  commerce,  as  they  may  deem  ex- 
!)edient,  declaring  and  imposing  penalties,  and  to  en- ' 
brce  the  same  against  any  person  or  persons  who  may 
violate  the  provisions  of  such  by-laws  or  ordinances 
as  have  been  duly  passed,  adopted  and  published,  by 
putting  up  within  said  village  three  hanabills,  written 
or  printed,  in  three  of  the  most  public  places,  at  least 
two  weeks  prior  to  taking  effect  thereof;  and  all  such 
by-laws  and  ordinances  are  hereby  declared  to  be  and 
have  full  force  of  law :  provided^  they  be  not  repug- 
nant to  the  constitution  of  the  United  States  or  of  this 
state,  or  to  any  l^w  passed  in  pursuance  thereof,  and 
amongst  other  powers  in  this  section  conferred  upon 
said  board  of  trustees,  they  shall  have  power,  by  or- 
dinance :

ces, gift  enterprises,  billiard  tables  and  bowling  sa- 
loons, and  also  to  provide  for  the  abatement  or  remo- 
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val  of  all  nuisances,  declaring  by  ordinances  what  shall 
be  a  nuisance,  and  in  all  cases  of  such  licenses  and 
regulations,  to  declare  by  ordinance  a  sum  to  be  paid 
for  any  such  license,  and  a  penalty  or  forfeiture  for 
any  violation  of  such  ordinance,  and  all  money  aris- 
ing from  any  such  license,  or  from  the  violation  of  any 
such  ordinance,  shall  be  paid  to  the  treasurer  of  said 
village  for  the  use  thereof 

Second.     To  prevent  riots,  disturbances  or  disor- ^hoiaeeand'' 
derly  assemblages,  to  suppress  and  restrain  disorderly  «»°^^i*ng. 
houses  or  groceries,  or  houses  of  ill-fame ;  to  author- 
ize the  destruction  of  all  implements  or  devices  for  the 
purpose  of  gambling. 

Third.     To  direct  the  location  and  management  of  ^^^*^' *^' 
any  tanneries,  slauffhter-houses  and  markets ;  to  regu- 
late the  storing  and  keeping  of  gunpowder  and  com- 
bustible materiala 

Fourth.     To  restrain  the  running  at  large  of  cattle,  2^°S^clttie. 
swine,  horses,  sheep,  geese  and  poultry,  and  to  author- 
ize the  distraining  and  sale  thereof 

Pifkh.     To  prevent  the  running  at  large  of  dogs,  ^°^' 
and  to  authorize  their  destruction  in  a  summary  man- 
ner when  at  large  contrary  to  any  ordinance,  and  to 
impose  a  tax  on  the  same  at  their  discretion.  BoArd« 

Sixth,     To  establish  and  regulate  "boards  of  health,  health,  &c. 
provide  hospitals,  and  regulate  the  burial  of  the  dead, 
and  the  returns  of  the  bills  of  mortality,  and  provide 
for  the  support  of  schoola 

Seventh.     To  prevent  all  persons  from  riding,  dri-  ^^S^^*''***- 
ving  or  leading  any  horses  or  other  animals  on  the 
sidewalks  within  the  limits  of  the  village,  and  from 
doing  any  damage  to  the  same,  or  any  bridge  thereof 

Eighth.     To    restrain    drunkards    or    immoderate  J^f^iakarda,  &c. 
drinking  or  obscenity  in  the  streets  or  any  public 
places,  and  provide  for  arresting,  removing  ana  pun- 
ishing any  person  or  persons  who  may  be  found  guilty 
of  the  same,  in  conformity  to  this  act. 

Ninth.  To  prevent  the  depositing  within  any  wa-  ^^acT^"^' 
ters  of  the  village  any  c^ead  carcass,  or  other  filth  of 
any  kind  and  prescribe  penalties  therefor.  And  said 
board  shair  have  power  to  enact  or  adopt  any  ordi- 
nance for  the  good  order  and  benefit  of  said  village, 
not  inconsistent  with  this  act  or  any  law  of  this  state, 
and  modify  or  repeal  the  said  ordinance  as  said  board 
shall  from  time  to  time  dsem  advisable. 
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^ct  Improve-  Sbotiok  29.  Whenever  a  majority  of  all  the  resi- 
dent owners  of  real  estate  bordering  on  both  sides  of 
any  street,  or  part  of  street  not  less  than  ten  rods  in 
length,  on  any  block  in  said  village,  shall  desire  to 
have  such  street  graded,  paved  or  otherwise  improved, 
[and]  shall  make  and  sign  an  application  in  wnting  to 
the  board  of  trustees  of  said  village,  the  trustees  shall 
make  an  order  specifying  the  manner  the  work  shall 
be  done,  axid  require  the  owners  of  lote  fronting  on  said 
street  to  make  the  improvements  asked  for,  within  such 
time  as  they  shall  deem  proper ;  and  if  the  owners  of 
said  lots  do  not  make  or  cause  to  be  made  the  said  im- ' 
provements  within  the  time  and  manner  so  specified, 
the  trustees  shall  have  power  to  cause  such  work  to 
be  done,  and  levy  a  tax  on  the  lots  in  front  of 
which  said  work  is  done,  and  to  collect  the  same  as 
other  taxes  are  collected,  to   pay  therefor. 

Section  80.  Whenever  a  majority  of  all  the  own- 
ers of  real  estate  lots  borderinff  on  one  side  of  any 
such  street  or  part  of  street,  shall  desire  to  have  a 
sidewalk  built  or  repaired,  the  application  for  that 
purpose  shall  be  made  to  the  trustees  by  such  owners, 
and  the  trustees  shall  make  the  same  order  and  speci- 
fication, and  shall  have  the  same  power  to  levy  and 
collect  a  tax,  as  that  contained  in  the  preceding  section

strued  as  to  require  the  owners  or  occupants  of  any 
farming  lands  in  said  village  to  build  sidewalks  or 
make  other  improvements  on  or  opposite  said  lands, 
unless  they  are  platted  for  village  lots.  When  such 
lands  are  plattea  for  village  lots,  they  phall  he  sub- 
ject to  the  same  laws  and  regulations  as  other  village 
property. 

Skction  31.  The  trustees  shall  have  power  to  tax 
each  male  person  who  by  the  laws  of  this  state  is  sub- 
ject to  perform  highway  work  or  labor,  not  to  exceed 
two  days'  labor  on  the  streets  of  said  village ;  but  any 
such  person  may,  at  his  option,  pay  at  the  rate  of  sev- 
enty-nve  cents  per  day  for  every  day  he  mav  be  bound 
to  labor,  instead  thereof,  whicK  money  or  labor  shall 
be  expended  by  the  street  commissioner  under  the  di- 
rection of  the  trustees ;  and  in  default  of  the  payment 
of  such  money  or  labor,  the  street  commissioners  mav

such  person  in  the  same  way  as  overseers  or  other  offi- 
cers in  the  several  towns  are  authorized  to  collect  high- 
way taxes  therein.

The  people  of  the  state  of  Wisconsin,  represented  in  senate 
and  assembly,  do  enact  asjbllows:

They  may  make,  have 
and  use  a  common  seal,  and  alter,*break  and  renew  the 
same  at  pleasure.  By  that  name  they  may  sue  and 
be  sued,  plead  and  be  impleaded,  answer  and  be  an- 
swered, defend  and  be  defended,  contract  and  be  con- 
tracted with  ;  may  take  and  hold  by  purchase,  gift  or 
devise,  or  in  exchange  for  its  capital  stock  at  par,  any 
estate,  real,  personal  or  mixed,  and  may  grant,  bar- 
gain, sell,  lease,  convey,  pledge  or  mortgage  the  same, 
and,  generally,  do  and  perform  all  the  acts  and  things 
which  any  corporation  may  lawfully  do  and  perforntL 

J™J52id         SEC?ri0N2.     All  the  property  and   rights  of  said 

righto.  Milton  academy  are  hereby  transferred   to  and  vested 

in  the  corporation  hereby  created,  and  all  acts,  agree- 
ments, contracts  and  liabilities  of  said  Milton  acade- 
my are  hereby  made  binding  upon  the  corporation 
hereby  created ;  and  from  and  after  the  acceptance  of 
this  act  by  vote  of  a  majority  of  the  stockholders  of 
said  Milton  academy,  present  at  any  meeting  duly 
called,  and  after  an  organization  under  this  act,  the 
said  Milton  academy  shall  be  merged  into  the  corpo- 
ration hereby  created,  and  shall  thereafter  cease  to 
exist  separately.

The  people  of  the  state  of  Wisconsin^  represented  in  senate 
and  assembly^  do  enact  as  follows : 

Section  1.  N.  0.  Perkins,  C.  P.  Whitford,  B.  A. 
Chapman,  H.  P.  Strong,  H.  M.  Bowker,  and  their  as-

Sbotion  1.  The  toayor  shall  preside  over  the 
meetings  of  the  common  council,  and  shall  see  that  the 
laws  of  the  state  and  the  laws  and  ordinances  of  the 
city  with  [within]  the  corporation  are  duly  enforced,  Imd 
that  all  officers  of  the  city  discharge  their  respective 
dutiea  He  shall  from  time  to  time  give  the  com- 
mon council,  in  writing,  such  information  and  recom- 
mend such  measures  as  he  mav  deem  proper  and 
advantageous  to  the  interests  of  the  city,  and  shall 
pefform  any  and  all  duties  imposed  on  him  by  this 
act,  or  by  the  ordinances  or  resolutions  of  the  common 
council  It  shall  be  his  duty,  generally,  to  maintain 
the  peace  and  good-order  of  the  city.  He  shall  vote 
in  the  common  council  only  in  case  of  a  tie  vote.  He 
phall  have  the  power  to  administer  oaths  or  affirma- 
tions, and  take  and  certify  acknowledgments  of  deeds 
and  other  ilistruments  in  writing,  authorized  to  be 
taken  by  the  laws  of  this  state. 

Section  2.  The  president  of  the  common  council 
shall  be  one  of  the  aldermdn  elect,  who  shall  preside 
over  the  meetings'  of  the  common  council  and  dis- 
charge all  the  duties  of  mayor  in  the  absence,  in- 
ability, or  if  from  any  cause  the  mayor  is  unable  to 
perform  the  same.  In  case  the  mayor  and  president 
DC  absent  from  any  meeting  of  the  common  council, 
the  common  council  shall  proceed  to  elect  a  tempo* 
raty  presiding  officer,  who  for  the  time  being  shall  ais- 
charge  the  duties  of  mayor ;  but  the  president  of  the 
council,  or  the  temporary  presiding  officer,  shall  sign 
no  order  or  warrant,  or  perform  any  act  whatever 
which  the  mayor  had  refused  to  sign  or  do,  and  had 
communicated  such  refusal  to  the  common  council. 
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Sbcmion  8.    The  comptroller  shall  keep  an  accurate  SS'SuSSl^* 
and  detailed  account  of  the  financial  condition  of  the 
city,  and  of  each  ward,  in  such  manner  as  the  common 
council  shall  prescribe.     He  shall  make  copies  of  the 
assessments  of  the  property  of  the  city  when  requir- 
ed, and  shall  make  and  complete  all  tax-rolls.    He 
shall  also  keep  an  accurate  account  with  the  city  treas- 
urer, and  charge  him  with  all  taxes  levied  and  sums 
of  money  paid  into  the  treasury.    He  shall  make  out 
a  list  of  all  the  outstanding  city  bonds  and  coupons, 
to  whom,  when  and  where  payable,  and  the  rate  of 
interest  they  may  respectively  bear,  and  recommend 
such  action  to  the  common  council  as  will  secure  the 
punctual   payment  of  the  principal  and   interest  of 
such  bonds.    He  shall  report  annually,  or  as  often  as 
the  common  council  shall  require,  an  estimate  of  the 
expenses  of  the  city  and  of  the  several  wards,  and  like- 
wise the  revenue  necessafy  to  be  raised  for  the  current 
year.     He  shall  make  or  cause  to  be  made  estimates 
of  the  expenses  of  any  work  to  be  done  by  the  city 
and  shall  countersign  all  contracts  made  in  behalf  of 
the  city,  and  all  certificates  of  work,  by  any  commit- 
tee of  the  common  council,  or  by  any  city  officer. 
He  shall  coantersign  all  orders  drawn  upon  the  citv 
treasury  by  order  of  the  common  council,, auc^  shall 
keep  a  correct  record  of  the  same.     He  shall  examine 
all  estimates  of  work  to  be  done  by  the  street  super- 
intendent and  countersign   all   orders,  contracts  and 
oertifioates  of  work  entered  into  or  given  by  them, 
and  no  contract  entered  into  or  certificate  issued  shall 
be  of  any  validity  unless  countersigned  by  the  comp- 
troller.    He  shall  keep  a  list  of  all  certificates  isjsued  ' 
by  the  proper  officer  of  each  ward,  and  before  the  levy 
by  the  common  council  of  the  annual  tax,  shall  report 
to  the  common  council  a.  schedule  of  all  the  lots  or  par- 
cels of  knd  within  the  several  wards  which  under  this

He  shall,  ex  officio^  be 
clerk  of  the  board  of  education,  clerk  of  the  board  of 
public  works  and  clerk  of  the  board  of  health.  He

He  shall  furnish  written  opinions  upon  subjects  sub- 
mitted to  him  by  the  mayor  or  common  council,  or  any 
department  of  the  corporation.  He  shall  keep  a  dock- 
et of  all  cases  to  which  the  city  may  be  a  party  in  any 
court  whatever,  in  which  shall  be  briefly  entered  all 
steps  taken  in  each  ^ase,  y^hich  shall  at  all  times  be 
open  to  the  inspection  of  the  mayor,  comptroller,  or 
any  committee  of  the  common  counciL  It  shall  also 
be  his  duty  to  draft  all  ordinances,  bonds,  contracts, 
leases,  conveyances  and  such  other  instruments  in 
writing  as  may  be  required  b^  the  common  council, 
and  to  perform  such  other  duties  as  may  be  prescribed 
by  the  ordinances  of  the  city,  or  by  any  resolution  of 
the  common  council :  provided,  the  common  council 
shall  have  power  to  appoint  such  other  attorneys  to 
transact  any  business  as  may  be  deemed  necessary. 

Section  7.  The  city  surveyor  shall  be  a  practical 
surveyor  and  engineer.  He  shall  keep  his  office  at 
some  convenient  place  within  the  city,  and  the  com- 
mon council  shall  prescribe  his  (futies  and  fix  the  fees 
and  compensation  for  any  service  performed  by  him. 
All  surveys,  profiles,  plans  and  estimates  made  by  him 
for  the  city,  shall  be  the  property  of  the  city,  and  shall 
be  carefully  preserved  in  the  office  of  the  surveyor, 
open  to  the  inspection  of  the  parties  interested,  and 
when  required  by  the  common  council,  he  shall  file 
copies  ot  plans,  profiles  and  estimates  with  the  city 
clerk ;  and  all  books  and  papers  appertaining  to  said 
office  shall  be  delivered  over  by  the  surveyor,  at  the 
expiration  of  his  term  of  office,  to  his  successor  or  the 
common  counciL 

Section  8.  The  fire  marshal  shall  in  all  cases  have 
control  of  the  different  fire  companies  of  the  city,  their 
engines,  steamers  and  fire-apparatus,  and  also  the  di- 
rection and  control  of  the  members  thereof  when  call- 
ed out  on  duty,  subject  only  to  the  control  of  the  com- 
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mon  council  He  shall  see  that  the  engines,  steamers 
and  apparatas  of  the  fire  department  are  kept  in  per- 
fect order  and  readiness  for  immediate  use,  and  shall 
cause  all  necessary  repairs  to  be  made,  without  letting 
the  same  by  contract,  and  report  the  same  to  the  com- 
mon council  for  approval  and  allowanca  He  shall  use 
his  utmost  endeavors  in  preventing  and  subduing 
fires,  and  controlling  the  firemen  thereat  He  shall 
perform  such  other  and  further  duties  as  are  prescribed 
m  other  provisions  of  this  act  and  by  the  ordinances 
and  resolutions  of  the  common  council. 

Section  9.  The  street  superintendent  shall  hold  ^SdSLt^'?"" 
his  office  during  the  pleasure  of  the  common  council,  duties. 
It  shall  be  his  duty  to  superintend  and  control  all  re- 
pairs to  streets,  alleys,  lanes,  public  grounds,  wells, 
reservoirs,  gutters,  sewers  and  public  pumps,  at  the  ex- 
pense of  the  proper  ward,  under  the  direction  of  the 
aldermen  thereof,  and  shall  see  that  all  the  ordinances 
of  the  city  relating  to  the  obstruction  and  cleaning  of 
sidewalks,  streets,  alleys,  public  grounds,  reservoirs, 
sewersj  gutters  and  water-courses  within  the  city,  are 
duly  observed  and  kept  He  shall  weekly  make  re- 
port to  the  commissioners  of  the  ward  in  which  any 
work  has  been  done,  of  the  amount  thereof  and  the 
number  of  days  employed  therein,  and  if  such  work 
is  chargeable  to  any  lot,  to  report  the  description  there- 
of, and  shall  perform  such  other  and  further  duties  as 
the  common  council  may  prescribe.  He  shall  not  be 
directly  or  indirectly  interested  in  any  contract  to  work, 
or  for  furnishing  materials  for  said  city,  under  penalty 
of  removal  from  offica 

BsCTiON  10.  The  superintendent  of  schools  shall  superintendent 
perform  such  duties  as  the  board  of  education  shall  duties,*^*^ "" 
require  by  ordinance  or  resolution,  or  by  other  provis- 
ions of  this  act  He  shall  act  under  the  advice  and 
direction  of  the  board,  and  shall  have  the  superintend- 
ence of  all  public  schools,  school  houses,  books  and 
apparatus  He  shall  acquaint  himself  with  whatever 
principles  and  facts  may  concern  the  interests  of  pop- 
alar  education,  and  with  all  matters  pertaining  in  any 
way  to  the  organization,  discipline  and  instruction  of 
public  schools,  to  the  end  that  all  the  children  in  said 
dty  who  are  instructed  at  the  public  schools,  may  ob- 
tain within  their  respective  schools  the  best  education 
which  their  schools  are  able  to  impart    He  shall  visit 
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all  schools  as  often  as  his  duties  will  permit,  and  shall 
pay  special  attention  to  the  classification  of  the  pupils 
in  the  several  schools,  and  to  the  apportionment, 
among  the  classes  of  the  prescribed  studiea  He  shall 
carefully  observe  the  teaching  and  discipline  of  all  the 
teachers  employed  in  the  public  schools,  and  shall  re- 
port to  the  board  whenever  he  shall  find  any  teacher 
deficient  or  incompetent  in  the  discharge  of  his  or  her 
duties.  He  shall  attend  all  the  meeting  of  the  board 
of  education  when  required,  and  shall  keep  the  board 
constantly  informed  of  the  condition  of  the  public 
schools  and  the  changes  required  in  the  same. 
Chief  pf  police  Section  11.  The  chief  of  police  shall  hold  his  of- 
MddutiM*"  fice  during  the  pleasure  of  the  common  council,  and 
shall  perform  such  duties  as  shall  be  prescribed  by  this 
act,  or  by  any  ordinance  of  the  city,  for  the  preserva- 
tion of  the  public  peace,  the  health  of  the  city  and 
for  the  collec\ion  of  fines  and  license  money.  He  shall 
possess  the  power  of  a  constable  at  common  law,  or  by 
the  laws  of  this  state,  and  shall  receive  like  fees,  bat 
shall  not  serve  civil  process  in  any  case  unless  the  city 
be  a  party,  nor  shall  he  receive  any  fees  for  serving 
any  process,  making  any  arrest,  or  performing  any  da- 
ties  from  the  city  of  Fond  du  Lac,  except  such  salary 
as  may  be  provided  by  the  common  council,  nor  shall 
he  go  beyond  the  city  limits  to  make  any  arrest  or 
serve  any  process,  unless  the  cause  for  making  such 
arrest  or  for  issuing  such  process  arose  within  the  city. 
He  shall,  under  the  direction  of  the  mayor,  be  the 
chief  executive  of  the  police  department  He  shall 
repair  to  all  fires,  riots  and  tumultuous  assemblies, 
take  charge  of  the  police  present,  and  use  every  exer- 
tion to  protect  property,  disperse  mobs  and  cause  to  be 
arrested  all  persons  engaged  in  disturbing  the  peace. 
He  shall  have  power  to  direct  the  policemen  to  any 
place  where  he  shall  deem  their  services  necessary. 
He  shall  promptly  report  to  the  mayor  all  complaints 
against  the  policemen,  and  cause  to  be  obeyed  all  rules 
and  regulations  prescribed  for  the  police  department 
He  shall  have  charge  of  the  watch  house  and  the  keys 
thereof. 
Mice  jnatice-  SECTION  12.  The  police  justlce  shall  have  andpos- 
jurtfiictiaa.  "**  sess  all  the  authority,  powers  and  rights  of  a  justice  of 
the  peace  in  civil  and  criminal  proceedings,  and  shall 
have  sole  and  exclusive  jurisdiction  to  hear  all  com- 
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plaints  and  conduct  all  examinations  and  trials  in 
criminal  cases  within  the  city  to  which  the  city  may 
be  a  party,  and  shall  have  exclusive  jurisdiction  in  all 
cases  to  which  the  city  shall  be  a  party  cognizable  be- 
fore a  justice  of  the  peace,  and  shall  have  the  same 
power  and  authority  in  cases  of  contempt  as  a  court  of 
record :  provided^  that  nothing  herein  contained  shall 
be  deemed  to  divest  the  judges  of  the  circuit  court  or 
of  the  county  court  of  their  authority  as  conservators 
of  the  public  peace,  or  to  aflfect  in  any  manner  the 
powers  or  jurisdiction  of  the  circuit  or  county  courts 
of  Fond  du  Lac  county.  He  shall  be  entitled  to  re- 
ceive for  his  services  the  same  compensation  in  fees  as 
is  allowed  by  law  to  justices  of  the  peace  for  similar 
services,  and  no  other ;  but  the  city  shall  not  be  liable 
to  said  police  justice  for  his  said  fees,  except  such  as 
accrue  in  prosecutions  for  the  violation  of  the  char- 
ter or  ordinances  of  the  city,  wherein  the  costs  are  not 
and  cannot  be  collected  of  the  offender,  and  whenever 
the  common  councilshall  allow  the  same.

The  city  shall  not  be  liable  or  pay  any  costs  for 
violations  of  any  law  of  this  state  ;  and  such  justice 
shall  pay  to  the  county  treasurer  all  fines  collected  for 
offenses  against  the  laws  of  this  state,  in  the  same  man- 
ner as  justices  of  the  peace  are  required  by  laW  to  do. 

It  shall  be  the  duty  generally  of  all  ^^^g^ 
policemen  appointed  by  the  common  council,  to  faith- 
rally  perform  such  duties  as  shall  be  prescribed  by  the

of  the  city,  and  they  shall  possess  all  the  common  law 
and  statutory  powers  of  constables,  except  for  the  ser- 
vice of  civil  process.  They  shall  faithfully  abide  by 
all  ordinances  prescribing  the  manner  and  extent  of 
their  duties,  ana  the  time  in  which  such  duties  are  to 
be  performed.  They  shall  perform  the  duties  of 
night-watchmen  for  the  city,  if  required,  under  such 
regulations  as  the  common  councill  shall  prescribe. 
Pire-waideM-  SECTION  14.  The  Several  fire-wardens  of  the  city 
their  daties.  gjjj^j|  examine  as  to  the  construction  and  condition  of 
all  chimneys,  fireplaces,  hearths,  stoves,  stove  pipes, 
ovens,  boilers,  and  fire-apparatus  used  in  and  about 
any  building,  and  shall  have  power  to  prevent  the  im- 
proper construction  of  any  thereof,  and  may  cause 
them  to  be  removed  or  placed  in  a  safe  and  secure 
condition.  They  shall  prevent  the  depositing  or  keep- 
ing of  ashes  or  any  comoustible  material  in  any  place 
except  such  as  is  safe,  and  they  shall  perform  such 
other  and  further  duties  as  may  be  prescribed  by  any 
ordinance  or  resolution  of  the  common  council. 
f5?^icm*^  Section  15.  The  justices  of  tte  p^ace  elected  un- 
der this  act,  shall  have  the  same  jurisdiction  and  per- 
form all  the  duties  of  justices  of  the  peace,  as  provid- 
ed by  the  general  laws  of  the  state,  except  that  they 
shall  have  and  hold  their  ofiices  at  such  places  as  the 
common  council  shall  designate ;  and  their  official 
bonds  shall  be  approved  by  a  majority  of  the  alder- 
men of  the  ward  for  which  they  are  elected. 

Section  16.  The  assessors  elected  under  this  act 
shall  in  all  things  pertaining  to  their  office,  so  far  aa 
practicable,  be  governed  by  such  law,  as  assessors  in 
towns,  except  that  as  soon  as  they  shall  have  com- 
pleted the  assessment  rolls,  they  shall  return  them  to 
the  comptroller,  and  their  compensation  shall  be  es- 
tablished by  the  common  council.

Each  and  every  city  or  ward  officer, 
either  elected  or  appointed,  is  expressly  prohibited 
from  receiving  any  pay,  reward  or  bribe,  or  any  fee  or 
salary  except  such  as  is  authorized  by  this  act,  or  by 
the  laws  of  the  state  not  conflicting  herewith ;  and  if  any 
officer  shall  receive  any  pay,  reward  or  bribe,  or  any  fee

CHAPTER  VL 

THE  COMMON  COUNCIL— ITS  GENERAL    POWERS    AND 
•  '  DUTIES. 

^^Mtedin**^"     Section  1.    The  legislative  powers  of  the  city  of 
conndi.  Fond  du  Lac  shall  be  vested  in  the  common  council. 

The  mayor  and  aldermen  of  said  city,  when  assem- 
bled, snail  constitute  the  common  council.  In  the 
proceedings  thereof,  each  member  present  shall  be  en- 
titled to  a  vote:  provvled^  that  the  mayor  shall  be 
entitled  to  vote  onlv  in  case  of  a  tie  vote  by  the  al-

ASSESSMENT  AND  COLLECTION  OF  TAXEa 

Section  1.  Within  such  time  as  the  common  coun- 
cil shall  designate,  the  assessors  of  the  several  wards 
of  the  city  shall  make  out  a  complete  and  accurate  as- 
sessment-roll, which  shall  contain,  as  near  as  may  be, 
a  description  of  all  lands,  lots  or  parcels  of  land  with- 
in s^id  city  sufficient  to  identify  the  same,  and  also  of 
all  persons  or  bodies  politic  or  corporate  liable  to  pay 
taxes  on  personal  property,  and  opposite  to  such  lot  or 
parcel  of  land  shall  be  affixed  the  value  thereof,  and 
opposite  the  name  of  each  person  or  body  politic  or 
corporate  shall  be  affixed  the  value  of  the  personal 
property  for  which  said  person,  body  politic  or  corpo- 
rate shall  be  assessed  The  value  of  such  property 
shall  be  assessed  in  the  same  proportion  as  the  laws 
of  the  state  prescribe. 

Section  2.  The  assessors  may,  if  they  deem  advi- 
sable, assess  any  lot  or  number  of  lots,  or  any  tract  of 
land  in  such  parcels  or  in  such  subdivisions  as  the 
common  council  shall  direct,  entering  the  name  of  the 
owner,  when  they  can  ascertain  the  same,  opposite 
such  lot  or  lots,  or  such  tract  or  parcel  of  land.

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CHAPTER  XII 

PUBLIC  IMPROVEMBNTS. 

Section  1.  The  common  council  shall  haVe  pow-  Powers  o^un- 
er  from  time  to  time  to  lay  out  public  walks,  streets,  improvCTiento. 
alleys,  lanes  and  highways,  and  extend,  alter,  widen, 
contract,  straighten  or  otherwise  improve  the  same, 
and  to  purchase  and  lay  out  public  parks,  squares  or 
grounds,  and  to  improve  the  same ;  to  widen,  deepen, 
straighten,  dredge,  cleanse  out  and  otherwise  improve 
or  change  the  current  and  channel  of  the  Fond  du 
Lac  river  or  either  of  its  branches,  or  any  and  all  of 
the  rivers,  creeks  or  streams  within  the  city  limits,  or 
any  part  or  parts  of  the  same.  The  common  council 
shall  also,  within  the  city  limits,  have  full  power  and 
authority  overall  harbors,  basins,  slips,  wharves,  docks, 
piers  and  other  places  for  landing,  fastening  and  moor- 
ing boats,  vessels,  scows,  rafts,  timber,  lumber,  mer-. 
chandise  or  any  other  materials  or  substances  whatev- 
er, and  also  full  power  and  authority  over  all  gutters, 
drains,  sewers,  sloughs  or  wet  places ;  to  widen,  deep- 
en, drain,  dredge  or  otherwivse  improve  the  same,  and 
make  such  other  slips,  basins,  wharves,  docks,  piers 
and  landing-places  for  mooring,  landing,  securing  and 
fastening  such  boats,  vessels,  scows,  rafts,  timber,  lum- 
ber and  merchandise,  and  to  make  such  other  sewers 
and  drains  as  they  shall  deem  necessary  for  the  health  ^ 
and  business  interests  of  the  city.

owner  at  the  value  to  remove,  in  such  case  they  shall 
only  include  the  diflFerence  between  such  value  and 
the  whole  estimated  value  of  such  building. 

ance!^^®^'  SECTION  11.  If  the  damage  to  any  person  be  great- 
er than  the  benefits,  or  if  the  benefits  be  greater  thaa 
the  damages,  in  either  case  the  commissioners  shall 
strike  a  balance,  and  carry  the  difference  forward  to 
two  separate  columns,  so  that  the  assessment  will  show 
what  amount  is  to  be  received  or  paid  by  such  owner 
or  owners  respectively,  and  the  difference  only  shall 
in  any  case  be  collected  of  them  or  payable  to  them.

OHAPTER  Xni 

IMPBOVEMENT  OP  STREETS,  ALLEYS,  &0. 

Section  1.  The  common  council  shall  have  power  g^^eof  ttreets , 
to  establish,  alter  and  change  the  grade  of  any  street, 
sidewalk,  alley  or  lane  in  the  city,  and  cause  accurate 
surveys  and  profiles  thereof  to  be  made,  which  shall 
be  filed  and  recorded  in  the  office  of  the  city  clerk,  in 
books  provided  for  that  purposa  ^construction 

Section  2.  The  street  commissioners  of  any  ward  sidewalks, 
shall  have  the  power  to  order,  construct  and  build  in 
the  manner  hereinafter  prescribed,  all  sidewalks,  and 
cause  them  to  be  raised,  lowered  or  placed  on  the  estab- 
tablished  grade,at  the  expense  of  the  lots  fronting  on  any 
such  sidewalk  or  public  square  immediately  adjacent 
thereto,  and  to  construct  and  build  crosswalks,  reser- 
v1>irs,  gutters  and  sewers  at  the  expense  of  the  wards : 
provided,  that  when  sewers  are  constructed  through  al- 
leys or  lanes,  the  lots  situate  in  the  block  or  blocks 
through  which  such  sewer  may  be  constructed,  shall 
be  assessed  for  the  construction  thereof,  and  the  ex- 
pense shall  not  be  chargeable  and  paid  out  of  the  ward 
fund.     The  same  proceedings  for  the  constgrin9j,|9yi\j^Qole 
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sewers  through  alleys  and  lanes  shall  be  had  as  in  the 
case  of  paving  or  grading  streets. 
Qmding  streets,  SECTION  3.  When  authorized  by  the  common 
council,  the  street  commissioners  or  board  of  public 
works  shall  have  power  to  grade,  gravel,  plank  or  pave 
streets,  alleys  and  lanes,  and  the  cost  and  expense 
thereof  to  the  center  of  such  street,  alley  or  lane  shall 
be  chargeable  to  and  payable  by  the  lots  or  parts  of 
lots  fronting  or  opposite  to  such  street,  alley  or  lane, 
ScSS^*"*'**'  or  public  square ;  but  the  common  council  shall  have 
no  authority  to  authorize  the  said  commissioners  or 
board  of  public  works  to  grade,  gravel,  plank  or  pave

ting the  number  of  feet  front  of  ground  owned  by 
him  and  affected  by  said  work,  and  the  signing  of  any 
such  petition  shall  be  taken  and  construed  as  a  release 
When  petition  of  all  claims  for  damages  for  every  such  signer.  Work 
not  necessary.  ^^^^  howevcr,  bc  Ordered  by  the  street  commission- 
ers  without  a  petition,  with  the  consent  of  the  com- 
mon council,  where  a  block  fronting  on  a  street,  or 
a  block  through  which  there  is  an  alley,  and  which  is 
by  law  chargeable  with  the  expense  of  the  work  so  or- 
dered, is  owned  by  persons  not  residents  of  such  ward 
Such  work  may  also  be  ordered  by  the  street  commis*

provement  mentioned  in  sections  two  and  three  of  this 
chapter,  which  shall  be  chargeable  to  lots  or  any  par- 
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eel  of  land,  the  city  clerk  shall  publish  ia  the  official 
paper  of  the  city,  for  at  least  ten  days,  a  notice  to  all 
owners  or  occupants  of  lots,  parts  of  lots  or  parcels  of 
land  liable  to  tne  expense  of  any  such  improvement, 
requiring  such  owner  or  occupant  to  do  the  work  men- 
tioned in  such  notice  within  the  time  specified  therein  ;  JJork  iet?o  low- 
and  if  the  said  work  shall  not  be  done  within  the  time  e«t  bidder, 
therein  mentioned  to  the  acceptance  of  the  board  ot 
public  works  or  street  commissioners,  the  city  clerk 
shall  advertise  for  proposals  for  the  doing  of  said  work, 
and  the  board  of  public  works  or  street  commissioners 
shall  let  the  same  to  the  lowest  responsible  bidder  by 
contract,  in  the  name  of  the  city.  If  no  bids  are  re- 
ceived, the  board  of  public  works  or  street  commis- 
sioners shall  contract  for  the  same  at  as  low  and  rea- 
sonable sum  as  the  same  can  be  done. 

Skction  5.  In  all  cases  where  public  improve-  iSoMYtreet? 
ments  or  works  of  any  kind  are  chargeable  by  virtue 
of  this  chapter  upon  lots  or  any  parcel  of  land  bene- 
fitted thereby,  all  such  improvements  across  streets 
and  alleys  shall  be  made  ana  paid  for  out  of  the  funds 
of  the  proper  ward,  ia  proportion  to  the  width  of  the 
street  or  alley. 

Section  6.  Whenever  any  improvement  shall  be  p^JS'LnfbS- 
made  where  by  virtue  of  this  chapter  the  expensp  ^■^^»- 
thereof  is  chargeable  to  the  lots  benefited  thereby, 
the  street  commissioners  or  city  surveyor  shall  cause 
to  be  made  estimates  of  the  whole  expense  therc(jl, 
and  of  the  proportion  to  be  assessed  to  each  lot,  and 
in  case  of  grading  streets,  alleys,  lanes  or  sidewalks, 
of  the  number  of  cubic  yards  to  be  filled  in  or  to  be 
excavated  in  front  of  each  lot,  and  such  estimates 
shall  be  filed  with  the  city  clerk  before  the  expiration 
of  the  notice  required  to  be  published  in  section  four 
of  this  chapter.

sance, by  draining  or  filling  such  lot  within  the  time 
mentioned  in  said  notice ;  and  if  such  nuisance  shall 
not  be  abated  or  removed  within  the  time  so  specified, 
the  street  commissioners  shall  cause  the  same  to  be 
abated  and  removed  at  the  expense  of  the  property 
upon  which  the  same  may  exist. 

Section  9.  After  the  performance  and  completion 
of  any  contract  entered  into  by  the  street  coriimission- 
ers  for  the  work  chargeable  to  lots  or  lands  by  vir- 
tue of  this  chapter,  they  shall  give  to  the  contractor 
or  contractors  performing  such  work,  a  certificate  un- 
der their  hands,  stating  therein  the  amount  of  work 
performed  by  such  contractor,  the  nature  thereof,  and

Section  11.   Nothing  in  the  preceding  sections  con-  be  i?ept  in  wfe 
tained  shall  be  so  construed  as  to  relieve  the  owner  ^o^^tio"- 
or  occupant  of  any  real  estate  from  the  duty  of  keep- 
ing their  respective  premises  at  all  times  in.  a  safe 
condition,  and  in  a  good  and  thorough  state  of  repair, 
but  such  duty  is  hereby  expressly  enjoined  and  impos-  ^^^^ 
ed  upon  all  such  owners  ind  occupants ;  and  if  at  any         ^* 
time  injury  shall  be  sustained  by  any  individual,  or 
the  city  shall  be  subjected  to  any  damages  in  conse- 
quence of  the  neglect  of  any  such  owner  or  occupant 
to  repair  or  keep  such  sidewalk  in  a  safe  condition 
after  due  notice,  such  owner  or  occupant  guilty  of  anyi 
such  negligence  shall  be  liable  for  such  damages,  and 
the  same  may  be  recovered  by  suit  in  any  court  of 
competent  jurisdiction.  ^  ^^ 

Section'  12.  In  all  cases  of  opening,  extending,  tendent'ShSi 
widening  or  improving  anv  street,  alley  or  lane,  or  in  SSrovei^* 
the  prosecution  of  any  puolic  improvement  by  virtue 
of  this  act,  when  not  otherwise  provided  for,  the  street 
superintendent  ^hall,  when  ordered  by  the  common 
council,  open,  extend,  widen  or  perform  any  other  act 
so  ordered  in  relation  thereto. 

CHAPTER  XIV. 

BOARD  OF  PUBLIC  WORKa 

Section  1.    Whenever  the  common  council  shall  ^j£«thej?^ 
deem  it  necessary,  they  may  appoint  a  board  of  pub-  powerBanddu- 
lic  works,  consisting  of  three  resident  electors  or  al- 
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dermen  of  the  city,  one  of  whom  shall  be  designated 
as  chairman,  who  shall  possess  the  power,  and  it  shall 
be  the  duty  of  said  board,  to  take  the  special  charge 
and  superintendence,  subject  to  such  general  ordi- 
nances as  may  be  lawfully  established  by  the  com- 
mon council,  of  the  repairing  and  building  of  bridges, 
the  paving  and  grading  of  streets,  lanes  and  alleys, 
the  building  of  engine  and  school-houses,  markets, 
hospi tills,  and  ^11  public  buildings  to  be  built  or  con- 
structed by  the  city,  of  all  works  for  changing  the 
stream,  channel  or  current,  or  widening,  straightening, 
deepening  or  dredging  the  Fond  du  Lac  river,  or 
either  of  its  branches,  or  of  any  other  stream,  creek  or 
river  in  the  city.  The  said  board  shall  have  full 
power  to  regulate  and  control  the  manner  of  using 
the  streets,  alleys,  highways  and  public  places  of  the 
city  for  the  laying  down  of  gas  and  water-pipes,  and 
determine  the  location  thereol. 
SSJiSJ'onm-  Section  2.  Whenever  the  board  of  public  works 
provementB.  shall  rccommend  the  making  of  any  improvement 
mentioned  in  the  preceding  section,  they  shall  furnish, 
to  the  common  council  a  plan  or  profile,  and  an  esti- 
mate of  the  contemplated  improvement,  for  approval, 
modification  or  rejection. 
Pro^aaiBfop  ^  SECTION  3.  For  any  work  to  be  performed  men- 
tioned in  the  preceding  sections,  except  such  as  is 
otherwise  provided  for  hj  this  act,  the  said  board  of 
public  works  shall  advertise  for  proposals  for  doing 
said  work,  a  plan  or  profile  of  the  work  to  be  done, 
accompanied  with  the  specifications  for  the  doing  of 
.  the  same  being  first  placed  on  file  in  the  office  of  the 
city  clerk,  which  saia  plan,  profile  and  specifications 
shall  at  all  times  be  open  for  public  inspection,  which 
advertisment  shall  be  continued  for  at  least  ten  days 
in  the  corporation  newspaper,  and  shall  state  the  work 
to  be  dona  The  bids  for  doing  said  work  shall  be 
sealed  bids,  directed  to  said  board,  and  shall  be  ac- 
companied with  a  bond  to  the  city  in  the  sum  of  two 
hundred  dollars,  signed  by  the  biader  and  two  respon- 
sible sureties,  oonditioned  that  he  shall  execute  the 
work  for  the  price  mentioned  in  his  bid,  and  accord- 
ing to  the  plans  and  specifications,^  in  case  the  contract 
shall  be  awarded  to  him,  and  in  case  of  default  on  his 
part  to  execute  a  contract  and  perform  the  work,  said 
bond  may  be  sued  and  judgment  reco^^^,thereoa 
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by  the  city  for  the  full  amount  thereof,  in  any  court 
having  jurisdiction  of  the  amount  Said  bids  shall 
be  opened  at  the  hour  and  place  mentioned  in  said 
notice. 

Section  4.  All  contracts  shall  be  awarded  by  said  ^131?®'"^°"

properly  perform  and  complete  their  said  contracts, 
the  said  ooard  may  in  their  discretion  from  time  to 
time,  as  the  work  progresses,  grant  to  said  contractors 
an  estimate  of  the  amount  already  earned,'  reserving  J^JJJJ.""**  "^ 
fifteen  per  cent  therefrom,  which  shall  entitle  the 
holder  or  holders  to  receive  the  amount  that  may  be 
due  thereon,  when  the  money  applicable  to  the  pay- 
ment of  such  work  shall  have  been  collected,  ana  the 
conditions  annexed  to  said  estimate,  if  any,  shall  have 
been  satisfied. 

Section  6.   All  contracts  entered  into  by  said  board  g^^^i^.

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be  entered  in  the  name  of  and  be  made  to  the  "  city

Section  7.  All  acts,  proceedings,  plans,  profiles 
and  estimates  of  the  board  of  public  works,  shall  be 
subject  to  the  revision,  modification  and  control  of  the 
common  council. 

Section  8.  The  board  of  public  works  may  require 
the  city  surveyor  or  any  other  competent  person  to 
perform  such  engineering  and  draw  such  plans  and 
specifications,  and  to  make  such  estimates  or  assess- 
ments, as  they  may  deem  proper  and  necessary.

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Section  1.  Upon  petition  in  writing  of  two  thirds 
of  the  owners  of  lots  on  any  street,  alley  or  highway 
in  said  city,  the  common  council  shall  have  power  to 
discontinue  or  vacate  such  street,  alley  or  highway,  or 
any  part  thereof,  upon  a  vote  of  two-thirds  of  all  the 
aldermen  elect,  as  provided  in  this  chapter.

application,  and  whose  duty  it  shall  be  to  view  the

rebuilding  of  wooden  buildings  within  the  fire  limits, 
when  the  same  shall  have  been  damaged  to  the  extent 
of  fifty  per  cent  of  the  value  thereof,  and  to  prescribe 
the  manner  of  ascertaining  such  damage. 

Section  2.  The  common  council  shall  also  have 
power : 

L  To  prevent  the  dangerous  construction  and  con- 
dition of  chimneys,  fire-places,  hearths,  stoves,  stove- 
pipes, ovens,  boilers  and  apparatus  used  in  and  about 
any  building  or  manufactory,  and  to  cause  the  same  to 
be  removed,  or  placed  in  safe  and  secure  condition, 
when  considered  dangerous. 

IL  To  prevent  the  deposit  of  ashes  in  unsafe 
places,  and  to  cause  all  such  buildings  and  inclosures 
as  may  be  in  a  dangerous  state,  to  be  put  in  safe  con- 
dition.

ness, and  to  make  diligent  inquiry  with  respect  to  all 
matters  aflFecting  the  health  of  the  city.  The  said

such  measures  as  they  may  from  time  lo  time  deem 
necessary  to  prevent  the  spread  of  any  pestilential  or 
infectious  disease,  to  see  that  suitable  provisions  are 
made  for  the  accommodation  of  such  sick  persons  as 
properly  come  under  the  care  of  the  city,  and  to  make 
daily,  weekly  or  monthly  reports  of  the  mortality  of 
the  city,  as  they  may  think  proper. 

Report  of  infec-     SECTION  3.     Eveij  person  practicing  physic  in  the 

tionacaaeB.  ^j^^^  ^^^  g^^^jj  j^^^^  ^  patient  laboring  under  any  ma- 
lignant or  yellow  fever,  or  other  infectious  or  pestilen 
tial  disease,  shall  forthwith  make  report  thereof  ia 
writing  to  the  clerk  of  said  board,  and  for  neglecting 
so  to  do,  shall  be  considered  guilty  of  a  misdemeanor, 
and  be  liable  to  a  fine  of  fifty  dollars,  to  be  sued  for 
and  recovered  in  an  action  of  debt,  in  any  court  hav- 
ing cognizance  thereof,  with  costs,  for  the  use  of  said 
city.

™^^^^^  Section  1.  From  and  after  this  date,  the  title  to 
all  school  property,  real,  personal  or  mixed,  now  in 
said  city,  as  well  as  that  to  be  acquired  hereafter  for 
school  purposes,  shall  be  vested  in  the  city  of  Fond 
du  Lac,  and  while  kept  for  school  purposes  only,  shall 
not  be  subject  to  taxation,  nor  be  levied  upon  and  sold 
by  virtue  of  any  warrant,  execution,  judgment  or  de- 
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cree ;  and  the  city  in  its  corporate  capacity  shall  be 
authorized  to  receive  and  hold  or  dispose  of  any  real 
or  personal  estate,  transferred  to  it  by  any  corporation, 
company  or  person,  by  grant,  devise  or  bequest  what- 
ever, for  the  use  and  benefit  of  the  schools  of  said 
city. 

Sectiok  2.  There  is  hereby  established  in^  said  gjjf*  **' ^^'■ 
city  a  board  of  education,  consisting  of  two  school 
commissioners  from  each  ward.  In  all  the  business 
transactions  of  the  board,  except  as  is  otherwise  ex- 
pressly provided  for  in  this  act,  a  majority  of  all  the 
members  thereof  shall  constitute  a  quorum.  The 
said  botird  shall  have  the  power  to  appoint  a  clerk 
pro  tempore  in  case  of  the  dbsence  of  the  clerk  or  in 
his  inability  to  attend  the  business  meetings. 

Section  3.  The  board  of  education  shall  elect  a  officere. 
presiding  oflBcer,  and  in  his  absence  a  president  pro 
tempore  may  be  appointed,  who  for  the  time  being 
shall  possess  all  the  authority  of  the  president  The 
city  clerk,  by  virtue  of  his  oflBce,  shall  be  clerk  of 
said  board,  and  it  shall  be  his  duty,  under  the  direc- 
tion of  the  board,  to  keep  a  record  of  the  proceedings 
thereof  in  a  book  to  be  provided  for  that  purpose.  He 
shall  also  enter  therein,  or  in  a  book  espcially  provid- 
ed for  that  purpose,  copies  of  all  official  reports  made 
by  the  board  or  by  the  superintendent  It  shall  also 
be  his  duty,  under  the  direction  of  the  board,  to  take 
the  annual  enumeration  of  the  scholars  residing  in  the 
city,  at  the  time  prescribed  by  law.  He  shall  keep 
and  preserve  all  records,  bool^  and  papers,  or  other 
property  belonging  to  his  office,  and  {to)  deliver  the 
same  to  his  successor  or  to  the  common  council.

III.     To  contract  with  and  employ  in  behalf  of  the  SSSew'^'^^ 
city,  all  the  teachers  in  the  common  and  ward  schools, 
and  such  other  schools  as  may  be  under  the  direction ,    ^^^t^ 
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of  said  board,  who  shall  have  been  licensed  by  said 
board,  and  at  their  pleasure  remove  them. 

uonTAcT^  IV.  To  have  in  all  respects  the  superintendence, 
supervision  and  management  of  all  the  public  schools 
in  said  city,  and  from  time  to  time  adopt,  alter,  mod- 
ify and  repeal,  as  they  may  deem  expedient,  rules  and

trustees  of  the  village  of  Delavan ;"  ai^  ^^^^P^  name 
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sball  be  capable  of  contracting  and  being  contracted 
with,  of  suing  and  being  saed,  pleading  and  being  im- 
pleaded, answering  and  being  answered  unto  in  all 
courts  and  places,  and  in  all  matters  whatsoever,  with 
the  power  of  purchasing,  receiving,  holding,  occupy- 
ing and  conveying  real  and  personal  estate,  and  shall 
have  a  common  seal,  and  may  change  the  same  at 
pleasure,  and  shall  be  competent  to  have  and  exercise 
all  the  rights  and  privileges  and  be  subject  to  all  the 
duties  and  obligations  pertaining  to  a  municipal  cor- 
poration. 

Section  2.  The  government  of  said  corporation  SSlr*wtei"" 
and  the  exercise  of  its  corporate  powers,  and  the  man- 
agement of  its  fiscal,  prudential  and  municipal  con- 
cerns, shall  be  vested  in  a  president  and  six  trustees, 
•  and  such  other  officers  as  are  hereinafter  provided  for. 
The  elective  officers  of  said  corporation  shall  be  one 
president,  six  trustees,  one  marshal,  one  treasurer,  one 
street  commissioner  and  two  assessors ;  to  h$  elected 
by  the  qualified  voters  thereof,  at  the  annual  election 
of  said  corporation,  to  be  held  on  the  first  Monday  of 
May,  in  each  year,  and  shall  hold  their  respective  offi- 
ces for  one  year,  and  until  their  successors  are  elected 
and  qualified. 

Section  3.  At  an  election  of  officers  in  said  corpora-  JgJJ^^**^  ®' 
tion,  every  person  residing  therein  qualified  to  vote  for 
town  officers  in  the  town  in  which  said  corporation  is 
situated,  and  shall  have  resided  in  the  corporation 
twenty  davs  next  preceding  the  election  at  which  he 
may  oflFer  his  vote,  shall  be  entitled  to  vote  in  such 
corporation  for  any  officers  required  to  be  elected  by 
this  act ;  and  the  person  or  persons  having  the  highest 
number  of  votes  for  their  respective  office,  shall  be 
declared  duly  elected. 

Section  4.  Whenever  anj^  person  shall  present  ^*»^««*««- 
himself  to  give  his  vote,  and  either  of  the  judges  of 
election,  or  any  other  person,  shall  suspect  that  such 
person  does  not  possess  the  qualifications  of  an  elec- 
tor, some  one  of  the  judges  of  election,  before  receiv- 
ing the  vote  of  any  such  person,  shall  cause  such  per- 
son to  take  an  oath  that  he  possesses  the  qualifications 
prescribed  in  this  section  of  this  act,  and  that  he  has 
not  voted  at  such  election.  If  the  person  offering  to 
vote  shall  take  such  oath  his  vote  shall  be  received  ; 
and  if  any  person  shall  take  such  oath  knowing  it  to  t 
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be  false,  he  shall  be  guilty  of  willful  and  corrupt  per- 
jury, and  on  conviction  thereof  shall  suffer  such  pun- 
ishment as  is  now  or  shall  hereafter  be  provided  by 
Penaitj.  law  for  pcrsons  guilty  of  perjury.     If  any  person  shall 

vote  more  than  once  at  any  election,  he  shall  forfeit 
and  pay  a  sum  not  exceeding  fifty  dollars  nor  less  than 
ten  dollars,  to  be  recovered  in  the  same  manner  as 
other  penalties  are  recovered  under  this  act 
Elective  offlcers  SECTION  5.  At  cvcry  annual  election  the  electors 
condncted^^  shall  vote  for  one  president,  six  trustees,  one  marshal, 
one  treasurer,  one  street  commissioner  and  two  asses- 
sors It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  president  and  trus- 
tees to  provide  the  place  of  holding  all  elections  in  said 
village,  and  to  give  at  least  ten  days'  notice  of  each 
election  by  posting  up  printed  or  writtennotices  there- 
of, in  at  least  three  public  places  in  the  limits  of  said 
corporation,  and  to  appoint  the  judges  and  clerk  of 
such  election,  and  to  provide  for  making  and  directing 
the  returns  of  election,  and  the  time  and  manner  of 
opening  the  returns,  and  making  an  abstract  thereof, 
and  of  keeping  a  journal  of  the  same,  and  make  such 
other  arrangements  concerning  said  elections  as  may 
be  lawful  and  convenient  for  the  citizens  of  said  vil- 
lage. 

Section  6.  All  elections  shall  be  determined  by 
the  judges  of  election,  and  certified  to  by  the  clerk  of 
the  elections ;  and  the  new  president  may  be  sworn 
into  office  by  his  predecessor  or  any  other  officer  au- 
thorized to  administer  oaths  in  the  limits  of  said  cor- 
poration and  he  may  administer  the  oath  of  office  to 
all  newly  elected  officers  In  case  of  a  tie  between 
two  candidates  for  the  same  office  at  any  election,  the 
election  of  one  or  the  other  of  them  shall  be  determ- 
ined by  lot,  in  the  presence  and  under  the  direction  of 
the  president  and  trustees. 

Section  7.  The  president  shall  preside  at  all  meet- 
ings of  the  trustees,  keep  the  seal  of  said  corporation, 
sign  all  commissions,  licenses  and  permits  which  may 
be  granted  by  the  trustees.  He  shall  maintain  peace 
and  good  order,  and  see  that  the  ordinances  of  the  vil- 
lage are  observed  and  executed.  He  shall  have  power  to 
administer  oaths  and  affirmations,  and  to  take  and  cer- 
tify acknowledgments  of  deeds  and  other  written  in- 
strujnenta  As  a  judicial  officer  he  shall  have  concur- 
rent jurisdiction   with  justices  of  the  peace  of  the 
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county  of  Walworth,  of  all  cases  of  violation  of 
any  ordinaDce  of  said  village,  and  when  presiding  at 
a  meeting  of  the  trustees,  he  shall  have  a  casting  vote 
when  the  votes  of  the  members  are  equal. 

SEcmON  8.  The  president  and  trustees  shall  pre-  ^^^gJjceS^" 
scribe  the  time  and  fix  the  place  of  holding  their  ^k**  i>y-J*ws, 
meetings,  which  shall  at  all  times  be  open  to  the  pub- 
lic, and  shall  determine  the  rules  of  the  proceedings, 
and  keep  a  journal  thereof,  which  shall  be  0[)en  to  the 
inspection  of  every  citizen  at  all  reasonable  times  and 
hours,  and  shall  have  power  to  preserve  order  and  pro- 
priety in  their  proceedings,  and  may  adopt  such  by- 
JawB,  rules  and  regulations  for  their  own  government 
as  are  not  inconsistent  with  the  provisions  of  this  act, 
and  shall  have  power  to  compel  the  attendance  of  its 
members. 

Sbotion  9.  The  president,  each  and  every  trustee  ^"^  ^^^^^^^ 
and  marshal  of  said  corporation,  and  each  and  every 
justice  of  the  peace  of  the  county  of  Walworth,  shall 
be  officers  of  the  peace,  and  may  command  the  peace, 
and  suppress  in  a  summary  manner  all  rioting  and  dis- 
orderly behavior,  in  a  manner  consistent  with  the  or- 
dinances of  said  village,  within  the  limits  thereof,  and 
for  such  purpose  may  command  the  assistance  of  all 
by -slanders,  and  if  need  be  of  all  citizens ;  and  if  any 
person  shall  refuse  to  aid  in  maintaining  the  peace 
when  so  required  every  such  person  shall  forfeit  and 
pay  such  fine  as  may  be  prescribed  by  ordinance  of  the 
village  in  such  case  made  and  provided. 

Section  10.  The  marshal  shall  possess  all  the  pow-  ^i5J^,^Sdu. 
ers  and  enjoy  all  the  rights  of  a  constable  in  the  town  tieu. 
of  Delavan,  and  be  subject  to  the  same  liabilitiea  It 
shall  be  his  duty  to  execute  all  writs,  summons  or  or- 
ders to  him  directly  by  the  president,  or  president  and 
troBtees,  and  when  necessary  in  criminal  cases,  or  for 
the  violation  of  any  ordinance  of  said  village,  he  may 
serve  the  same  in  any  part  of  the  state  of  Wisconsin. 
It  shall  be  his  duty  to  suppress  all  riots,  disturbances 
and  breaches  of  the  peace ;  to  apprehend  all  disorderly 
persons  in  said  village,  and  pursue  and  arrest  any  per- 
son fleeing  from  justice  in  any  part  of  the  state  of 
Wisconsin;  to  apprehend  any  person  in  the  act  of 
committing  any  ofi'ense  against  the  state  or  any  ordi- 
nance of  the  village,  and  forthwith  bring  such  person 
before  competent  authority  for  examination,  and  for 
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sucb  services  he  shall  receive  like  fees  as  are  allowed 
to  constables  for  like  services ;  and  such  marshal  before 
he  enters  upon4,he  daties  of  his  office,  shall  make  and 
file  with  the  clerk  of  the  board  of  trustees  a  bond, 
with  sureties,  for  the  faithfnl  performance  ot  his  du- 
ties, to  be  approved  by  the  president  and  trustees,  or 
a  majority  of  them. 
TVgwnrer-hia  SECTION  11.  The  treasurer  of  said  village  shall 
^  ^*  perform  such  duties  and  exercise  such  powers  as  may 

be  lawfully  required  of  him  by  the  ordinances  of  said 
village;  and  all  moneys  raised,  received,  recov- 
ered and  collected  by.  means  of  any  tax,  license, 
fine,  forfeiture  or  otherwise,  "under  the  authority 
of  this  act,  or  which  belongs  to  said  village,  shall  be 
paid  unto  the  treasurer  of  said  village,  and  shall  not 
be  withdrawn  therefrom,  except  on  a  written  order  or 
warrant  signed  by  the  president  and  countersigned  by 
the  clerk  of  the  board,  by  order  of  the  trustees.  Such 
order  or  warrant  shall  specify  the  amount  of  money 
to  be  drawn,  and  its  object.  The  treasurer  shall  keep 
an  account  of  all  moneys  and  other  things  coming  in- 
to his  hands  as  treasurer,  in  a  hook  to  be  provided  by 
the  trustees  for  that  purpose,  which  shall  remain  the 
property  of  the  village,  wherein  he  shall  note  the 
time  when  and  the  persons  from  whom  the  amount  of 
the  several  sums  were  received,  and  the  source  from 
whence  the  said  sums  respectively  arose,  which  said 
book  at  all  reasonable  times  shall  be  open  to  the  in- 
spection of  the  electors  of  the  village;  and  he  shall 
as  often  as  the  trustees  require,  render  to  said  trustees 
a  minute  account  of  his  receipts  and  payments,  and 
at  the  expiration  of  his  term  of  office,  he  shall  pay 
over  to  his  successor  in  office  all  moneys,  books  and 
vouchers  in  his  possession  belonging  to  said  village. 
He  shall  before  he  enters  upon  the  duties  of  his  office, 
execute  to  the  president  and  trustees  a  bond  for  the 
faithful  discharge  of  his  duties,  to  be  approved  by  the 
president  and  trustees,  or  a  majority  of  them,  which 
bonds  shall  be  at  least  double  the  amount  of  taxes  to 
be  raised  for  the  year  in  which  he  was  elected.  He 
shall  by  virtue  of  his  office  be  collector  of  said  village, 
and  shall  receive  for  his  fees  on  all  sums  collected  by 
him  on  the  tax-list,  the  same  as  is  allowed  to  town 
treasurers,  which  shall  be  in  full  for  all  services  per- 
formed by  him  as  treasurer  of  said  village. 
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Section  12.    The  clerk  shall  be  appointed  by  the  gjit-ueda 
trustees,  and  hold  his  office  during  their  pleasure.  He 
shall  before  he  enters  upon  the  duties  of  his  office,  and 
within  ten  days  after  notice  of  his  appointment,  take 
and  subscribe  the  oath  of  office  prescribed  by  the 
constitution,  and  file  the  same  in  the  office  of  the 
clerk  of  said  president  and  trustees,  and  in  case  of  his 
omission  to  do  so,  he  shall  be  deemed  to  have  refused 
to  serve.     It  shall  be  his  duty  to  keep  and  preserve 
all  books  and  papers  belonging  to  said  village,  not 
otherwise  proviaed  for,  and  to  deliver  to  his  successor 
at  the  expiration  of  his  office,  all  property  belonging 
to  said  village  that  may  be  in  his  possession.     He 
shall  keep  a  record  of  all  proceedings  of  the  trustees, 
and  enter  therein  all  ordinances  and  resolutions  passed 
by  them,  and  shall  preserve  and  keep  on  file  all  ac- 
counts and  claims  audited  and  allowed  by  them,  and 
number  the  same  for  each  year  from  one  upward,  in 
the  order  in  which  they  are  allowed  and  entered  in 
the  proceedings  of  the  trustees,  the  number  of  such 
account  with  the  name  of  the  person  in  whose  favor  it 
may  be,  the  name  of  the  person  presenting  the  same, 
with  the  amount  claimed  and  amount  allowed.     The 
clerk  shall  also  preserve  such  accounts  as  may  be  pre- 
sented and  not  allowed,  and  enter  an  abstract  thereof 
on  the  record.     He  shall  perform  such  other  duties 
and  exercise  such  powers  as  may  be  lawfully  required 
of  him  by   the  ordinances,   or  by  direction  of  the 
trustees.     The  records  kept  by  the  clerk  shall  be  evi- 
dence in  all  legal  proceedings,  and  copies  of  all  papers 
duly  filed  in  his  office,  and  transcripts  of  the  records 
of  proceedings  of  the  board  of  trustees,  certified  by 
him  under  the  corporate  seal,  shall  be  evidence  in  all 
courts  of  the  contents  of  the  same.     He  shall  keep 
the  corporate  seal  of  said  village,  and  shall  receive  for 
bis  compensation  such  sum  as  may  be  fixed  upon  by 
the  trustees. 

Section  18.  Every  officer  elected  in  said  village  ^■*'^  ^' ®"<»- 
shall,  within  ten  days  after  being  notified  of  his  elec- 
tion, take  and  subscribe  the  oath  of  office  prescribed 
by  the  constitution,  and  file  the  same  with  the  clerk 
of  the  board  of  trustees,  and  in  case  of  his  omission 
to  do  so,  he  shall  be  deemed  to  have  refused  to  serve, 
and  his  place  shall  be  filled  in  the  manner  prescribed 
in  this  act ;  but  the  registry  of  his  name  in  the  poll- 
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book  of  such  election,  as  having  voted  thereat,  shall 
be  deemed  due  notice  of  his  election  for  the  purposes 
of  this  section, 
spedai  dec-  SECTION  14    Special  elections  may  be  called  by  the 

clerk  of  said  village,  by  order  of  the  trustees  thereof 
by  giving  ten  days*  notice  iA  writing,  posted  up  in  • 
three  or  more  public  places  in  said  village,  or  publish- 
ing the  same  in  some  paper  published  in  said  village. 
Every  notice  of  such  election  shall  state  the  object  for 
which  the  same  is  called, 
vacandw.  SECTION  15.     Any  vacancy  in  the  office  of  presi- 

dent or  trustee,  may  be  filled  at  a  special  election  called 
in  the  manner  prescribed  in  the  preceding  section. 
Qeneni powens      SECTION  16.     The  president  and  trustees  shall  have 
tnSteS."**"*^  power  to  enact,  establish,  enforce,  alter,  modify,  amend 
or  repeal  all  such  ordinances,  rules  or  by-laws  for  the 
government  and  good  order  of  the  village,  for  the 
suppression  of  vice,  for  the  prevention  of  dres,  for  the 
benefit  of  trade  and  commerce,  and  for  the  health 
thereof,  as  they  may  deem  expedient,  declaring  and 
imposing  penalties,  and  to  enforce  the  same  against 
any  person  who  may  violate  any  of  the  provisions  of 
such  ordinances,  rules  or  by  laws ;  and  such  ordinan- 
ces, rules  and  by-laws  are  hereby  declared  to  be  and 
have  the  force  of  law :  provided^  that  they  are  not  re- 
pugnant to  the  constitution  and  laws  of  the  United 
States,  or  of  this  state;  and  for  those  purposes,  they 
shall  have  authority,by  ordinances  or  by-laws  : 
Fire  oomiMmiefl,      To  organize  fire  companies,  hook  and  ladder  com- 
cantionsa^^t  pauics,  to  regulate  their  government  and  the  time  and 
*"*•  manner  of  their  exercises ;  to  provide  all  necessary  ap- 

purtenances for  the  extinguishment  of  fires ;  to  re- 
quire owners  of  buildings  to  provide  and  keep  suita- 
ble ladders  and  fire  buckets,  which  are  hereby  declar- 
ed to  be  appurtenances  to  the  real  estate,  and  exempt 
from  seizure,  distress  or  sale  in  any  manner ;  and  if 
the  owners  refuse  to  provide  suitable  ladders  or  fire 
buckets  after  reasonable  notice,  the  trustees  may  pro- 
cure and  deliver  the  same  to  him  or  her,  and  in  demult 
of  payment  therefor,  may  recover  of  said  owner  the 
value  of  such  ladders,  or  fire-buckets,  or  both,  with 
costs  of  suit;  to  regulate  the  storage  of  gunpowder, 
or  other  dangerous  materials ;  to  direct  the  construc- 
tion of  safe  places  for  the  deposit  of  ashes ;  to  an- 
point  one  or  more  fire-wardens  to  enter  into,  at  all 
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reasoDable  times,  and  examine  all  dwellings,  houses, 
lots,  yards,  inclosures  and  buildings  of  every  descrip- 
tion, in  order  to  discover  whether  any  of  them  are  in 
dangerous  condition,  and  cause  such  as  are  dangerous 
to  be  put  in  a  safe  condition ;  to  regulate  the  manner 
of  putting  up  stoves  and  stove-pipes ;  to  prevent  fires 
and  the  use  of  fire*works  and  fire-arms  within  the  lim- 
its of  said  village,  or  such  parts  thereof  as  they  may 
think  proper;  to  compel  the  inhabitants  of  said  village 
to  aid  in  the  extinguishment  of  fires,  and  Wpull,  break 
down  and  raze  such  buildings  in  the  vicinity  of  the 
fire  as  shall  be  directed  by  the  trustees,  or  any  three 
of  them  who  may  be  at  the  fire,  for  the  purpose  of 
preventing  its  communicating  with  other  ouildings ; 
to  construct  and  preserve  reservoirs,  pumps,  wells  and 
other  water- works,  and  to  regulate  the  use  thereof,  and, 
generally,  to  establish  other  means  of  prudence  for  the 
prevention  or  extinguishment  of  fires  as  they  may 
deem  proper. 

To  prevent,  abate  and  remove  nuisances,  and  to^^""*<*»- 
take  such  measures  for  public  health  as  they  may 
deem  proper,  and  compel  the  owners  or  occupants 
of  any  grocery,  cellar,  tallow-chandler's  shop,  soap- 
factory,  tannery,  stable,  barn,  privy,  sewer,  slaughter- 
house, or  other  unwholesome  or  nauseous  house  or 
place,  to  cleanse,  remove  or  abate  the  same  from  time 
to  time,  as  often  as  it  may  be  deemed  necessary  for 
the  health,  comfort  and  convenience  of  the  inhabitants 
of  said  village. 

To  license  and  regulate  the  exhibition  of  common  ucenaw. 
showmen,  or  shows  of  any  kind,  or  the  exhibition  of 
any  natural  or  artificial  curiosites,  caravans,  circuses 
or  theatrical  performances,  under  the  ordinance  of  said 
village. 

To  restrain  and  prohibit  all  description  of  gaming  Gaming, 
and  fraudulent  devices  and  practices,  and  all  playing 
of  cards,  dice  or  other  games  of  chance,  for  the  pur- 
pose of  gaming  in  said  village., 

To  prevent  any  riots,  noise,  disturbance  or  disorderly  'Biota,  &c 
assemblages,  suppress  and  restrain  disorderly  houses, 
or  houses  of  ill-fame,  shows  and  exhibitions. 

To  direct  the  location  of  all  slaughter-houses  and  IJj^*"" 
marketa  °***' 

To  prevent  the  incumbrance  of  the  streets,  side-  SSS^'*^ 
walks,  alleys,  highways  or  public  grounds  with  car- 
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riages,  carts,  wagons,  sleighs,  boxes,  lumber,  fire  wood, 
or  other  materials,  or  substances  whatever. 

To  prevent  horse-racing,  immoderate  riding  or  driv- 
ing in  the  streets,  and  to  regulate  the  places  of  bathing 
and  swimming  in  any  water  within  the  limits  of  said 
corporation. 

To  restrain  the  running  at  large  of  cattle,  swine, 
sheep,  horses  and  other  animals,  and  to  authorize 
the  distraining  and  sale  of  the  same,  and  to  impose  a 
fine  not' exceeding  five  dollars  for  every  such  animal 
found  going  at  large  in  violation  of  the  laws  of  the 
village. 

To  prevent  the  running  at  large  of  dogs,  and  to  au- 
thorize the  destruction  of  the  same  in  a  summary  man- 
ner, whenever  at  large  contrary  to  the  ordinances,  or 
to  impose  a  tax  on  the  same. 

To  prevent  any  person  from  bringing,  depositing 
or  having  within  said  village  any  putrid  carcass  or 
other  unwholesome  substance,  and  to  require  the  re- 
moval of  the  same  by  any  person  who  may  have  upon 
his  premises  any  such  substance,  or  any  putrid  or  un- 
wholesome beef,  pork,  fish,  hides  or  skins  of  any  kind, 
and  in  default  to  authorize  the  removal  thereof  by  some 
competent  officer  or  person,  to  be  determined  by  the 
trustees. 

To  establish  and  regulate  boards  of  health,  to  pro- 
vide hospitals  and  cemetery  grounds,  to  regulate  the 
burial  of  the  dead  and  the  return  of  the  bills  of  mor- 
tality, to  exempt  burial  grounds  set  apart  for  that  use 
from  taxation. 

To  provide  for  the  security  and  protection  of 
bridges. 

To  prevent  all  persons  from  riding  or  driving  any 
horse,  ox,  mule,  cattle  or  other  animal  on  the  side 
walks,  or  in  any  way  obstructing  or  doing  any  damage 
to  such  side  walks. 

To  restrain  drunkards,  immoderate  drinking  or  ob- 
scenity in  the  streets  of  paid  village,  and  to  provide 
for  the  arresting,  removing  and  punishing  any  person 
or  persons  who  may  be  guilty  of  the  sama  And  for 
that  purpose  the  president  and  trustees  shall  have 
power  to  erect  and  establish  at  any  place  within  the 
bounds  of  the  corporation,  a  building  to  be  known  as 
a  watch-house,  the  cost  of  the  same  not  to  exceed  one 
hundred  dollars.     The  cost  of  said  building  shall  be 
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assessed  and  collected  on  the  taxable  property  in  said 
corporation  of  said  village  of  Delavan,  in  tbe  same 
manner  as  the  corporation  tax  is  now  assessed  and 
levied  by  said  president  and  board  of  trustees  in 
which  said  building  is  situated.  The  marshal,  presi- 
dent and  board  of  trustees,  or  either  of  them,  or  any 
constable  or  justice  of  the  peace  residing  in  said  corpo- 
ration, shall  have  power  to  confine  any  drunkard  or  ob- 
scene person  or  persons  or  any  person  guilty  of  noisy 
or  disorderly  conduct  in  the  streets  of  said  village, 
not  exceeding  forty  eight  hours,  and  until  such  reason- 
able time  as  said  person  or  persons  so  arrested  can  be 
brought  before  a  justice  of  the  peace  or  the  president 
of  said  corporation,  to  be  tried  for  the  offense  for 
which  he  or  they  are  so  arrested  ;  and  the  expense  of 
confining  and  maintaining  the  person  or  persons  so 
arrested,  shall  be  assessdjupon  the  taxable  property 
in  said  corporation,  and  collected  in  the  same  manner 
as  the  general  corporation  tax  is  now  levied  and  col- 
lected. 

To  protect  the  trees  and  monuments  of  said  village.  'i'^^*<^- 
To  fill  any  vacancy  that  may  occur  in  the  ofiBce  of  vacancies, 
marahal,  treasurer,  assessor  or  street  commissoner. 

To  appoint  and  remove  at  pleasure  any  of  the  fol-  o£S^.^^® 
lowing  officers,  to-wit :  One  chief  engineer  of  the  fire- 
department,  two  fire-wardens,  and  as  many  assistant 
wardens  as  such  trustees  may  from  time  to  time  deem 
necessary,  one  surveyor,  who  shall  be  a  practical  en- 

fineer,  one  sealer  of  weights  and  measures,  sextons  and 
:eeper  of  burial  grounds,  and  one  pound-keeper,  and

give  to  the  contractor  a  certificate,  stating  therein  the 
amount  due  such  person  for  the  work,  whatever  it

the  next  annual  assessment  of  taxes  for  the  corpora- 
tion, the  same  shall  be  equally  assessed  upon  said  lot 
or  lots  of  land,  respectively,  and  collected  as  other 
taxes,  for  the  use  and  benefit  of  the  holders  of  such 
certificates ;  and  if  such  notice  shall  have  been  given 
to  do  the  work  as  herein  directed,  no  informality  or 
error  in  any  of  the  proceedings  or  assessments  shall 
vitiate  or  make  void  such  tax :  provided^  when  the 
general  interest  of  the  corporation  requires  deep  cut- 
ting or  extraordinary  filling,  and  the  owners  of  such

Section  1.  Theodore  Hartung,  B.  Thorp,  A.  L. 
Monroe,  James  A.  Mallory,  Riley  P.  Carey,  Louis 
Hellburgh,  Frederick  Irian,  George  Brown  and  Thom- 
as Tobin  are  hereby  appointed  commissioners,  under 
the  direction  of  a  majority  of  whom  subscriptions 
may  be  recived  to  the  capital  stock  of  the  Milwaukee 
and  Brookfield  macadamized  turnpike  road  company, 
hereby  incorporated,  and  they  may  cause  books  to  be 
opened  at  such  times  and  places  as  they  shall  direct, 
for  the  purpose  of  receiving  subscriptions  to  the  capi- 
tal stock  of  said  company,  first  giving  thirty  days' 
notice  of  the  times  and  places  of  taking  such  subscrip- 
tions, by  publishing  the  same  weekly  in  one  or  more 
newspapers  published  in  the  city  of  Milwaukee.

and  oy  that  name  shall  have  all  the  privileges,  fran- 
chises and  immunities  incident  to  a  corporation,  to  wit: 
they  shall  be  capable  in  law  of  purchasing,  holding, 
leasing  and  conveying  estate,  either  real  or  personal, 
or  mixed,  and  in  their  corporate  name  may  sue  and  be 
sued,  may  have  a  common  seal,  which  they  may  alter 
or  renew  at  pleasure^  and,  generally,  may  do  all  and 
singular  the  matters  and  things  which  they  are  au- 
thorized by  law  to  do  for  the  interest  and  well-being  of 
said  company. 

SBonoN  3.  The  said  commissioners,  or  a  majority  SSST^'**'

May  build  Skotion  1.    Nathaniel '  Martin,  his  associates  and 

^^  ^'  assigns,  are  hereby  authorized  to  build  and  maintain 

and  complete,  if  already  commenced,  a  bridge  across 
the  Pecatonica  river,  in  Green  county,  on  fractions 
seven  and  six,  section  thirty-two,  town  one,  range  six 
west  of  the  fourth  principal  meridian. 

How  to  be  built  Secttion  2.  Said  bridge  shall  not  be  less  than 
twelve  feet  in  width  in  the  clear,  and  shall  be  so  con- 
structed as  to  permit  of  the  passage  of  all  rafts,  barges, 
boats  or  other  craft  ascending  or  descending  said  river, 
without  delay ;  and  the  said  Nathaniel  Martin  and  his 
associates  shall  be  liable  to  any  person  delayed  there- 
by, in  the  navigation  of  said  river. 

Tolls.  Section  8.     The  said  Martin  and  his  associates  shall 

have  power,  after  the  completion  of  said  bridge,  to  de- 
mand and  collect  tolls  for  passing  over  said  bridge,  as 
follows:  For  any  vehicle  drawn  by  two  horses, 
mules  or  oxen,  twenty  cents ;  for  each  additional  mule, 
horse  or  ox,  ten  cents ;  for  any  vehicle  drawn  by  one 
horse,  fifteen  cents ;  for  a  single  horse,  ten  cents ;  for 
horses  and  cattle  in  droves,  five  cents  each ;  for  hogs 
and  sheep  in  droves,  one  cent  each. 

To  be  posted.        SECTION  4.    Said  Martin  and  his  associates  shall 
keep  posted  up  conspicuously  on  or  near  said  bridge, 
the  rates  of  toll  prescribed  by  this  act 
Approved  March  21, 1867.

AN  ACT  to  extend  the  time  for  the  collection  of  taxes  in  the  town 
of  Cross  Plains,  in  the  county  of  Dane,  state  of  Wisconsin. 

The  people  of  the  state  of  Wisconsin,  represented  in  senate 
and  assembly^  do  enact  as  follows: 

Section  1.    The  time  for  the  collection  of  taxes  in  Extended  to 
the  town  of  Oross  Plains,  in  the  county  of  Dane,  and  ^^^' 
state  of  "Wisconsin,  is  hereby  extended  to  the  first  of 
April,  1867 :  provided,  that  the  town  treasurer  of  said 
town  shall  collect  and  pay  over  the  state  tax  assessed 
in  paid  town  as  is  now  required  by  law. 

Section  2.  The  town  treasurer  of  said  town  shall  ^21?*^^^ 
have  the  same  power  and  authority  to  proceed  in  the  "*'* 
collection  of  taxes  mentioned  in  the  assessment-roll 
and  warrant  of  said  town,  after  as  before  such  exten-

the  board  of  trustees  of  the  Northwestern  University, 
at  Watertown,  Wisconsin ;  and  by  that  name  to  re- 
main in  perpetaal  succession,  with  full  power  to  sue 
and  be  sued,  plead  and  be  impleaded ;  to  acquire,  hold 
and  convey  property,  real  and  personal ;  to  have  and 
use  a  common  seal ;  that  all  lands  owned,  used  and 
occupied  by  said  corporation  for  the  convenience  of 
its  buildings  and  enlarging  the  same,  not  exceeding 
forty  acres,  the  library,  cabinet,  apparatus  and  books 
emploved  in  the  conducting  of  said  university,  togeth- 
er with  all  endowment  funds  which  they  may  have, 
hold  or  receive,  shall  be  exempt  from  taxation. 

SEcnoN  2.  The  said  trustees  shall  annually  elect 
a  chairman,  secretary  and  treasurer  from  among  their 
number,  and  shall  assign  to  them  their  respective  busi- 
ness and  duties. 

Section  3.  The  trustees  shall  [have]  power  to  ap- 
point a  president  of  the  college,  and  professors,  tutors, 
and  instructors,  to  have  the  immediate  care  and  gov- 
ernment of  the  students  who  shall  be  sent  to  and  ad- 
mitted into  the  said  college  for  instruction  and  educa- 
tion, according  to  such  ordinances,  rules  and  regula- 
tions as  shall  be  made  by  the  said  trustees,  and  also 
to  appoint  and  employ  all  other  needful  officers  and 
ministera,  and  assign  to  them  their  respective  business 
and  duties ;  and  also  from  time  to  time  to  make  such 
ordinances,  rules  and  regulations  for  the  management 
and  disposition  of  the  lands  and  other  real  estate,  and 
of  the  chattels  and  moneys  and  other  property  at  any 
time  held  or  possessed  bV  them,  the  said  trustees,  for 
the  use  of  the  said  college,  and  for  the  more  orderly 
and  conveniently  performing  and  executing  their 
trusts  and  authorities  hereby  granted  and  committed 
to  them,  as  they,  the  said  trustees,  shall  deem  most  fit 
and  beneficial ;  and  also  to  make  all  such  ordinances 
rules  and  orders  directing  and  appointing  what  books 
shall  be  publicly  read  and  taught  in  said  college,  and 
for  the  better  government  of  said  college,  and  of  the 
president,  professors  and  students  thereof,  as  they,  the 
said  trustees,  think  best  for  the  general  good  of  the 
same :  provided^  that  no  such  ordinance,  rule  or  regu- 
lation shall  be  repugnant  to  the  laws  of  the  state,  or 
the  laws  of  the  United  States,  neither  shall  anjr  of 
them  exclude  any  person  of  any  religious  denomina- 
tion whatsoever  from  equal  liberty  and  advantage  of 
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education,  or  from  any  of  the  degrees,  liberties,  privi- 
leges, benefits  or  immunities  of  the  said  college,  on 
account  of  his  particular  tenets  in  religion;  arid  pro- 
vided^ that  no  such  ordinance,  rule  or  regulation  shall 
have  validity  except  as  they  are  made  by  a  major  part 
of  the  said  trustees  regularly  convened. 

Section  4.  That  the  said  trustees  may,  by  theJ><«»M- 
president  of  said  college  or  any  other  person  by  them 
authorized  and  appointed,  give  and  grant  any  such  de- 
gree and  degree^  to  all  such  persons  thought  by  them 
worthy  thereof,  as  are  known  to  and  usually  granted 
by  any  university  or  college  in  Europe  or  in  the 
IJnitea  States;  that  the  said  .trustees  may  and  shall  Seal  directed, 
have  a  common  seal,  under  which  they  shall  and  may 
pass  all  gyants,  diplomas  and  all  other  writings  what- 
soever, requisite  or  convenient  to  pass  under  such 
seal,  and  which  shall  be  engraved  in  such  form  and 
with  such  device  and  inscription  as  shall  be  agreed  on 
by  the  said  trustees,  and  to  alter  the  same  at  their 
pleasure,  and  to  have  such  general  powers  not  herein 
specified,  and  not  inconsistent  with  the  letter  and  spir- 
it of  this  act,  as  are  granted  to  corporations  under  the 
name  of  general  provisions  in  chapter  seventy-eight  of 
the  revised  statutes  of  the  state. 

Section  5.     The  persons  named  in  the  first  section  First  board  of 
of  this  act  shall  constitute  the  board  of  trustees  of  said  ^™"*®*'- 
corporation,  until  their  successors  are  respectively  ap- 
pointed and  qualified  as  hereinaller  provided. 

Section  6.  That  subsequently  the  board  of  trustees  snbeequent 
shall  be  composed  and  chosen  as  follows :  1st  Of  the  ^°**^* 
persons  named  as  such  trusteess  in  the  first  section  of 
this  act.  2d.  The  German  Evangelical  Lutheran 
synod  of  Wisconsin,  under  whose  patronage  said  col- 
lege is  founded,  shall  ^t  every  annual  convention  elect 
by  ballot  persons  to  the  number  of  one-third  of  the 
board,  who  shall  be  elected  for  the  term  of  three 
years:  provided^  always^  that  they  hold  office  until 
their  successors  are  duly  elected  and  appointed.  Sd, 
As  soon  as  found  desirable  by  said  synod,  the  num- 
ber of  persons  in  the  board  of  trustees  may  be  in- 
creased :  provided^  that  at  each  time  of  making  such 
increase,  the  additional  number  of  trustees  elected  is 
divieible  by  three,  and  one-third  is  elected  for  the 
term  of  three,  two  and  one  years,  respectively,  as 
shall  be  determined  by  ballot  at  the  time  of  their 
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election.  4th.  The  said  synod  shall  have  power  to  al- 
low other  Lutheran  synods,  of  adjacent  states,  to  join 
with  it  in  the  patronage  of  said  college,  and  to  allow 
such  synods  to  elect  a  specified  number  of  trustees : 
provided^  always,  that  the  majority  of  trustees  shall  be 
elected  by  the  said  synod  of  Wisconsin  ;  and  provided, 
that  the  whole  number  of  trustees  shall  never  exceed 
twenty-four. 

Section  7.  Said  corporation  hereby  created  may, 
by  its  board  of  trustees,  adopt  a  constitution  and  malce 
all  by-laws  which  shall  not  conflict  with  the  constitu- 
tion and  laws  of  this  state  and  the  United  States,  nor 
with  any  provisions  in  this  act 

Section  8.  Said  corporation  shall  have  power  to 
carry  on  and  conduct  such  preparatory  department 
connected  with  said  college,  as  shall  to  them;  the  said 
board  of  trustees,  seem  best  to  promote  the  interest  of 
said  college  and  the  interest  of  general  education. 

Section  9.  That  there  shall  be  two  meetings  of 
the  said  trustees  in  each  year,  as  the  said  trustees  shall 
by  ordinance,  to  be  by  them  from  time  to  time  made 
in  that  behalf,  appoint,  to  be  denominated,  stated 
meetings.  When  any  special  meeting  of  the  said 
trustees  shall  be  deemed  necessary  by  the  chairman 
of  said  board,  or  he  be  by  three  or  more  of  the  trustees 
applied  to  for  that  purpose,  he  shall  appoint  a  time 
for  such  special  meeting,  and  cause  due  notice  thereof 
to  be  given  to  all  the  members  of  the  board,  through 
their  secretary ;  and  at  such  meeting  such  chairman, 
before  entering  on  any  business,  shall  certify  such 
notification  to  the  trustees  there  met,  and  a  major 
part  of  the  entire  board  of  trustees  shall  always  be 
requisite  to  constitute  a  quorum  for  the  transaction  of 
any  lawful  business. 

Section  10.  This  act  shall  take  eflfect  and  be  in 
force  from  and  after  its  passage.

AN  ACT  to  amend  chapter  240  of  the  private  and  local  laws  of 
1866,  entitled  *^an  act  to  revise  and  amend  the  act  entitled  'an 
act  to  incorporate  the  village  of  Manitowoc,  in  the  county  of 
Monitowoc/  approved  March  6th,  1851,  and  the  several  acts 
amendatory  thereof.'' 

The  people  of  the  state  of  Wisconsin,  represented  in  senate 
and  assembly,  do  enact  as  follows: 

Section  1.  Section  five  of  said  act  is  hereby  ^«^*^^°''«*'»- 
amended,  by  striking  out  the  words  *'  and  one  treas- 
urer," and  the  words  "  one  treasurer,"  where  they  oc- 
cur in  said  section,  so  that  when  so  amended  it  will 
read  as  follows:  ".Section  5.  The  elective  officers  of 
said  village  shall  be  one  president,  three  trustees  for 
each  ward,  who  shall  be  actual  residents  in  the  ward 
for  which  they  shall  be  elected,  to  be  elected  by  the 
qualified  voters  of  said  village  at  thQ  annual  election  >• 
inerein  to  be  held  in  each  ward  of  said  village,  on 
the  first  Tuesday  of  April,  in  each  year,  and  they 
shall  hold  their  respective  offices  for  one  year,  and 
until  their  successors  shall  be  chosen  and  qualified ; 
and  at  such  election  the  electors  in  their  respective 
wards  shall  vote  for  one  president  and  three  trustees 
in  the  ward  in  which  they  may  vote :  provided,  that 
no  notice  shall  be  required  of  the  first  election  held 
afker  the  passage  of  this  act" 

Section  2.  Section  nine  of  said  act  is  hereby  Appoinuve 
amended,  by  striking  out  the  words  **  one  assessor  for  ^  °^"' 
the  whole  village,"  where  they  occur  in  said  section, 
so  that  when  so  amended  it  will  read  as  follows : 
"  Section  9.  The  board  of  tru3tees  shall  have  power 
to  appoint  and  at  their  pleasure  to  remove  the  follow- 
ing officers,  to-wit:  One  marshal,  one  clerk,  one  chief- 
engineer  of  the  fire  department,  one  harbor  master, 
one  bridge-tender  for  each  draw-bridge,  one  surveyor, 
not  to  exceed  two  street  commissioners  in  each  ward, 
to  be  appointed  only  on  the  recommendation  of  a  ma- 
jority of  the  trustees  of  the  ward  for  which  such  com- 
missioners shall  be  appointed,  one  or  more  fire-wardens 
for  each  ward,  one  sealer  of  weights  and  measures,  and 
one  or  more  sextons  and  keepers  of  cemet^jgjj^^  (^i^^OOQle 
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burial  grounds,  and  such  other  officers  as  the  good 
order  and  government  of  the  village  may  require,  and 
by  ordinance  or  by-laws  prescribe  their  duties  and  fix 
their  compensations  under  the'  provisions  of  this  act, 
and  to  impose  and  enforce  in  law  such  penalties  as  to 
the  said  board  of  trustees  may  seem  proper  for  any 
malfeasance  or  improper  conSuct  of  any  of  said  of- 
ficers, and  to  require  bonds  for  the  faithful  perform- 
ance of  the  duties  of  such  of  them  as  may  be  deemed 
expedient  and  necessary,  in  cases  where  such  bonds 
are  not  specially  required  by  this  act :  provided^  that 
whenever  by  an  ordinance  of  the  village  the  members 
of  the  fire  department  are  authorized  to  elect  their 
chief-engineer,  the  board  of  trustees  shall  not  fill  that 
office  by  appointment,  but  they  shall  have  power  never- 
theless to  remove  such  chief-engineer." 

Section  3.  Section  ten  of  said  act  is  hereby  amend- 
ed by  striking  out  the  words  "an  assessor"  where 
they  occur  in  said  section,  so  that  when  so  amended 
it  will  read  as  follows:  ** Section  10.  Within  ten 
days  after  the  board  of  trustees  shall  have  determined 
who  were  elected  to  office  at  the  annual  elections  of 
said  village,  they  shall  by  ballot  appoint  a  marehal 
and  a  clerk,  who  shall  hold  their  respective  offices  for 
one  year,  unless  the  same  shall  sooner  become  vacant, 
and  until  their  successors  shall  be  appointed  and  qual- 
ified " 

Section  4.  The  person  who  shall  hereafter  be  an- 
nually elected  treasurer  of  the  town  of  Manitowoc,  in 
said  county,  shall  and  hereby  is  declared  to  be  ea:  o^Jdb 
treasurer  of  said  village,  possessing  all  the  powers  and 
subject  to  all  the  duties  and  liabilities  conferred  or 
imposed  by  this  act  and  the  act  of  which  this  is 
amendatory,  or  by  law. 
Levy  of  taxes.  SECTION  5.  When  the  assessment  roll  of  the  said 
town  of  Manitowoc  shall  be  completed  annually,  the

scription and  valuation  of  taxable  property  within  the 
limits  of  said  village,  the  amount  of  tax  charged  upon 
such  property  and  to  each  person,  respectively. 
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SEC?noN  6.  All  the  taxes  levied  by  the  said  presi-  SST^iSmp. 
dent  and  trustees,  shall  be  levied  and  colJected  in  the  tionofianog, 
same  manner  as  taxes  are  levied  and  collected  in  said 
town  for  town  and  county  purposes,  and  when  so  col- 
lected shall  be  paid  over  to  the  treasurer  of  said  cor- 
poration ;  and  the  said  annual  tax  shall  be  placed  on 
the  tax-roll  of  said  town  in  a  separate  column,  and 
the  delinquent  list  shall  be  returned  to  the  said  town 
treasurer,  and  shall  be  by  him  credited  to  the  treasurer 
of  said  village  corporation,  and  returned  to  the  county 
treasurer.  If  any  person  claiming  the  title  to  or  in- 
terest in  any  lots  or  parcels  of  land  heretofore  sold  for 
taxes,  and  described  in  the  certificate  of  sale  issued  by 
the  treasurer  on  such  sale,  shall  not  within  three  years 
from  the  date  thereof  pay  to  the  county  treasurer,  for 
the  use  of  the  holder  of  such  tax-certificate,  his  heirs 
or  assigns,  the  sum  mentioned  in  such  certificate,  to- 
gether with  the  interest  thereon,  at  the  rate  of  twenty- 
five  per  centum,  the  clerk  of  the  board  of  councy  su- 
pervisors shall  execute  to  such  person,  his  heirs  or  as- 
signs, a  conveyance  of  such  lot  or  parcel  of  land,  in 
the  same  manner  and  with  like  effect  as  is  or  may  be 
provided  by  law  for  the  conveyance  of  land  sold  for 
the  non-payment  of  county  taxes.  The  said  village 
treasurer  shall  receive  as  a  compensation  for  his  ser- 
vices as  such  treasurer,  one  and  one  quarter  per  cent. 
on  all  moneys  collected  and  received  by  him  belong- 
ing to  said  village,  and  the  same  per  centum  on  all 
such  moneys  as  shall  be  paid  out  by  him  pursuant  to  the 
provisions  of  this  act,  and  of  the  act  of  which  this  is 
amendatory. 

Section  7.  The  treasurer  of  said  village  shall  pay  SSS"'"'' 
over  to  the  county  treasurer  all  the  redemption  mon- 
eys in  his  hands  paid  on  outstanding  certificates  of 
sale  heretofore  issued  by  the  treasurer  of  said  village, 
and  the  same  shall  be  paid  over  to  the  person,  party  . 
or  corporation  entitled  to  receive  the  same,  on  the  or- 
der drawn  upon  the  county  treasurer  by  the  clerk  of 
the  board  of  supervisors  of  said  county,  in  the  same 
manner  as  is  or  may  be  provided  •by  law  in  other 
cases. 

Section  8.     Before  the  first  day  of  June  next,  the  JJS^f  ^nd?; 
president  and  trustees  of  said  village  shall  cause  to  be  &c. 
made  out  and  certified  by  their  clerk,  a  full  and  accu- 
rate list  of  all  the  lots  or  parcels  of  land  on  which  any  ^^^t^ 
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taxes  shall  remain  due,  with  the  dates  and  amounts  of 
such  taxes  set  opposite  the  proper  description,  and  de- 
liver the  same  to  the  clerk  of  tne  board  of  supervisors 
of  said  county,  to  be  kept  by  him  in  his  office ;  and 
the  said  president  and  trustees  may  compromise  with 
the  owner  or  person  interested  in  any  lot  or  parcel  of 
land  sold  for  taxes,  and  with  other  persons  for  the 
cancellation  of  any  certificate  of  sale  of  such  lot  or 
parcel  of  land  held  by  the  said  village,  in  like  manner 
as  the  supervisors  of  said  county  are  or  may  by  law  be 
authorized  to  compromise  for  the  cancellation  of  cer-  - 
tificates  of  sales  of  lands  held  by  the  countv. 
Repealed.  SECTION  9.    Sections  twenty-eight,  forty -three,  forty-

Section  2.  The  tax  aforesaid  shall  be  levied  and  S2f  *?!'''''' 
collected  the  same  and  at  the  same  time  that  the  next 
county,  state  and  town  taxes  are  levied  and  collected 
in  the  county  of  Sauk,  and  when  collected  by  the  town 
treasurers,  shall  be  paid  to  the  county  treasurer  with- 
out unnecessary  delay,  and  shall  be  drawn  out  of  the 
hands  of  the  county  treasurer  upon  the  orders  of  the 
treasurer  of  the  "  Sauk  county  soldiers'  monument  as- 
sociation," as  the  work  progresses 

Section  3.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  county  ^^  °'

Abijah  W.  Foster,  John  U.  MoKie-  ^l^ 
son,  Peter  Martin  and  Thomas  J.  Emerson,  and  their 
associates,  are  hereby  authorized  and  empowered  to 
build  and  maintain  a  bridge  across  Fox  river,  in  Brown 
county,  at  Little  Kaukauna  lock  and  dam,  at  such 
place  as  said  corporators  may  deem  best  and  most  con- 
venient for  the  public:  provided^  the  width  of  the 
draw  and  the  location  of  the  said  bridge  where  it

Eaton,  and 
their  successors  and  associates,  are  hereby  constituted

John  A.  Walker,  Simon  A.  Sherman, 
Alex.  &  McDill,  William  T.  Goodhue,  J&eorge  Mil- 
lard, Mathew  Wadleigh,  George  Barnsdall,  and  such 
other  persons  as  shall  be  hereafter  associated  with 
them  by  complying  with  the  provisions  of  this  act  as 
hereinafter  provided,  and  their  successors  and  assigns, 
are  hereby  created  a  body  corporate  and  politic,  by 
Name  and  pow-  the  name  and  style  of  the  jBig  Plover  river  log-driving 
*"'  company ;  and  such  corporation  shall  have  perpetuiu 
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saocessioD,  and  shall  have  and  enjoy  all  the  privi- 
legeS)  franchises  and  immunities  incident  to  a  cor- 
poration, and  shall  be  capable  in  law  of  suing  and 
bein^  sued,  pleading  and  being  impleaded,  prosecute 
and  defend,  answer  and  be  answered,  in  any  court  of 
record  or  elsewhere ;  and  to  purchase  and  hold  any 
estate,  real  or  ])ersonaI,  and  the  same  to  grant,  sell,

times  to  the  inspection  of  the  loggers  and  log-owners 
on  said  river,  aud  shall  remain  in  the  possession  of  and 
be  the  property  of  the  said  company;  and  the  accounts

The  said  company  shall  demand,  collect, 
and  receive,  and  are  hereby  authorized  by  law  to  de- 
mand, collect  and  receive,  all  the  expenses  incurred 
on  said  drive  and  incident  thereto,  the  same  to  be  de-

time  to  time  hereafter  by  the  by-laws  and  regulations 
of  said  company.  The  aforesaid  charges  for  driving, 
sorting  and  delivering  logs,  timber  and  lumber  shall 
be  deemed  due  said  company  when  the  logs,  timber 
and  lumber  as  aforesaid  shall  have  been  delivered  to 
the  owner  or  owners  thereof,  or  the  person  having 
the  same  in  charge,  or  shall  have  arrived  at  the  lower 
boom  on  said  river,  when  the  owner  or  owners  of  the 
same  may  intend  to  run  said  logs  or  timber  below  the 
mouth  of  said  river;  and  the  said  company  shall  have 
a  complete  lien  and  special  property  in  all  said  logs, 
timber  and  lumber  delivered  as  aforesaid,  for  all  charges

conspicuous  places  in  the  town  where  such  sale  will 
take  place,  a  like  number  of  days  before  the  day  fixed 
for  said  sale ;  and  provided  also^  that  no  greater  number 
or  amount  of  logs,  timber  or  lumber,  or  other  logs, 
timber  or  lumber  belonging  to  any  person  or  company 
as  aforesaid  driven,  shall  be  sold  at  such  time  and 
place  than  will  be  sufficient  to  pay  all  demands  and 
charges  of  whatever  nature  that  may  have  accrued  or 
become  due  as  aforesaid,  together  with  the  costs  of 
advertising  and  sale,  said  costs  to  be  computed  and 
charged  the  same  as  constables'  fees  and  costs  for  like 
services ;  and  if  said  logs  or  timber  shall  be  sawed  into 
lumber  by  any  mill,  and  the  charges  on  said  logs  for 
driving  as  aforesaid  shall  not  have  been  paid,  the  said 
company  shall  have  power  and  are  hereby  authorized 
to  sell  said  lumber  made  from  said  logs,  in  the  same 
manner  and  under  the  same  restrictions  as  they  are  au- 
thorized to  sell  the  logs  and  timber  aforesaid. 

Section  10.  All  logs  having  no  mark  or  marks,  Prf2«io««- 
being  known  as  prize  logs  coming  within  the  limits  of 
the  said  company,  shall  be  collected  by  said  company, 
and  sold  at  any  time  at  public  auction,  by  giving  ten 
days'  public  notice  of  the  time  and  place  of  such  sale, 
by  a  written  or  printed  notice  postea  up  in  a  conspic- 
uous place  at  the  mill  or  mills  of  each  person  who  are 
members  of  said  company  at  the  time  of  such  sale, 
and  the  proceeds  thereof,  after  deducting  the  driving 
and  other  expenses  incident  thereto,  shall  be  placed  in 
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the  general  fund  of  said  company,  to  be  used  in  the 
improvement  of  said  river,  as  specified  in  section  five 
of  this  act,  or  used  in  such  other  manner  as  a  majori- 
ty of  the  board  of  directors  may  determine. 

Section  11.  This  act  shall  ta'ke  effect  and  be  in  force 
from  and  after  its  passage.

Section  16.  Should  there  be  a  failure  by  the  peo- 
ple to  elect  any  oflScer  herein  required  to  be  elected, 
on  the  day  designated,  the  common  council  may  or- 
der a  new  election  to  be  held,  ten  days'  notice  of  the 
time  and  place  of  holding  the  election  being  first 
given. 

Section  17.    The  first  election  of  officers  under  the

CHAPTER  III. 


OFFICERS — THEIR  POWERS  AND  DUTIBa 


Oaths  and 
bonds  of  of- 
fioerB. 


Section  1.  Every  person  elected  or  appointed  to 
any  office  under  the  provisions  of  this  act,  except  jus- 
tices of  the  peace,  shall,  before  he  enters  upon  the  du- 
ties of  his  office,  take  and  subscribe  an  oath  of  office 
and  file  the  same,  duly  certified  by  the  officer  taking 
the  same,  with  the  clerk  of  the  city ;  and  the  treasur- 
er, clerk,  marshal,  constable,  and  such  other  officers  as 
the  common  council  may  direct,  shall  severally,  be- 
fore they  enter  upon  the  duties  of  their  respective  of- 
fices, execute  to  the  city  of  Green  Bay  a  bond,  with 
at  least  two  sureties,  who  shall  swear  that  they  are 
worth  in  the  aggregate  the  penalty  specified  in  said 
bond,  over  ana  above  all  debts,  exemptions  and  lia- 
bilities, and  said  bonds  shall  contain  such  penal  sum 
and  such  conditions  as  the  common  council  may  deem 
proper ;  and  they  may,  from  time  to  time,  require  new 
additional  bonds,  and  remove  from  office  any  offi- 
cer refusing  or  neglecting  to  give  the  same. 
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Sbotion  2,  The  mayor  shall  when  present  preside  JSSenMSdu- 
ovor  the  meetings  of  tae  common  council,  and  take  ««• 
care  that  the  laws  of  the  state  and  the  ordinances  of 
the  city  are  duly  observed  and  enforced,  and  that  all 
other  executive  officers  of  the  city  discharge  their  re- 
spective duties.  He  shall  from  time  to  time  give  the 
common  council  such  information  and  recommend 
such  measures  as  he  may  deem  advantageous  to  the 
city.  The  mayor  shall  be  chief  executive  officer  and 
head  of  the  police  of  the  city,  and  in  case  of  a  riot  or 
other  disturbance,  or  apparent  necessity,  he  may  ap« 
point  as  many  special  or  temporary  constables  as  he 
may  deem  necessary.  The  mayor  shall  have  a  vote 
only  in  case  of  tie.  The  mayor  shall  have  power  to 
veto  any  ordinance  or  resolution  passed  by  the  com- 
mon council,  by  notifying  the  common  council  of  his 
objections  thereto,  at  any  time  within  seven  days  after 
the  passage  of  such  ordinance  or  resolution,  in  case 
of  no  session  of  the  council  on  any  day  after  the  pass- 
age of  the  same  and  before  the  expiration  of  the  said 
seven  days,  such  notification  shall  be  made  by  filing 
with  the  city  clerk  a  copy  of  his  objections ;  and  in 
case  the  council  shall  not,  within  one  week  after  re- 
ceipt of  such  objection,  or  such  filing  with  the  clerk, 
le-enact  such  ordinance,  or  pass  such  resolution  by  the 
votes  of  two-thirds  of  the  aldermen  elect,  the  same 
shall  be  null  and  void.  No  ordinance  or  resolution 
shall  take  effect  until  one  week  after  the  passage  of 
the  same,  unless  sooner  approved  in  writing  by  the 
mayor  or  acting  mayor  for  the  time  being.

S,  for  any  reason,  to  discharge  the  duties  of  his  office, 
esaid  president  shall  exercise  all  the  powers  and 
discharge  all  the  duties  of  the  mayor,  except  the  sign- 
ing of  city  bonds.  In  case  the  mayor  and  the  president  JSJ*^^*^*^ 
shall  be  absent  at  any  meeting  of  the  common  council, 
they  shall  proceed  to  elect  a  temporary  presiding  officer, 
who  for  the  time  being  shall  discharge  all  the  duties 
of  the  mayor.  The  president  or  temporary  presiding 
officer,  while  presiding  over  the  boara  or  performin^^  ^  GooqIc 
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the  duties  of  mayor,  ehall  be  styled  acting  mayor,  and 
acts  performed  by  them,  or  either  of  them,  shall  have 
the  same  force  and  validity  as  if  performed  by  the 
mayor,  except  the  signing  of  city  bonds ;  and  the  said 
common  council  shall  also  at  theh*  first  meeting  ia 
each  year,  elect  a  clerk  and  a  marshal  for  the  city,  who 
shall  hold  their  respective  ofl&ces  for  the  term  of  one 
year,  and  until  others  are  elected  and  qualified. 

Section  4  The  clerk  shall  keep  the  corporate  seal 
and  all  the  papers  and  records  of  the  city,  and  keep  a 
record  of  the  proceedings  of  the  common  council,  at 
whose  meetings  it  shall  be  his  duty  to  attend ;  and 
copies  of  all  papers  filed  in  his  office,  and  transcripts 
from  the  records  of  the  common  council,  certified  by 
him  to  have  been  compared  by  him  with  the  original, 
and  to  be  a  correct  transcript  therefrom,  under  the  cor- 
porate seal,  shall  be  evidence  in  all  courts  in  like  man- 
ner as  if  the  original  were  produced.  He  shall  draw 
and  countersign  all  orders  on  the  treasury,  in  pursu- 
ance of  any  order  or  resolution  of  the  common  coun- 
cil, and  keep  a  full  and  accurate  account  thereof  in 
books  provided  for  that  purpose.  He  shall  file  in  his 
office  all  chattel  mortgages  presented  to  him  for  that 
purpose,  and  the  renewals  thereof,  and  safely  keep  the 
same,  receiving  therefor  the  same  compensation  as 
clerks  of  towns,  and  all  chattel  mortgages  so  filed  and 
the  renewals  thereof,  shall  be  as  valid  and  legal  as  if 
the  same  had  been  filed  in  the  town  clerk's  office  in 
any  town.  The  clerk  shall  have  power  and  authority 
to  administer  oaths  or  affirmations. 

Section  5.  The  justices  of  the  peace  elected  un- 
der this  act,  shall  have  the  same  jurisdiction  and  per- 
form all  the  duties  of  justices  of  the  peace,  and  shall 
qualify  in  the  same  manner  as  provided  by  the  gene- 
ral laws  of  this  state,  except  that  the  official  bonds  or 
agreements  shall  be  approved  by  a  majority  of  the 
common  council ;  and  in  addition  thereto,  they  shall 
have  jurisdiction  in  all  cases  arising  under  this  act  and 
the  ordinances,  resolutions  and  by-laws  passed  by  said 
city  council,  unless  therein  otherwise  provided.  All 
constables  elected  by  virtue  of  this  act,  shall  have  and 
exercise  the  same  powers  and  duties  and  be  subject  to 
the  same  liabilities  as  constables  of  towns. 

Section  6.  The  treasurer  of  said  city  shall  per- 
form such  duties  and  exercise  such  powers  as  may  be 
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lawfully  required  of  him  by  the  ordinances  of  said 
city  or  the  laws  of  this  state.  All  moneys  raised, 
received,  recovered  or  collected  by  means  of  any  tax, 
license,  penalty,  fine,  forfeiture  or  otherwise,  under 
the  authoritv  of  this  act,  or  which  may  belong  to  the 
said  city,  shall  be  paid  into  the  city  treasury,  and 
shall  not  be  drawn  therefrom  except  by  an  order  issu- 
ed by  order  of  the  common  council,  and  signed  by  the 
mayor  and  countersigned  or  attested  by  the  clerk.  He 
shall  keep  an  accurate  account  of  all  moneys  or  other 
things  coming  into  his  hands  as  treasurer,  in  a  book 
to  be  provided  for  that  purpose,  which  shall  remain 
the  property  of  the  city,  wherein  he  shall  note  the 
time  when  and  the  person  from  whom  the  amount  of  * 
the  several  sums  was  received,  which  books  shall  at 
all  reasonable  times  be  open  to  the  inspection  of  any 
person.  He  shall  every  three  months,  and  as  often  as 
the  common  council  require,  render  to  such  council  a 
minute  account  of  the  receipts  and  expenditures  of 
his  of&ce,  and  at  the  expiration  of  his  office,  he  shall 
hand  over  to  his  successor  all  moneys,  books,  papers 
and  property  in  his  possession  belonging  to  said  city.

The  mayor  or  acting  mayor,  sheriff  p««»o*c«»- 
of  Brown  county,  and  each  and  every  alderman,  jus- 
tice of  the  peace,  marshal,  under  sheriff  and  deputy 
sheriff  of  Brown  county,  constables,  policemen  and 
watchmen,  shall  be  officers  of  the  peace,  and  may

The  commou  council  shall  have  the 
management  and  control  of  the  finances,  except  school 
moneys,  and  of  all  the  other  property  in  the  city,  and 
shall  likewise,  in  addition  to  the  power  herein  vested  in 
them,  have  full  power  and  authority  to  make,  enact, 
ordain,  establish,  publish,  enforce,  alter,  modify, 
amend  and  repeal  all  such  ordinances,  rules,  resolu- 
tions and  by-laws  for  the  government  and  good  order 
of  the  city,  for  the  suppression  of  vice,  for  the  pre- 
vention of  crime,  ana  for  the  benefit  of  the  trade, 
commerce  and  health  thereof,  as  they  shall  deem  ex- 
pedient, declaring  and  imposing  penalties,  and  to  en- 
force the  same  against  any  person  or  persons  who  may 
violate  any  of  the  provisions  of  such  ordinances,  rules 
or  bv-laws ;  and  such  ordinances,  rules  and  by-laws 
are  hereby  declared  to  be  and  have  the  force  of  law : 
provided,  that  they  be  not  repugnant  to  the  constitu- 
tion and  laws  of  the  United  States  or  oL^th^^tate ;

pation of  any  person,  then  the  common  council  shall 
cause  such  notice,  describing  as  near  as  may  be  the 
premises  proposed  to  be  taken,  to  be  published  in  the 
official  paper  or  papers  four  weeks  successively,  at 
least  once  m  each  week.

The  damages  assessed  shall  be  paid 
or  tendered,  or  deposited,  as  herein  required,  within 
one  year  from  the  confirmation  of  such  assessment  and 
report,  and  if  not  so  paid,  tendered  or  deposited,  all 
the  proceedings  in  any  such  case  shall  be  void.

the  same,  or  any  part  thereof,  shall  upon  the  confir- 
mation of  such  report,  respectively,  cease  and  be  abso- 
lutely discharged. 

Section  lyT  When  only  part  of  a  lot  or  tract  of 
land  or  other  premises  so  under  lease  or  other  con- 
tract, shall  be  taken  for  any  of  the  purposes  aforesaid, 
all  the  covenants,  contracts  of  agreements  respecting 
the  same,  upon  the  confirmation  of  such  report,  shall 
be  absolutely  discharged  as  to  the  part  thereof

CHAPTER  VII. 

CITY   IMPROVEMENTS. 

Seotion  1.    The  aldermen  of   the  several  wards  streeto^mifl- 
shall  be  street  commissioners  in  and  for  their  respect-  **o'»«"'  *^- 
ive  wards,  two  of  whom  shall  be  a  quorum,  whose 
meetings  shall  be  held  at  the  ofiice  of  the  city  clerk. 
The  city  clerk  shall  be  clerk  of  the  board  of  commis- 
sioners, and  shall  keep  a  record  of  all  their  acts  and 
doings,  and  shall  keep  and  preserve  all  contracts,  re- 
ceipts and  papers  of  the  board.     The  several  boards  Annual  report 
of  street  commissioners  shall  make  report  in  detail  to 
the  common  council  of  their  acts  and  doings  when  re- 
auired,  and  at  the  expiration  of  each  year,  and  before 
tneir  term  of  office  shall  expire,  shall  submit  all  their 
acts  and  doings,  books,  records,  papers,  accounts,  re- 
ceipts and  vouchers  to  the  common  council  for  final 
settlement  and  adjustment. 

Section  2.  Any  person  deeming  himself  aggrieved  ^^^'^^' 
by  an  act  of  the  board  of  street  commissioners,  may, 
within  ten  days  thereafter,  by  filing  a  written  notice 
with  the  clerk  of  said  city,  appeal  to  the  common 
council,  who  shall  inquire  into,  examine  and  correct 
the  act  or  order  complained  of,  as  shall  seem  jast  and 
proper,  and  the  further  action  of  the  board,  in  this  re- 
spect, shall  be  regulated  accordingly ;  and  if  such  per- 
son shall  deem  himself  aggrieved  by  the  determination 
of  the  common  council  upon  such  appeal,  such  person 
iriay  appeal,  within  ten  aays  thereafter,  to  the  circuit 
court  of  Brown  county,  h\  complying  with  the  pro- 
visions of  section  six  of  chapter  five  (5)  of  this  act. 

Sections.     The  said  street  commissioners  shall ^SSiSS^ 
have  power  to  order  and  contract  for  the  making, 
grading,  repairing  and  cleaning  of  streets,  allejrs,  pub- 
lic grounds,  reservoirs,  gutters,  and  sewers  within  their 
respective  wards,  and  to  direct  and  control  the  persons 
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employed  therein.  Whenever  the  street  commission- 
ers shall  deem  it  necessary  to  construct  or  repair  any 
sidewalk  within  their  waiti,  they  shall  direct  tne  own- 
er or  occupant  of  any  lot  adioining  such  sidewalk  to 
make  or  repair  the  same  at  his  own  proper  cost  and 
charge.  If  such  work  is  not  done  in  the  manner  and 
in  the  time  prescribed,  the  commissioners  shall  caase 
the  same  to  DC  done  at  the  expense  of  the  lot  adjoin- 
ing such  sidewalk.  The  street  commissioners  shall  not 
have  power,  except  as  hereinafter  provided,  to  make 
'  and  grade  in  the  several  wards  of  the  city  any  street, 
alley,  public  grounds,  reservoirs,  gutters  or  sewers,  or 
to  construct  any  sidewalk  in  their  respective  wards, 
unless  the  same  has  been  first  duly  authorized  by  or- 
dinance of  the  common  council  of  said  city :  provided^ 
nothing  herein  shall  be  so  construed  as  to  prohibit 
such  street  commissioners  from  making  or  causing  to 
be  made  all  necessary  repairs  to  any  sidewalk,  street, 
alley,  public  grounds,  reservoirs,  gutters  or  sewers. 
No  special  improvements  shall  be  ordered  by  the  com- 
mon council,  exceeding  in  estimated  cost  the  sum  of 
two  hundred  dollars,  unless  more  than  one-half  of  the 
owners  of  the  land  to  be  taxed  for  such  improvement 
shall  petition  in  writing  for  the  same,  or  'unless  the 
same  shall  be  ordered  by  a  vote  of  two-thirds  of  all 
the  aldermen  elect  If,  however,  the  common  council 
order  any  special  improvement  to  be  made,  or  ^ass 
any  ordinance  or  resolution  requiring  any  special  im- 
provement to  be  done,  the  vote  therefor  of  the  alder- 
men shall  be  taken  by  yeas  and  nays,  and  entered  up- 
on the  journal  of  the  proceedings  of  said  council,  and 
no  special  improvement  shall  be  valid  or  binding  Sin- 
less said  vote  be  so  taken  and  entered  upon  the  jour- 
nal. 
street  improye-  SECTION  4.  Opening,  grading,  working,  graveling, 
SSSSe!^^^  planking  or  paving  streets  and  alleys  to  the  center 
thereof,  shall  be  chargeable  and  payable  by  the  lots 
fronting  on  such  street  or  alleys ;  but  no  street  or  al- 
ley shall  be  graded,  graveled,  planked  or  paved,  ex- 
cept upon  the  petition  of  one-third  of  the  resident 
property-holders  interested  therein,  and  by  a  two-thirds 
vote  of  the  aldermen  elect  Sewers  may  be  ordered 
by  the  street  commissioners,  and  built  at  the  expense 
of  the  lots  or  parcels  of  lots  or  land  benefited  there- 
by, which  shall  be  apportioned  among  said  lots  or  par- 
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eels  of  lots  or  lands  by  the  street  commissioners :  pro- 
vided,  however^  that  where  sewers  are  constructed 
through  alleys,  no  lots  or  parcels  of  lots  shall  be  as- 
sessed therefor,  except  those  situated  in  the  block 
or  blocks  through  which  said  sewers  may  be  con- 
structed ;  and  when  sewers  are  constructea  through 
streets,  no  lots  or  parcels  of  lots  shall  be  assessed 
therefor  except  those  situated  in  the  blocks  fronting  on 
such  streets :  orprovidedj  further^  that  in  all  cases  where 
improvements  or  work  of  any  kind  are  charged  by 
virtue  of  this  section  upon  lota  benefited,  all  such  im- 
provements across  streets,  alleys  and  public  grounds 
shall  be  made  and  paid  for  out  of  the  general  fund  of 
the  city. 

SEcrnoN  6.  Whenever  the  commissioners  shall  de-  SSSf toSL  ""

pers published  in  the  city  of  Green  Bay  K)r  ten  days, 
to  abate  such  nuisance  by  draining  or  filling  such  lots 
within  a  reasonable  time  therein  to  be  specified ;  and 
if  such  nuisance  shall  not  be  abated  or  removed  with- 
in the  time  so  specified,  the  street  commissdoners  BhalV^^^^j^ 
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cause  the  same  to  be  abated  or  removed,  at  the  ex-

Section  7.  After  the  completion  and  performance 
of  any  contract  entered  into  by  the  street  commission- 
ers, for  work  chargeable  to  lots  or  lands  by  virtue  of 
this  act,  they  shall  give  to  the  contractor  or  contrac- 
tors a  certificate,  under  their  hands,  stating  therein  the 
amount  of  work  done  by  such  contractor,  the  nature 
thereof,  and  the  description  of  the  lot  or  parcel  of  land 
upon  which  the  same  is  chargeable,  which  said  certifi- 
cate may  be  transferred  by  indorsement  thereon ;  and 
if  the  amount  thereof  shall  not  be  paid  before  the 
time  of  making  out  the  annual  assessment  roll,  the 
same  shall  be  assessed  upon  the  said  lots  or  parcels  of 
land  respectively,  and  collected  for  the  use-  and  bene- 
fit of  the  holders  of  such  certificate,  as  other  taxes  on 
real  estate  are  collected  by  virtue  of  this  act ;  and  if 
the  notice  to  do  the  work  required  shall  have  been 
given,  as  herein  provided,  no  informality  or  errors  in 
the  proceedings  shall  vitiate  such  assessment :  provided, 
that  in  no  event  where  work  is  ordered  to  be  done  at 
the  expense  of  any  lot  or  parcel  of  land,  shall  either 
the  city  or  any  ward  be  held  responsible  for  the  pay- 
ment thereof.

Section  9.  The  street  commissioners  of  the  seve- 
ral wards  are  hereby  authorized  to  require,  by  such 
general  regulations  as  they  may  choose  to  adopt,  the 
owners  or  occupants  of  the  several  lots  within  their 
respective  wards  to  cleanse  and  repair  the  sidewalks, 
streets  and  alleys,  and  to  emplov  any  person  or  per- 
sons whose  dutv  it  shall  be  to  make  repairs  and  cleanse 
such  streets,  alleys  and  sidewalks  Whenever  such 
regulation  shall  not  have  been  complied  with  at  some 
period  prior  to  the  time  of  the  delivery  of  the  tax- 
list  to  the  treasurer  under  the  charter,  it  shall  be  the 
duty  of  the  street  commissioners  to  make  a  report  to 
the  oitjr  clerk  of  the  amount  of  tax  properly  chargea- 
ble against  such  lot  for  work  done  under  this  section, 
for  any  period  not  exceeding  one  year  prior  to  such, 
report,  specifying  the  amount  in    grosfi^jwid  •sucIl

CHAPTER  IX. 

FIRE  DEPARTMENT. 

Kre  iimitfl.  SECTION  1.     The  common  council,  for  the  purpose 

of  guarding  against  the  calamities  of  fire,  shall  have 
power  to  prescribe  the  limits  within  which  woodea 
Duildings,  or  buildings  of  other  materials  that  shall  not 
be  considered  fire-proof,  shall*  not  be  erected,  placed 
or  repaired,  and  to  direct  that  all  and  every  building 
within  the  limits  prescribed  shall  be  made  and  con- 
structed of  fire- proof  materials,  and  to  prohibit  the  re- 
pairing or  rebuilding  of  wooden  buildings  within  the 
fire-limits,  where  the  same  shall  have  been  damaged 
•    to  the  extent  of  fifty  per  cent  of  the  value  thereof, 
and  to  prescribe  the  manner  of  ascertaining  such  dam- 
age, And  to  prescribe  penalties  for  the  violation  of  any 
resolution  or  ordinance  passed  under  this  section. 
S^^SSS?^         Section  2.     The  common  council  shall  have  power 
gwrowibidMu*"'  to  prevent  the  dangerous  construction  and  condition 
iSs^Ac  of  chimneys,  fire-places,  hearths,  stoves,  stove-pipes, 

ovens,  boilers  and  apparatus  used  in  and  about  any 
building,  and  to  cause  the  same  to  be  removed  or 
placed  in  a  safe  and  secure  condition,  when  considered 
dangerous ;  to  prevent  the  deposit  of  ashes  in  unsafe 
places ;  to  require  the  inhabitants  to  provide  as  many 
fire-buckets,  and  in  such  manner  and  time  as  they  shall 
prescribe,  and  to  regulate  the  use  of  them  in  time  of 
fire  ;  to  regulate  and  prevent  the  carrying  on  of  man- 
ufactures dangerous  m  causing  or  promoting  fire ;  to 
regulate  and  prevent  the  use  of  fireworks  and  firearms  ; 
to  compel  the  owners  and  occupants  of  buildings  to 
have  scuttles  in  the  roof,  and  stairs  or  ladders  leading 
to  the  same ;  to  authorize  the  mayor,  aldermen,  fire- 
wardens and  other  oflioers  of  the  city  to  keep  away  from 
the  vicinity  of  the  fire  all  idle  and  suspected  persons,  and 
to  compel  all  bystanders  to  aidin  the  extinguishment  of 
fires,  and  in  the  preservation  of  property  exposed  to 
danger  thereat,  and  generally,  to  establish  such  regu- 
lations for  the  prevention  and  extinguishment  of  fires 
as  the  common  council  may  deem  expedient,  and  to 
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provide  penalties  for  the  violation  of  any  resolution  or 
ordinance  passed  under  this  section. 

Section  3.  The  cSumon  council  shall  have  full  ^J^^^^. 
power  to  purchase  fire-engines  and  other  fire  appara- 
tus, and  to  authorize  the  formation  of  fire-engine,  nook 
and  ladder  and  hose  companies,  and  to  provide  for  the 
due  and  proper  support  and  regulation  of  the  same, 
and  to  order  such  companies  to  be  disbanded,  and 
their  meetings  to  be  prohibited,  and  their  apparatus  to 
be  delivered  up.  Each  company  shall  not  exceed  sev-  ^^^^^p"*^®*- 
enty  able-bodied  men,  between  the  ages  of  eighteen 
and  fifty  years,  and  may  elect  their  own  officers  and 
form  their  own  by-laws,  not  inconsistent  with  the  laws 
of  this  state  or  the  ordinances  or  regulations  of  said 
city,  and  shall  be  formed  only  by  voluntary  enlist- 
menta  Every  member  of  said  company  hereby  au-  ^*®"*p'*°"- 
thorized  to  be  formed,  shall  be  exempt  from  highway- 
work  and  poll-tax,  and  from  serving  on  juries,  and 
from  military  duty,  except  in  case  of  war,  insurrection 
or  invasion,during  the  continuance  of  such  membership; 
and  any  person  having  served  for  the  term  of  ten  years 
in  either  of  such  companies,  shall  be  forever  thereafter 
exempt  from  poll-tax  and  military  duty,  except  as  in 
cases  before  mentioned. 

Section  4.  There  shall  be  a  meeting  of  the  mem-  cwef  engineer, 
bers  of  said  companies  on  the  third  Monday  of  April, 
in  each  year,  at  such  place  as  may  be  designated  by 
the  chief-engineer,  when  they  may  nominate  and  rec- 
ommend to  the  common  council  for  appointment  one 
chief-engineer  and  one  assistant-engineer,  and  one  treas- 
urer, and  the  common  council  shall  thereupon  confirm 
or  reject  said  nominations ;  and  the  persons  so  ap- 
pointed shall  perform  such  duties  as  the  common  coun- 
cil shall  prescribe.  In  case  the  common  council  should 
reject  such  nominees,  the  said  me.mbers  shall,  at  a 
meeting  held  one  week  after  such  rejection,  nominate 
other  persons  to  hold  such  offices,  which  nominations. 
shall  also  be  subject^  to  the  approval  of  said  council. 

Section  5.    The  mayor  shall   appoint  two  fire- ^'^'^  ^'^'"^"^ 
wardens  for  each  ward,  subject  to  the  confirmation  by  ^ 

the  common  council,  who  shall  perform  such  duties  as 
the  common  council  may  prescribe,  and  they  may  at 
any  time  enter  into  any  building,  house,  store  or  barn 
or  inclosure  for  the  purpose  of  inspecting  the  same. 

Section  6.    One-half  of  -the  net  proceeds  of  all  ^^^'    r 
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fines  and  penalties  recovered  and  collected  for  the 
breach  of  any  ordinance,  by-law  or  regulation  made  in

of  inspection,  and  shall  have  a  lien  upon  such  fish  in 
his  possession  for  the  fees  so  advanced  by  him ;  and  it 
shall  be  the  duty  of  every  person  having  such  fish  in 
his  possession  for  the  purpose  of  selling  or  dealing  in 
the  same,  and  of  every  consignee  having  fish  on  con- : 
isignment,  before  the  said  fish  shall  be  sold,  or  in  any- 
wise disposed  of,  to  give  notice  to  the  inspector,  and 
have  such  fish  duly  inspected  and  branded ;  and  for 
this  purpose,  such  person  shall  arrange  the  packages 
in  a  convenient  manner,  and  have  them  in  some  suita- 
ble place.

Every  fish  inspector  appointed  by  vir- 
tue hereof,  shall  keep  a  record  of  the  number  of  pack- 
ages and  sizes,  and  of  the  kinds  and  qualities  of  fish, 
and  for  whom  inspected  by  him  each  year,  and  shall 
make  a  report  of  the  same  to  the  common  council  on 
the  first  day  of  January,  in  each  year.

Sbgtion  6.  The  common  council  may,  at  such  time 
as  they  may  deem  proper,  establish  the  grades  of  all

city  from  ordering  or  causing  to  be  done  the  grading 
of  any  street  within  their  ward  to  a  temporary  grade, 
to  be  established  by  such  commissioners. 

Section  7.  The  said  city  may  have,  purchase  and 
hold  real  and  personal  estate  sufficient^for  the  conve- 
nience of  the  inhabitants  thereof  and  mav  sell  and 
convey  the  same,  and  the  same  while  owned,  occupied 
or  held  by  said  city,  shall  be  exempt  from  taxation* 

Section  8.  Real  estate  exempt  from  taxation  by 
the  laws  of  this  state,  shall  be  subject  to  special  taxa- 
tion, as  other  real  estate  under  this  act 

Section  9.  Every  individual  or  company  of  indi-

All  the  drainage  fund  belonging  to  the 
towns  of  Waupaca,  St  Lawrence,  Union  and  Dupont, 
in  Waupaca  county,  and  all  of  said  fund  that  may  be 
apportioned  to  said  towns  for  three  years  from  the 
passage  of  this  act,  shall  be  set  apart  for  and  used  in 
miproving  the  road  running  from  the  village  of  Wau- 
paca through  said  towns,  to  the  village  of  Shawano. 
comnUBsionen.  Sbotion  2.  Daniel  Churchill,  Lewis  A  Waste  and 
H.  Cleaves  are  hereby  appointed  commissioners  to 
take  charge  of  and  superintend  said  work,  with  the 
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same  power  and  rights  over  ^id  road  that  town 
supennsors  and  district  overseers  have  in  opening 
and  improving  roads  in  their  respective  towns  and  dis- 
tricts. 

Secttign  3.  Said  commissioners  shall  before  enter-  oath  and  bond, 
ing  upon  the  duties  of  their  appointment,  and  within 
three  months  after  the  passage  of  this  act,  take  and 
subscribe  a  regular  and  official  oath  for  the  dischai^e 
of  their  duties,  and  shall  also  execute  a  bond  in  the 
sum  of  five  hundred  ($500)  dollars  to  said  towns, 
which  oath  and  bond  shall  be  in  the  form  used  by 
county  and  town  officers,  the  bond  to  be  approved 
by  the  county  treasurer  of  Waupaca  county,  and  with 
said  oaths  filed  and  kept  by  him  in  his  omce.

Said  commissioners  shall  not  draw  any  SJS.*®^ 
of  said  fund  firom  the  county  treasury,  until  after  the 
work  is  completed  for  which  the  order  may.be  given. 

Sbotion  6.  In  case  of  a  vacancy  in  said,  board  of  Vacancy, 
commissioners  by  death,  resignation,  removal  firom 
said  county,  or  from  refusal  to  act,  or  from  whatever 
cause,  the  county  judge  of  said  county  may  fill  the 
same  by  appointment,  a  copy  of  which  appointment 
shall  be  filed  with  the  official  oath  and  bond  in  the 
office  of  the  county  treasurer  of  said  county,  within

Section  7.  Said  commissioners  shall  be  allowed  OMnpenaaUcn,

iCfljisBue  bonds  SECTION  1.  The  county  of  Sheboygan  is  hereby 
Scwe^hS^tow  authorized  to  issue  its  corporate  bonds,  with  interest 
iBBued.  warrants  or  coupons  attached ;  to  the  amount  of  one 

hundred  and  twenty-eight  thousand  dollars,  each  bond 
to  be  for  one  thousand  two  hundred  and  eighty  dol- 
lars, (which  is  the  amount  of  the  interest  upon  each  of 
the  bonds  of  said  county  issued  under  ana  in  pursu-

applied  to  the  payment  of  the  bonds  upon  which  the

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number  twenty-six,  and  the  east  half  of  section  num- 
ber thirty -five,  in  township  number  two  north,  of  range 
number  seventeen  east,  and  all  being  in  the  town  of 
Geneva,  in  the  county  of  Walworth,  and  state  of  Wis- 
consin ;  also,  sixty-seven  acres  of  land  on  the  west  end 
of  the  north  half  of  the  fractional  half-section  number 
one,  in  the  town  of  Linn,  in  said  county,  extending 
from  Geneva  lake  eastward  to  the  west  line  of  lands 
formerly  owned  by  Joseph  Gates,  and  now  owned  by  — 
Schenck ;  also,  five  acres  of  land  in  a  square  form  in 
the  southwest  corner  of  the  northwest  quarter  of  sec- 
tion number  thirty-one,  in  the  town  of  Lyons,  in  said 
county,  shall  hereafter  be  known  and  distinguished  by 
the  name  of  the  village  of  Geneva,  and  the  inhabi-

SfflSw*tob2''~  Section  2.  The  board  of  trustees  of  the  village  of 
eiacted.  Geneva,  as  the  same  existed  before  and  up  to  the  time 

of  the  taking  effect  of  this  act,  are  hereby  authorized 
and  directed  to  call  and  hold  an  election  of  the  legal 
voters  residing  within  the  limits  of  the  territory  de- 
scribed in  the  first  section  of  this  act,  on  the  first 
Monday  of  April,  1867,  at  the  usual  place  of  holding 
0  elections  in  said  village ;  notice  of  which  election  shall 
be  given  ten  days  prior  to  the  said  first  Monday  of 
April,  by  at  least  one  publication  in  a  newspaper 
printed  in  said  village  of  Geneva,  if  there  shall  be 
one  printed  there,  or  by  posting  up  such  notices  in 
three  public  places  in  said  village,  which  election 
shall  be  the  first  annual  election  under  this  act ;  at 
which  election  the  legal  voters  of  said  village  hereby 
incorporated  shall  elect  by  ballot  five  trustees,  one  of

No  pepwn  shall  be  eligible  to  anv  of  ™«"*™^- 
said  offices  unless  he  is  a  voter  in  said  village,  and  no 
person  shall  be  eligible  to  the  office  of  trustee,  unless 
ne  is  also  a  freeholder. 

Section  6.  At  all  election^  by  the  voters  of  said  S'SSffik 
vilage,  held  under  this  act,  the  polls  shall  be  opened  at 
ten  o'clock  A.  M.,  and  continue  open  until  four  o'clock 
P.  H.,  and  the  election  shall  be  conducted  in  a  similar 
manner,  as  far  as  may  be,  to  the  election  of  town  of- 
ficers in  the  several  towns  in  this  state ;  and  the  gen- 
eral provisions  of  law  so  far  as  applicable,  relating  to 
the  challenge  of  voters  and  the  oath  to  be  tendered,

Section  11.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  derk  to 
keep  a  record  of  the  doings  of  the  board  of  trust- 
ees, especially  of  the  passing  of  bv-laws,  ordinances 
and  regulations,  and  also  a  faithful  record  of  all  the 
doings  and  votes  of  the  inhabitants  of  said  village  at

duly  file  and  safely  keep  all  certificates  of  oaths,  affi- 
davits, bonds  and  other  papers  required  by  law,  or  by 
order  of  the  trustees  to  be  filed  therein.  Oopies  of  all 
papers  duly  filed  in  his  office,  and  transcripts  from  the 
village  book  of  records  certified  by  him,  shall  be  evi- 
dence in  all  ooupts  in  like  manner  as  if  the  originals 
were  produced. 

Section  12.  The  treasurer  of  said  village  shall  re- 
ceive all  moneys  which  may  be  collected  for  the  use 
of  the  corporation  by  virtue  of  this  act,  or  by  virtue 
of  any  by-law,  or  ordinance  made  by  the  trustees,  or 
which  may  arise  from  any  other  source  and  belonging 
to  the  corporation,  and  give  to  the  person  paying  the 
same  his  receipt  therefor.

an  instrument  in  writing,  similar  to  that  required  of 
constables  elected  in  towns,  with  sureties  to  be  ap- 
proved by  a  majority  of  the  trustees,  and  file  the  same 
with  the  village  clerk,  who  shall  certify  his  electioi^^igi^y  QooQle 
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appointment  to  the  clerk  of  the  circuit  court  for  Wal- 
worth county,  and  he  shall  have  the  same  power,  en- 
joy the  same  rights,  be  subject  to  the  same  liabilities, 
and  receive  the  same  fees  as  constables  elected  in 
towna  And  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  such  constable  to 
suppress  all  riots,  disturbances  and  breaches  of  the 
peace,  and  to  arrest  with  or  without  process  any  per- 
son found  in  a  state  of  intoxication,  or  guilty  of  im- 
proper reveling,  obscenity,  or  noisy,  boisterous  or  dis- 
orderly conduct  in  the  streets  o^  public  places  in  said 
village,  and  take  such  person  or  persons  forthwith 
before  a  justice  of  the  peace  in  said  village,  or  keep 
him  in  confinement  until  such  time  as  such  justice  of 
the  peace  can  reasonably  hear  and  dispose  of  such  of- 
fender. 

''^■"P-  Section  14.    The  trustees  of  said  village  shall  have 

power  to  provide  a  suitable  room  within  the  bounds 
of  the  corporation,  which  room  shall  be  called  the 
lockup,  and  be  in  charge  of  the  village  constable,  in 
which  said  lock-up  the  said  constable,  the  president 
and  board  of  trustees,  or  any  constable  or  justice  of 
the  peace  residing  in  said  corporation  shall  have  pow- 
er to  confine  any  drunken  or  obscene  person,  or  any 
person  or  persons  guilty  of  noisy  or  disorderly  con- 
auct  in  the  streets  or  in  any  of  the  public  places  of 
said  village,  until  such  reasonable  time  as  said  person 
or  persons  so  arrested  can  be  brought  before  a  justice 
of  the  peace  to  be  tried  for  the  offense  for  which  he  or 
they  are  so  arrested,  not  exceeding  forty-eight  hours. 

General  powen.  SECTION  15.  The  trustees  shall  havc  the  following 
powers,  to  wit :

vided ;  to  repair,  grade  and  improve  the  same,  ana  to 
make  sewers,  bridges  and  crosswalks,  and  to  keep 
them  free  from  obstructions  and  protect  them  from  in- 
jurv. 

l^aiD^ftrM.  4th.  To  organize  fire  companies  and  hook  and  lad- 
der companies ;  to  regulate  their  government,  and  the 
times  and  manner  of  their  exercise ;  to  provide  all 
necessary  apparatus  for  the  6,^ t^i^^£^uis];\g^nt  of  fires ; 
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to  require  the  owners  of  buildings  to  provide  and  keep 
suitable  ladders  and  fire  buckets,  which  are  hereby  de- 
clared to  be  appurtenances  to  the  real  estate,  and  ex- 
empt from  seizure,  distress  or  sale  in  any  manner,  and 
if  the  owner  refuse  to  procure  suitable  ladders  or  fire- 
buckets  after  reasonable  notice,  the  trustees  may  pro- 
cure and  deliver  the  same  to  him,  and  in  default  of 
payment  therefor,  may  bring  an  action  of  debt  against 
said  owner,  and  be  entitled  to  recover  in  such  action 
the  value  of  such  ladders  or  fire-buckets,  or  both,  with 
costs  of  suit;  to  regulate  the  storage  of  gunpowder, 
and  other  dangerous  materials ;  to  direct  the  safe  con- 
struction of  buildings  for  the  deposit  of  ashes,  and 
severally  to  enter  into  or  appoint  one  or  more  officers 
to  enter  into,  at  all  reasonable  times,  and  examine  all 
dwelling  houses,  lots,  yards,  inclosures  and  buildings 
of  every  description,  in  order  to  discover  whether  any 
of  them  are  in  a  dangerous  condition,  and  to  cause 
such  as  may  be  dangerous  to  be  put  into  a  safe  condi- 
tion; to  compel  the  owners  of  buildings  and  houses  to 
have  scuttles  on  the  roof  of  said  houses  and  buildings; 
to  regulate  the  manner  of  putting  up  stoves  and 
stove  pipes ;  to  prevent  fires  and  the  use  of  fireworks 
and  firearms  within  the  limits  of  said  village;  to  aid 
in  the  extinguishment  of  fires,  and  to  pull,  break 
down  and  raze  such  buildings  in  the  vicinity  of  fire  as 
shall  be  directed  by  the  trustees,  or  any  three  of  them 
who  may  be  present  at  a  fire,  for  the  purpose  of  pre- 
venting its  communication  to  other  buildings,  and  any 
building  so  destroyed  shall  be  paid  for  by  the  corpora- 
tion; to  construct  and  preserve  reservoirs,  pumps, 
wells  and  other  water-works,  and  to  regulate  the  use 
thereof,  and,  generally,  to  establish  such-other  meas- 
ures of  prudence  for  the  prevention  or  extinguishment 
of  fires  as  they  shall  deem  proper. 

5th.    To  clean  out  and  remove  vegetable  matter  verotabiemit. 
and  nuisances  from  the  races,  outlets  and  other  waters    '    ^^^^' 
in  said  village,  and  prevent  their  accumulation  in  said 
waters,  and,  generally,  to  take  such  other  measures  for 
the  public  health  as  they  shall  de  m  proper. 

6th.    To  prevent  any  person  from  bringing  into  said  JitS.'"^*' 
village  or  depositing  or  keeping  therein,  or  in  the  wat- 
ere  in  or  adjoining  the  same,  any  putrifying  or  unwhole- 
some body  or  substance,  and  to  require  any  person 
who  shall  have  brought  in  or  deposited  or  shall  h^y^^^^  ^  GooqIc 
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on  his  premises  any  such  body  or  substance,  to  remove 
the  same  forthwith,  or  in  his  default,  to  cause  the  same 
to  be  removed  at  the  expense  of  sttch  person,  to  be 
collected  of  him  in  an  action  therefor;  also  to  prevent, 
remove  and  abate  any  other  nuisances,  and  to  punish 
persons  guilty  thereK>r, 

7th.  To  restrain  the  running  at  largo  of  cattle,  hogs 
and  all  other  animals ;  to  establish  pounds,  and  appoint 
pound  masters  and  fence-viewers,  and  prescribe  their 
powers  and  dutiea 

8th.  To  fence  and  improve  the  public  squares  and 
other  public  grounds  of  said  village  and  to  protect 
monuments  and  shade  and  ornamental  trees  and  shrubs 
growing  upon  such  public  grounds  or  along  the  sides 
of  the  streets. 

9th.  To  purchase,  hold,  inclose,  lay  out,  ornament 
and  regulate  a  burial  ground  in  said  village,  and  to 
sell  lots  therein,  and  regulate  the  burial  of  the  dead 

10th.  To  establish  and  regulate  markets,  and  re* 
strain  sales  in  the  streets ;  to  establish  and  regulate  a 
public  scale,  and  appoint  a  weigher  to  attend  the  same ; 
to  regulate  the  place  and  manner  of  selling  hay  and 
other  gross  commoditiea 

11th.  To  restrain  or  prevent  riots,  disturbances  or 
disorderly  assemblages,  to  suppress  disorderly  and 
gaming-houses  or  shops,  gambling  devices,  indecent 
shows  or  exhibitions,  and  houses  of  ill-fame,  and  to 
arrest,  restrain  and  punish  persons  guilty  of  drunken- 
ness, obscenity  or  disorderly  conduct  in  the  streets  and 
public  places  of  said  village,  and  to  restrain  any  per- 
son from  vending,  giving  away  or  dealing  in  strong, 
spirituous,  ardent  or  intoxicating  liquors,  or  strong 
beer,  unless  licensed  by  the  trustees  of  said  village. 

12th.  To  restrain  and  prevent  horse-racing  and  im- 
moderate riding  or  driving  in  the  streets,  and  to  regu- 
late public  bathing  and  swimming  in  the  waters  in  the 
said  village,  and  to  regulate  the  cutting  and  removal 
of  ice  from  the  lake  in  said  village. 

13th.  To  call  special  meetings  of  the  voters  of  said 
village.  Notice  for  such  special  meetings,  stating  the 
object  for  which  the  same  are  called,  shall  be  publish- 
ed in  the  same  manner  as  is  provided  in  cafle  of  annual 
elections 

14th.     To  audit  all  accounts  against  the  corporation, 


and  to  prescribe  the  compensation 


where 
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no  provision  is  made  therefor :  provided^  that  suoh 
compensation  shall  not  exceed  that  of  similar  officers 
in  towns :  provided,  also,  that  n6  account  ahall  be  al- 
lowed unless  it  is  verified  by  the  oath  of  the  person 
presenting  the  same. 

15th.  To  tax  every  male  resident  of  said  village  Pontax. 
being  over  the  age  of  twenty  one  years  and  under  the 
age  of  fifty  years,  one  day's  labor,  or  in  lieu  thereof 
one  dollar,  to  be  collected  in  the  same  manner  as  other 
highway  taxes,  by  the  street  commissioner,  and  appro- 
priated under  his  direction  to  the  improvement  of  the 
streets  of  said  village. 

16th.  To  appoint  special  constables  whenever  they  constables, 
shall  deem  the  same  necessary  to  preserve  the  public 
peaces  Such  constables  shall  be  appointed  for  a  limit- 
ed time,  not  exceeding  ten  days,  and  during  the  term 
of  their  appointment  shall  have  all  the  powers  of  other 
constables  so  far  as  necessary  for  the  preservation  of 
the  peace  and  good  order  of  the  village. 

ifth.  To  compel  the  owners  of  buildings,  or  snow,  airt,  Ae 
grounds,  or  the  occupants,  when  the  same  are  occupied, 
to  remove  snow,  dirt  or  rubbish,  or  any  other  obstruc- 
tion, from  sidewalks,  streets  or  alleys  opposite  thereto, 
and  to  prevent  the  incumbering  of  the  streets,  side- 
walks, crosswalks  and  alleys  with  carriages,  sleighs, 
boxes,  lumber,  firewood  or  other  materials  or  sub- 
stances whatever. 

18th.  To  make,  pass,  ordain  and  establish  such  by-  oniiiumoes,  Ac 
laws,  ordinances  and  regulations,  not  repugnant  to  the 
laws  of  the  state,  or  to  the  laws  and  constitution  of 
the  United  States,  for  the  purpose  of  carrying  into  ef- 
fect the  provisions  of  this  act,  as  they  may  deem  prop- 
er ;  but  no  such  ordinance  or  by-law  shall  take  effect 
until  the  same  shall  have  been  published  three  weeks 
successively,  and  to  repeal  or  amend  the  same  at  pleas- 
ure. 

19th.     To  license  and  regulate  any  theatrical  exhi-  EzhiUflons. 
bition,  public  show  or  other  entertainment  to  which 
admission  is  obtained  upon  payment  of  money,  upon 
such  terms  as  they  shall  deem  reasonable. 

20th.     To  grant  license  for  selling  strong,  spiritu-  ^^nor  ucense 
oas,  ardent  or  intoxicating  liquors,  or  strong  beer ;  to 
regulate  taverns,  groceries,  saloons  and  eating-houses, 
and  to  revoke  the  same  for  the  violation  of  any  ordi- 
nance of  said  village  or  the  laws  of  this  state:  provid^  /Google 
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eeZ,  that  no  license  shall  be  granted  for  the  sale  of 
strong,  spirituous,  ardent  or  intoxicating  liauors,  or 
strong  beer,  for  a  less  mm  than  one  hundred  dollars, 
such  license  not  to  remain  or  be  in  force  for  a  longer 
period  than  one  year. 
Sg^rSSaSS''  Section  16.  The  said  trustees  may  in  all  by-laws, 
Ac.  '  regulations  and  ordinances  made  and  published  by 

them,  ordain  and  prescribe  such  reasonable  fines,  pen- 
alties and  forfeitures  for  the  violation  thereof  as  they 
may  deem  proper.  Such  fines,  penalties  and  forfeit- 
ures may  be  sued  for  and  recovered,  with  costs,  before 
any  justice  of  the  peace  or  court  having  cognizance 
thereofj  in  the  name  of  the  corporation ;  and  in  the 
complaint  in  such  action,  it  shall  be  sufficient  to  set 
forth  that  the  defendant  has  violated  a  certain  by-law, 
regulation  or  ordinance  of  said  village,  briefly  refer- 
ring thereto,  and  has  thereby  incurred  a  certain  fine, 
penalty  or  forfeiture,  specifying  the  same  ;  and  the  de- 
tendant  may  answer  or  give  notice  of  special  matters, 
as  in  civil  actions.

such  offender,  and  he  may  be  imprisoned  thereon  in

for  that  purpose  they  shall  cause  a  written  notice 
to  be  served  upon  the  owners  of  all  such  lots  or  lands, 
or  their  ag;ents,  if  residents  of  said  village,  requiring 
them  within  sixty  days  therefrom  to  build  or  repair  a 
sidewalk  along  their  Respective  lots  or  lands,  specify- 
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ing  the  mode  of  building  or  repairing  the  same,  and 
the  materials  to  be  used  therefor.  If  the  owners  of 
any  lots  or  lands  along  which  said  sidewalks  shall  be 
ordered  to  be  built  or  repaired,  are  unknown  or  are

In  case  owner  SECTION  25.  The  work  ou  such  sidcwalks  shall  be 
mrS^  done  under  the  direction  of  the  street  commissioner, 
and  shall  be  subject  to  the  approval  of  the  president 
of  the  beard  of  trustees.  If  the  owner  of  anv  lot  or 
land  or  lands,  who  shall  have  been  served  with  notice 
to  build,  or  repair  a  sidewalk  along  the  same  as  afore- 
said, shsJl  neglect  or  fail  to  build  or  repair  such  side- 
walk within  the  time  limited  in  such  notice,  to  the  sat- 
isfaction of  the  president,  the  street  commissioner 
shall,  under  the  direction  of  the  trustees,  proceed  to 
build  or  repair  such  sidewalks,  and  on  completing  the 
same  shall  make  a  report  under  oath,  setting  forth  the 
*  cost  of  labor  and  materials  expended  by  him  in  build- 
ing or  repairing  the  sidewalk  along  each  lot  or  parcel 
of  land  the  owner  of  which  has -so  as  aforesaia  neg- 
lected or  failed  to  build  or  repair  such  sidewalk ;  and 
the  amounts  so  expended  shall  be  a  charge  upon  such 
lot  or  parcel  of  land,  and  upon  the  taxable  property 
of  the  owner  or  owners  thereof,  and  shall  be  inserted 
in  the  next  general  tax-list  in  a  separate  column  oppo- 
site the  description  of  such  lot  or  parcel  of  land,  wiUi 
ten  per  cent  added  thereto,  and  the  same  shall  be  col- 
lected in  the  same  manner  as  the  general  taxes  of  said 
village. 
Knisncefl.  SECTION  26.    The  powers  conferred  by  this  act  up- 

on the  trustees  of  said  village  to  provide  for  the  abate- 
ment or  removal  of  nuisances,  shall  not  bar  or  hinder 
suits,  prosecutions  or  proceedings  in  the  courts  accord- 
ing to  law.  Gambling  houses,  houses  of  ill-fame,  dis- 
oraerly  taverns  and  houses  or  places  where  intoxica- 
ting, alcoholic,  malt,  mixed,  spirituous,  vinous  or 
fermented  liquors,  or  strong  beer  are  sold  without  the 
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license  required  therefor,  houses  or  buildings  of  any 
kind  wherein  more  than  ten  pounds  of  gunpowder  are 
deposited,  stored  or  kept  at  any  one  time,  are  hereby 
declared  and  shall  be  deemed  public  or  common  nuis- 
ances, and  shall  be  abated  as  herein  provided,  and  ac- 
cording to  the  laws  of  this  state  for  abating  nuisancea 
The  trustees  shall  have  power  to  levy  and  collect  tax-  Taxes, 
es  on  all  such  property  in  said  village  as  shall  be  sub- 
ject to  town  and  county  taxes:  provided^  that  they 
shall  not  raise  by  tax  in  any  one  year  more  than  four 
hundred  dollars,  unless  authorized  by  a  vote  of  the 
electors  of  said  village  at  an  annual  or  special  meet- 
ing ;  notice  of  which  meeting,  and  of  the  sum  pro- 
posed to  be  raised,. and  of  the  object  for  which  it  is  to 
be  raised  and  expended,  shall  have  been  duly  pub- 
lished :  provided^  also^  that  the  electors  shall  not  raise 
by  tax  in  one  year  more  than  four  hundred  dollars,  in 
addition  to  the  amount  which  the  trustees  are  author- 
ized to  raisa  The  trustees  shall  have  no  power  to  borrow 
money  in  the  name  of  the  corporation,  or  to  incur  any 
debt  or  liability  in  any  year,  the  payment  of  which 
sbaJl  not  be  provided  ^r  by  the  taxes  of  said  year. 

Section  27.    It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  assessor,  A«8e8Bmente. 
within  thirty  days  after  the  annual  election  of  each 

5 rear,  to  call  upon  each  taxable  inhabitant  of  said  vil- 
age,  and  ascertain  by  diligent  inquiry  the  value  of 
taxable  personal  property  owned  by  such  person  and 
to  estimate  the  value  of  each  parcel  of  real  estate  up- 
on personal  view  thereof,  and  to  make  out  an  assess- 
men Droll,  in  which  he  shall  set  down  the  names  of  all 
the  taxable  inhabitants  of  said  village,  and  the  names, 
so  far  as  they  can  be  ascertained,  of  non-residents  who 
shall  own  real  estate  therein,  and  the  description, 
quantity  and  value  of  all  the  property  subject  to  tax- 
ation in  said  village,  and  then  give  one  week's  notice 
of  the  time  and  place  at  which  he  will  equalize  and 
correct  said  assessment  roll;  and  wh^n  said  assess- 
ment roll  shall  have  been  completed,  it  shall  be  certi- 
fied by  the  assessor  as  a  true  assessment  of  all  the 
property  subject  to  taxation  in  said  village,  and  imme- 
diately deposited  with  the  clerk  of  said  village. 

Sbotion  28.    All  moneys  received  or  collected  for  Fund  for  gene- 
licenses,  fines,  penalties  and  forfeitures  in  said  corpora-  '*^p"p**^' 
tion,  shall  be  placed  in  the  village  treasury,  as  a  gene- 
ral fund,  for  the  exclusive  use  and  benefit  of  said  vil-  ^ 
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lage ;  and  tbe  trustees  shall  meet  on  some  day  by  them 
appointed,  between  the  fifteenth  day  of  May  and  the 
first  day  of  June,  of  each  year,  and  determine  by 
resolution  to  be  entered  on  their  records,  what  further 
sum  is  necessary  to  be  raised  by  tax  in  said  year  for 
general  purposes  in  said  village. 

Section  29.  Whenever  the  trustees  shall  have  de- 
termined the  amount  necessary  to  be  raised  by  tax 
under  the  authority  of  this  act,  for  general  or  specific 
purposes,  they  shall  furnish  the  clerk  with  a  state- 
ment of  such  amount,  and  the  said  clerk  shall  imme- 
diately compute  and  carry  out  in  the  proper  columns 
of  said  assessment  roll,  the  just  and  equitable  propor- 
tions of  such  tax  opposite  the  name  of  each  of  said 
inhabitants  and  owners  of  property,  in  the  manner 

Prescribed  by  law  for  making  tax-lists  in  this  state, 
'he  clerk  shall  within  ten  days  from  the  time  of  re- 
ceiving said  statement  from  the  trustees,  deliver  to  the 
village  treasurer  the  tax  list  herein  provided  for,  to- 
gether with  his  certificate  that  the  same  is  correct,  and 
his  warrant  commanding  the  said  treasurer  to  collect 
the  taxes  therein  assessed  within  thirty  days  next  en- 
suing. 

Section  30.  Upon  receiving  such  tax  list  and

AN  ACT  to  incorporate  the  Tillage  of  Tomah,  in  the  ooontj  o  f 
Monroe,  and  state  of  Wisconain. 

TTia  people  of  the  state  of  Wisconsin,  represented  in  senate 
and  assembly,  do  enact  as  follows : 

Section  1.  All  that  district  of  country  described 
as  follows :  commencing  at  the  southeast  comer  of  the 
southwest  quarter  of  the  southeast  quarter  of  sec- 
tion  No.  four,  township  No.  seventeen,  range  Na 
one,  west  of  the  fourth  meridian;  running  thence 
north  on  the  eighth^ine  to  the  line  of  the  Milwau- 
kee and  St  Paul  railway;  thence  along  said  rail- 
way line  to  the  eighth  line  running  north  and  south 
on  the  west  half  of  section  four,  town  and  range 
abore  mentioned ;  thence  south  on  said  north  and  south 
eighth-line  to  the  southwest  corner  of  the  southeast 
quarter  of  the  southwest  quarter  of  said  section  four ; 
tnence  east  on  the  section  line  between  sections  No&

The  government  of  said  corporation  «<*^e™™«ttt- 
and  the  exercise  of  its  coroorate  powei^s,  and  the  man- 
agement of  its  fiscal,  prudential  and  municipal  con- 
cerns, shall  be  vested  in  a  president  and  six  trustees, 
and  such  other  officers  as  are  hereinafter  provided  for. 

Section  8.    The  officers  of  the  said  corporation  ofloers. 
shall  be  one  president  and  six  trustees,  one  clerk,  one 
treasurer,  one  police  justice,  and  one  constable,  who 
shall  be  ex-officio  marshal  of  said  corporation,  and  such 
other  officers  as  the  trustees  shall  ordain.     The  presi-  Kiecttveoffloers. 
dent  and  trustees  and  police  justice  shall  be  elected  by  x 

the  qualified  voters  of  said  corporation,  on  the  second 
Monday  of  April  of  each  year,  and  shall  hold  their 
respective  offices  for  one  year,  and  until  their  succes- 
sors are  elected  and  qualified.  The  clerk  shall  give

prosecutions  or  actions  brought  in  the  name  of  the 
corporation  for  the  violation  of  the  provisions  of  this 
act,  or  for  the  violation  of  the  ordinances  of  the  said  vil- 
lage. Appeals  and  writs  [of]  ceritorari  may  be  taken 
from  the  judgment  of  the  police  justice  in  the  same 
manner  and  with  the  same  effect  as  &om  justices  of 
the  peaca  • 

Section  10.  The  president  and  trustees  shall  pre-  Jgf'*"*^  "*®"' 
scribe  the  time  and  nx  the  place  of  their  meetings, 
which  shall  at  all  times  be  open  to  the  public,  and 
shall  determine  the  rules  of  their  proceedings,  and 
keep  a  journal  thereof,  which  shall  be  open  for  the  in- 
spection of  every  elector  at  all  reasonable  times  and 
hours,  and  shall  have  power  to  preserve  order  and 

Eropriety  in  their  proceedings,  and  may  adopt  such 
y-laws,  rules  and  regulations  for  their  government  as 
are  not  inconsistent  with  the  provisions  of  this  act,  and 
shall  have  power  to  compel  the  attendance  of  its  mem- 
bers. 

Section  11.  The  marshal  shall  possess  all  the  SwSJfTutteB, 
powers  and  enjoy  all  the  rights  of  a  constable  of  this  "**»*«• 
state,  and  be  subject  to  the  same  liabilitiea  It  shall 
be  his  duty  to  execute  all  writs  and  processes  to  him 
directed  by  the  police  justice  or  other  judicial  oflScer, 
and  when  necessary  in  criminal  cases,  or  for  the  vio- 
lation of  any  of  the  provisions  of  this  act,  or  of  any 
ordinance  of  said  vilage,  or  by-law,  rule,  regulation  or 
resolution  thereof,  he  may  serve  the  same  in  any  part 
of  the  state  of  Wisconsin.  It  shall  be  his  duty  to 
suppress  all  riots,  disturbances  and  breaches  oi  the 
peace,  and  to  apprehend  all  disorderly  persons  in  said 
village,  and  pursue  and  arrest  any  person  fleeing  from 
justice  in  any  part  of  the  state  of  Wisconsin  ;  to  ap- 
prehend any  person  in  the  act  of  committing  any  of- 
fense against  tue  provisions  of  this  act,  or  the  laws  of 
this  state,  or  the  ordinances,  by-laws,  rules  and  regu- 
lations of  the  village,  and  forthwith  to  bring  such  per- 
son before  competent  authority  for  examination ;  and         , 
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for  such  and  other  similar  services,  be  shall  receive 
like  fees  as  allowed  to  constables  for  like  service&  It 
shall  be  the  duty  of  the  marshal  to  see  that  all  ped- 
dlers, hawkers  and  common  showmen,  and  all  other 
exhibitors,  pay  their  licenses  according  to  law  and 
this  act,  and  the  ordinances  of  the  village,  and  in  de- 
fault of  payment,  to  prosecute  for  the  same  in  the  cor- 
porate name  of  the  village,  and  pay  over  the  same  to 
the  treasurer  when  received  by  him. 
Tj«ujiror-hi8  SECTION  12.  The  treasurer  of  said  village  shall  per- 
"  ""  form  such  duties  and  exercise  such  powers  as  may  be 

lawfully  required  of  him  by  the  ordinances,  rules, 
regulations,  resolutions  orbylaws  of  said  village,  and 
by  law.  All  money  raised,  received,  recovered  and 
collected  by  means  of  any  tax,  license,  fine,  forfeiture 
or  otherwise,  under  authority  of  this  act,  or  which 
belongs  to  said  village,  shall  be  paid  to  and  received 
by  him,  and  shall  not  be  drawn  therefrom  except  by  a 
written  order  signed  by  the  president  and  counter- 
signed by  the  clerk,  by  order  of  the  trustees  Such 
oraershdl  specify  the  amount  of  money  to  be  drawn, 
and  its  object  He  shall  keep  a  just  and  accurate  ac- 
count of  all. moneys  and  other  things  coming  into  his 
hands  as  treasurer,  in  a  book  to  be  provided  by  the 
trustees  for  that  purpose,  which  shall  remain  the  prop- 
erty of  the  vill^e,  wherein  he  shall  note  the  time 
when,  the  person  from  whom,  the  amount  of  the  sev- 
eral sums  received,  and  the  source  from  whence  the 
said  sums  arose,  which  said  book  at  all  seasonable 
times  shall  be  open  to  the  inspection  of  the  electors  of 
the  village..  He  shall  as  often  as  the  trustees  require, 
render  to  said  trustees  a  minute  account  of  his  receipts 
and  payments,  and  at  the  expiration  of  his  term  of  of- 
fice he  shall  pay  over  and  deliver  to  his  successor  all 
moneys,  books  and  vouchers  in  his  possession  belong- 
inff  to  said  village, 
cierk-hfadn.  SECTION  13.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  clerk  to 
^  keep  a  record  of  the  doings  of  the  board  of  trustees, 

especially  of  the  passing  of  by  laws,  ordinances,  rules, 
resolutions  and  regulations,  and  also  a  faithful  record 
of  all  the  doings  and  votes  of  the  inhabitants  of  said 
village  at  their  annual  and  other  legal  meetings,  and 
to  keep  on  file  all  papers  which  may  be  ordered  by 
the  trustees.  The  records  kept  by  the  clerk  shall  be 
evidence  in  all  legal  proceedingS|  and  copies  of  all 
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papers  duly  filed  in  his  office,  and  transcripts  from  the 
records  of  proceedings  of  the  board  of  trustees,  certified 
by  him  under  the  corporate  seal,  shall  be  evidence  in 
all  courts  of  the  contents  of  the  sama  He  shall  keep 
the  corporate  seal  of  the  said  village  He  shall  keep 
a  full  and  accurate  account  of  all  orders  drawn  on  the 
treasurv,  in  a  book  provided  for  that  purpose,  and  shall 
keep  all  accounts  of  the  corporation  with  individuals, 
and  shall  keep  an  accurate  account  with  the  treasurer, 
and  c]^arge  him  with  all  taxes  levied  and  the  sums  of 
money  paid  in  the  treasury ;  and  all  receipts  of  the 
payment  of  money  or  property  to  the  treasurer,  shall 
be  countersigned  by  the  clerk  before  they  shall  be  a 
legal  voucher  against  the  village.  The  clerk  shall 
have  power  to  administer  oaths.

In 
iKnse*u^     all  prosecutions  for  any  violation  of  this  section,  or  of 
the  laws  or  ordinances  herein  referred  to,  it  shall  be 
sufficient  to  allege,  in  general  terms,  the  selling,  vend- 
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ing,  dealing  in  or  giving  awajy^  without  such  license  of 
SQch  inhibited  liquors,  liquids  or  drinks,  and,  the 
proof  on  the  trial  of  such  selling,  vending,  dealing  in  or

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16th.  They  shall  have  power  to  require  the  owner 
of  any  lots  or  grounds  in  the  village  to  set  oab^orna- 
mental  trees  in  the  street  or  streets  fronting  the  same, 
and  in  default  thereof,  to  cause  the  same  to  be  done, 
and  to  levy  a  special  tax  upon  such  lots  or  grounds 
to  pay  the  expense  of  the  same.

Whenever  the  trustees  shall  levy  any 
tax  for  the  purpose  of  grading,  paving  or  otherwise 
improving  any  street^  or  for  the  building  or  repairing 
any  sidewalks,  or  £or  any  other  special  purpose,  .they 
shall  make  out  and  deliver  to  the  street  commissionec 
such  tax  to  be  collected  and  expended,  a  list  of  per- 
sons and  a  description  of  the  property  so  taxed ;  and 
thereupon  the  street  commissioner  shall  notify  the  per- 
sons named  in  such  list,  by  posting  a  notice  in  three 
of  the  most  conspicuous  places  in  said  village,  or  by 
pubUshing  in  some  public  newspaper  printed  therein,

taxes  which  remain  unpaid,  and  the  persons  and  the 
descriptions  of  real  estate  and  lots  to  which  suck  un- 
paid taxes  stand  charged :  and  the  clerk  of  the  said 
village  shall  make  out  a  certified  copy  thereof,  and  de« 
liver  tbte  same  to  the  town  clerk  of  the  town  in  which 
said  village  is  situated,  who  shall  in  making  out  the 
duplicate  tax  and  assessment  of  such  town  next  there- 
after, enter  such  unpaid  special  taxes  therein  in  a  spe- 
cial column,  with  ten  per  cent,  added  thereto,  opposite 
to  the  names  of  the  persons  and  descriptions  of  prop- 
erty against  which  the  taxes  so  remain  charged  and

direction  ol  road  commissioners  N.  S.  Conklin,  P.  M. 
Brooks  and  James  Simpson,  authorized  by  chapter  94, 
laws  of  1866  ;  road  from  northeast  corner  of  section 
29,  town  22,  range  18  east,  north  to  the  Onieda  reser- 
vation; road  from  Appleton  to  Elaukana  and  east 
county  line ;  south  county-line  road,  south  of  Fox

AN  ACT  to  amend  an  act  entitled,  "  an  act  to  enable  the  town  of 
Jefferson  to  settle  with  its  creditors,"  and  an  act  amendatorj 
thereto,  being  chapter  226  and  492  of  the  local  laws  of  1866. 

ITie  people  of  the  state  of  Wisconsin^  represented  in  senate 
and  assembly  J  do  enact  as  follows : 

Amended.  SECTION  1.     Chapter  226  and  492  of  the  local  laws 

of  1866  are  hereby  amended,  so  as  to  read  as  follows, 
to  wit : 

Section  2.  The  town  of  Jefferson,  in  the  county 
of  Jefferson,  is  hereby  authorized  to  issue  new  bonds 
in  exchange  for  bonds  heretofore  issued  by  said  town 
to  aid  in  the  construction  of  the  Wisconsin  central 
railroad  and  the  Chicago,  St -Paul  and  Fond  du  Lac 
railroad,  now  outstanding  and  unpaid,  and  also  for 
the  interest  thereon,  and  all  other  indebtedness  of  said 
town  growing  out  of  said  bonds  and  coupons  attached

AN  ACT  to  amend  *'an  act  to  revise,  consolidate  and  amend  the 
act  to  incorporate  the  city  of  Oshkosh,  and  the  several  acts 
amendatorj  thereof/'  approved  March  22,  1861,  and  to  repneal 
chapter  186  of  the  general  laws  of  1868,  and  other  acts  relating 
to  said  city. 

The  people  of  (he  state  of  Wiaconsin^  repreaenied  in  eenate 
and  assembly f  do  enact  as  follows: 

Section  1.  Sections  two,  three,  seven,  nineteen, 
twenty  and  twenty-three  of  chapter  two  of  an  act  to 
revise,  consolidate  and  amend  the  act  to  incorporate 
the  city  of  Oshkosh,  and  the  several  acts  amendatory 
thereof,  approved  March  22,  1861,  are  hereby  amend- 
ed, so  as  to  read  as  follows,  respectively : 

**  Section  2.  The  elective  officers  of  said  citv  shall 
be  a  mayor,  clerk,  treasurer;  one  superintendent  of 
streets,  one  justice  of  the  peace,  to  be  elected  by  the 
qualified  voters  of  the  1st,  2d,  4th  and  5th  wards ;  one 
school  superintendent  and  three  assessors  for  the  city, 
one  of  which  assessors  shall  be  a  resident  of  the  firat 
or  fifth  ward,  the  second  a  resident  of  the  second  or 
fourth  ward,  and  the  third  shall  be  a  resident  of  the 
third  ward ;  and  three  aldermen  and  one  constable  for 
each  ward,  and  a  iustice  of  the  peace  of  the  8d  ward, 
by  the  qualified  electors  of  said  ward.  All  other  offi- 
cers necessary  for  the  proper  management  of  the  affairs 
of  said  city,  shall  be  appointed  by  the  common  coun- 
cil. All  elective  officers,  except  justices  of  the  peace,

If  either  of  the  inspectors  shall  sus-  o»»^«»«^ 
pect  that  any  person  oflfering  a  vote  does  not  possess 
the  qualifications  of  an  elector,  or  if  such  vote  be 
challenged  by  an  elector,  the  inspectors  before  receiv- 
ing the  [vote]  of  any  such,  shall  require  him  to  take 
the  following  oath  :  "  You  do  solemnly  swear,  (or  af-  ^■^' 
jSrm,  as  the  case  may  be,)  that  jrou  are  twenW-one 
years  of  age,  and  that  you  are  a  citizen  of  the  united 
States,  (or  have  declared  your  intentions  to  become  a 
citizen,  conformably  to  the  laws  of  the  United  States 
on  the  subject  of  naturalization  ;)  that  you  have  resid-

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OHAPTER  184

AN  AOT  to  incorporate  the  village  of  Princeton,  and  to  repeal 
chapter  7  of  the  general  laws  of  1866,  entitled  **  an  act  to  in- 
corporate the  village  of  Princeton/' approved  January  26,  1866. 

2 he  people  of  the  state  of  Wisconsin,  represented  in  senate 
and  assembly^  do  enact  as  follows  : 

Section  1.    All  that  district  of  country  situated  in  Boimdarie«. 
the  county  of  Green  Lake,  and  embraced  in  the  fol- 
lowing boundaries,  to  wit:  beginning  at  the  northeast, 
corner  of  the  southeast  quarter  of  the  northwest  quar- 
ter of  section  number  eighteen  (18,)  in  township  num- 
ber sixteen  (16)  north,  of  range   number  twelve  (12) 
east,  and  running  thence  west  to  the  line  between  rang- 
es eleven  (11)  and  twelve  (12;)  thence  north  on  said 
range-line  to  the  northeast  corner  of  section  number 
twenty-four  (24,)  in   township   number  sixteen  (16) 
north,  of  range  number  eleven  (11)  east ;  thence  west 
to  the  northwest  corner  of  the  north-east  quarter  of  the 
northwest    quarter      of     said     section     twentyfour, 
thence  south  to  the  southwest   corner  of  the  north- 
east quarter   of    the   northwest  quarter    of  section 
number  twenty-five  (25,)  in  township    number   six- 
teen (16)  north,  of  range  number  eleven  (11)  east; 
thence  east  to  the    line  between  ranges  eleven  and 
twelve;  thence  south  on  said  range  line  to  the  south- 
west corner  of  the  northwest  quarter  of  section  num- 
ber nineteen  (19,)  in  township  number  sixteen  (16) 
north,  of  range  number  twelve  (12)  east ;  thence  east 
to  the  center  of  said  section  nineteen ;  thence  north  to 
the  place  of  beginning,  shall  hereafter  be  known  and 
designated  as  the  village  of  Princeton,  and  the  inhabi- 
tants residing  or  who  may  hereafter  reside  within  the 
said  boundaries,  are  hereby  constituted  a  body  corpo- 
rate and  politic,  by  the  name  and  style  of  the  presi-  umne  and  pow 
dent  and  trustees  of  the  village  of  Prmceton  ;  and  by  «"•* 
that  name  they  shall  have  perpetual  succession,  and 
shall  be  capable  of  contracting  and  being  contracted 
with,  of  suing  and  being  sued,  pleading  and  being  im- 
pleaded, answering  and  being  answered  unto,  in  all 
courts  and  places  and  in  all  matters  whatsoever,  with 
power  of  purchasing,  receiving,   holding,  occugy^igyQQQgle 
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and  conveying  such  real  and  personal  estate  as  shall 
be  convenient  for  the  uses  of  said  corporation  ;  and 
they  may  have  a  common  seal,  and  change  the  same 
at  pleasure,  and  they  shall  be  competent  to  have  and 
exercise  all  the  rights  and  privileges  and  be  subject  to 
all  the  duties  and  obligations  pertaining  to  a  municipal 
corporation. 

Section  2.  The  government  of  said  corporation, 
and  the  exercise  of  its  corporate  powers,  and  the  man- 
agement of  its  fiscal,  prudential  and  municipal  con- 
cerns, shall  be  vested  in  a  president  (who  shall  be  ex 
officio  a  trustee)  and  two  trustees,  one  clerk,  one  treasur- 
er and  one  street  commissioner,  who  shall  be  elected 
by  the  qualified  voters  thereof  at  the  annual  election  of 
said  corporation  to  be  held  on  the  first  Monday  of 
April,  in  each  year,  and  shall  hold  their  respective  oflS.- 
ces  one  year,  and  until  their  successors  are  chosen  and 
qualified,  and  the  person  or  persons  having  the  highest 
number  of  votes  shall  be  declared  duly  elected.  In 
case  of  a  tie  between  two  candidates  at  [an]  election, 
the  choice  of  one  or  the  other  of  them  shall  be  deter- 
mined by  lot,  in  the  presence  and  under  the  direction 
of  the  president  and  trustees, 
oatii  of  office.  SECTION  3.  Every  oflBcer  elected  in  said  village 
shall  within  ten  days  after  he  has  been  notified  of  his 
election,  take  and  subscribe  the  oath  of  office  pre- 
scribed by  the  constitution,  and  file  the  same  with  the 
clerk,  and  in  case  of  his  omission  to  do  so,  he  shall  be 
deemed  to  have  refused  to  serve,  and  his  place  shall  be 
filled  in  the  manner  prescribed  in  this  act  The  clerk, 
treasurer  and  street  commissioner  shall  each  of  them 
also,  at  the  time  of  filing  his  oath  of  office,  file  a  bond 
executed  to  the  president  and  trustees,  for  the  faithful 
discharge  of  his  oflBcial  duties,  such  bond  to  be  ap- 
proved by  the  president  The  trustees  may  from  time 
to  time  require  such  additional  security  from  either  of 
said  officers  as  they  shall  deem  reasonable. 

Section  4.  The  clerk  shall  give  ten  days*  notice 
of  the  time  and  place  of  holding  each  annual  election 
of  said  village,  by  posting  such  notice  in  at  least  three 
conspicuous  places  in  said  village ;  and  at  all  elections 
held  under  this  act  after  the  first  election,  the  trustees, 
or  any  two  of  them  and  the  clerk  of  said  village,  shall 
constitute  the  board  of  election,  and  the  elections  shall 
be  conducted  and  the  votes  canvassed  and  the  resalt 
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declared  as  is  now  provided  by  law  in  relation  to  elec- 
tions for  town  officers,  as  far  as  such  law  is  applicable. 

Section  5.  In  case  a  vacancy  shall  occur  in  the  VacanoUs. 
office  of  president  or  trustee  more  than  six  months 
before  the  annual  village  election,  such  vacancy  shall 
be  filled  by  a  special  election  to  be  ordered  by  the 
the  board  of  trustees,  and  notified  by  the  clerk.  In  all 
other  cases  of  vacancy,  the  board  of  trustees  shall 
appoint  suitable  persons  to  hold  the  office  for  the  un- 
expired term. 

Section  8.  If  any  election  provided  for  in  this  act  beSS'hlw^*''' 
shall  for  any  cause  not  be  held  at  the  time  prescribed,  time  prescribed. 
it  shall  not  be  considered  a  sufficient  reason  for  arrest- 
ing, suspending  or  dissolving  the  said  corporation,  but 
such  election  may  be  held  at  any  time  thereafter,  by 
order  of  ihe  supervisors  of  the  town  of  Princeton,  or 
by  order  of  the  trustees  of  said  village,  of  which  elec- 
tion ten  days'  public  notice  shall  be  given ;  and  fur- 
ther, if  any  of  the  duties  enjoined  by  this  act  to  be 
done  at  a  time  herein  directed,  or  specified  by  any  ordi- 
nance of  said  village,  shall  not  be  done  at  such  time, 
the  trustees  may  appoint  another  time  in  which  the

The  president  and  trustees  of  said  vil-  ^^g^!^^ 
lage  shall  receive  no  compensation  or  emoluments  for 
any  services  performed  for  said  village,  or  for  the  dis- 
charge of  any  of  their  official  duties,  and  they  shall 
not  be  either  directly  or  indirectly  interested  in  any 
contract  made  with  or  work  done  for  said  village.  The 
clerk,  treasurer  and  street  commissioner  shall  receive 
such  fees  and  compensation  for  their  services  as  shall 
be  allowed  by  the  trustees. 

Section  8.  The  president  shall  preside  at  the  meet-  ^^  <>'  p«** 
ings  of  the  trustees,  and  shall  have  a  casting  vote  there- 
in in  case  of  a  tie.  He  shall  sign  all  appointments, 
commissions,  licenses  and  permits  which  may  be  order- 
ed by  the  trustees.  He  shall  maintain  peace  and  good 
order,  and  see  that  the  ordinances  of  the  village  are 
observed  and  executed. 

Section  9.      The    president    and    trustees^igi^gfe^^l^g^le 
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prescribe  the  time  and  fix  the  place  of  holding 
their  meetings,  which  shall  at  all  times  be  open 
to  the  public,  shall  determine  the  rules  of  their  pro- 
ceedings, shall  have  power  to  preserve  order  and  pro- 
priety in  their  meetings,  and  may  adopt  such  bylaws, 
rules  and  regulations  for  their  own  government  as  are 
not  inconsistent  with  the  provisions  of  this  act  and  shall 
[have]  power  to  compel  the  attendance  of  the  mem- 
bers of  their  board. 

Section  10.     The  president,  each  and  every  trustee 
01  the  village,  and  each  and  every  justice  of  tne  peace, 
and  constable  of  the  town  of  Princeton,  shall  be  offi- 
cers of  the  peace  in  said  village,  and  may  command 
the  peace  and  suppress  in  a  summary  manner  all  riot- 
ing and  disorderly  conduct  in  a  manner  consistent  with 
the  ordinances  of  said  village,  and  for  such  purpose 
may  command  the  assistance  of  bystanders,  and   if 
need  be  of  all  citizens,  and  if  any  person  shall  refuse 
to  aid  in  maintaining   the  peace   when  so  required, 
every  such  person  shall  forfeit  and  pay  such  fine  as 
may  be  prescribed  by  the  ordinances  of  the  village  in 
such  cases  provided. 

Section  11.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  clerk  to  at- 
tend the  meetings  of  the  board  of  trustees,  to  keep  a 
record  of  their  proceedings,  especially  of  the  passing 
of  by-laws,  ordinances  and  regulations,  and  a  faithful 
record  of  the  proceedings  and  votes  of  the  inhabitants 
of  the  village  at  their  annual  and  other  legal  meetings, 
and  to  keep  on  file  all  ordinances  which  may  be 
made  by  the  trustees.  The  records  of  the  clerk  shall 
be  evidence  in  all  legal  proceedings,  and  copies  of  all 
papers  duly  filed  in  his  office,  and  transcripts  from  the 
records  of  all  proceedings  of  the  board  of  trustees, 
certified  by  him  under  the  corporate  seal,  shall  be  evi- 
dence in  all  courts  of  the  contents  of  the  same ;  and 
the  clerk  shall  perform  such  other  duties  as  may  law- 
fully be  required  of  him  by  the  ordinance  or  direction 
of  the  board  of  trustees.  The  journal  and  records  of 
the  clerk  shall  be  open  to  the  inspection  of  every  elec- 
tor at  all  reasonable  timea 

Section  12.  Every  constable  of  the  county  of  Green 
Lake  shall  have  power,  and  it  shall  be  his  duty,  to  exe- 
cute all  lawful  orders  made  by  the  president  or  board 
of  trustees  of  said  village,  when  to  him  directed,  and 
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he  shall  make  due  return  thereof,with  his  doings  there- 
on, within  the  time  slated  in  such  order. 

Section  18.  The  treasurer  shall  perform  such^J^^"*** 
duties  and  exercise  such  powers  as  may  be  lawfully 
required  of  him  by  the  ordinances  of  said  village. 
All  moneys  raised,  received,  recovered  and  collected

He  shall 
as  often  as  the  trustees  may  require,  render  to  said 
trustees  a  minute  account  of  hi^  receipts  and  pay- 
ments, and  at  the  expiration  of  his  term  of  oflSce,  he 
shall  hand  over  to  his  successor  all  moneys,  books  and 
vouchers  in  his  possession  belonging  to  said  village.

be  and  have  the  force  of  laws :  provided,  that  they  be 
not  repugnant  to  the  constitution  and  laws  of  the 
United  States  or  of  this  state ;  and  for  these  purposes 
they  shall  have  authority,  by  ordinances  or  by-laws :

The  board  of  supervisors  of  the  county 
iw.  '"***^"  of  Monroe  are  hereby  authorized  to  remit  to  Joseph 
Thatcher,  of  the  town  of  Wellington,  in  said  county, 
the  sum  of  one  hundred  dollars,  on  account  of  money 
collected  by  him  for  taxes  of  1865,  as  town  treasurer 
ojf  the  town  of  Wellington,  and  belonging  to  said 
county,  and  which  was  destroyed  by  fire  on  the  25th 
day  of  January,  1866,  while  in  the  possession  of  the 
said  Joseph  Thatcher.

Section  6.  Any  person  who  shall  forcibly  or 
fraudulently  pass  over  the  bridge,  authorized  by  this

violate  the  rule  of  driving,  or  do  any  wiLf'ul  damage 
to  said  bridge,  shall  bo  guilty  of  trespass,  and  shall 
for  each  oflPense  forfeit  and  pay  the  sum  of  five  dollars 
and  damages,  to  and  for  the  use  of  said  company,  to 
be  recovered  with  costs,  as  in  other  actions  in  tort,  in 
any  court  having  competent  jurisdiction. 

Section  7.  This  act  shall  take  efifect  and  be  in 
force  from  and  after  its  passage  and  approval.

CHAPTER  208 

[Fubliahed  AprU2,  1867.] 

AN  ACT  to  amend  and  add  to  an  act  entitled  "  an  act  to  amend 
and  conBolidate  chapter  49  of  the  private  and  local  laws  of  1856, 
entitled  'an  act  to  incorporate  the  village  of  Madison  into  a 
separate  school  district,*  and  all  the  acts  amendatory  thereof.*' 

The  people  of  Hie  state  of  Wisconsin^  represented  in  senate 
and  assembly^  do  enact  as  follows : 

Section  1.  All  taxable  property  within  those  por-  J^^JitSes. 
tions  of  the  towns  of  Blooming  Grrove  and  Madison, 
which  are  now  or  shall  hereafter  be  attached  to  o^con- 
nected  with  the  city  of  Madison  for  school  purposes, 
shall  henceforth  be  subject  to  be  taxed  for  the  support 
and  maintenance  of  the  schools  of  said  city,  the  same 
as  property  within  said  city. 

Section  2.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  city  clerk  ^e^y  of  taxes, 
of  the  city  of  Madison,  in  the  year  1867,  and  in  each 
year  thereafter,  to  ascertain  the  rate  per  cent  which  all 
taxes  raised  in  said  year  in  said  citv  for  school  pur- 
poses, bear  to  the  asiessed  value  of  all  the  property 
taxed  within  said  city  for  that  year,  and  on  or  before 
the  25th  day  of  November,  in  such  year,  in  writing, 
to  notify   the  town  clerk  of  the  town  of  Blooming  '    . 

Grove,  and  also  the  town  clerk  of  the  town  of  Madi- 
son, of  such  per  cent,  or  rate  of  taxation  in  said  city 
for  school  pui posies;  and  it  shall  thereupon  be  the 
duty  of  said  town  clerk  of  Blooming  Grove,  and  the 
said  town  clerk  of  the  town  of  Madison,  immediately  t 
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to  carry  out  on  the  tax  rolls  of  their  towns,  respective- 
ly, for  such  year,  a  tax  for  schcol  purposes  of  the 
same  per  cent  on  all  taxable  property  within  that  por- 
tion of  their  respective  towns  so  attached  to  said  city 
for  school  purposes ;  and  such  tax  so  carried  out  on 
such  tax  rolls  is  hereby  declared  duly  levied,  and  a 
lien  on  such  taxable  property  until  paid,  the  same  as 
other  taxes,  as  provided  by  law. 

Section  8.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  treasurer  of 
the  town  of  Blooming  Grove  and  of  the  treasurer  of

The  city  of  Madison  is  hereby  declared 
to  be  now  and  henceforth  shall  be  exempt  from  all 
provisions  of  chapter  179  of  the  general  laws  of  1961, 
and  the  laws  amendatory  thereof,  except  in  the  matter 
of  making  reports  to  the  county  superintendent ;  and 
said  city  of  Madison  is  now  and  shall  hereafter  be  ex- 
empt from  any  tax  provided  for  by  said  chapter  179 
of  said  laws  of  1861,  and  the  adt  amendatory  thereof, 
for  compensation  of  the  county  superintendent  of 
schools,  or  for  any  of  the  purposes  designated  in  said 
act,  and  the  electors  of  said  city  shall  have  no  voice 
in  electing  such  county  superintendent 

Section  6.  In  addition  to  the  taxes  now  author- 
ized by  law  to  be  Levied  in  said  city  of  Madison  for 
school  purposes,  the  common  council  of  said  city  may 
levy  a  further  tax  in  the  year  1867,  of  not  exceeding 
ten  thousand  dollars,  for  the  purpose  of  building  a 
school  house  therein. 
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SSCTION  7.  Sections  4  and  6  of  chapter  295  of  the  -^•'^^ed. 
private  and  local  laws  of  18(51,  are  hereby  amended,  by 
striking  oat  of  each  of  said  sections  all  provisions 
whatever  contained  therein,  relating  in  any  wav  to  a 
superintendent  of  schools,  and  that  office  as  therein 
constituted,  is  hereby  abolished. 

Section  8.  The  board  of  education  of  the  city  of  5«p«^*«»t 
Madison  are  hereby  empowered  and  authorized  to  con- 
tract with  and  employ  some  suitable  person,  who  shall 
liold  his  position  during  the  pleasure  of  the  board,  to 
superintend  and  have  charge  of  the  schools  of  said 
city,  and  to  perform  the  duties  required  of  a  superin- 
tendent, as  provided  by  the  [rules  and  regulations] 
adopted  by  said  board;  and  said  board  may  from 
time  to  time  further  define  and  prescribe  or  change 
the  duties  of  such  superintendent  as  circumstances 
may  require.

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and  may  sue  and  be  sued  in  any  court  with  the  usual 
powers  of  corporations. 

Section  2.  The  capital  stock  of  such  corporation 
shall  not  exceed  the  sum  of  fifty  thousand  dollars; 
but  said  corporation  may  be  organized  as  soon  as  and 
whenever  the  sum  of  one  thousand  dollars  shall  be 
subscribed,  and  five  per  cent,  tliereof  shall  have  been 
actually  paid  in.

water  shall  run  over  said  dam,  to  facilitate  the  passage 
of  fish  over  the  same,  which  sli<^.  chut^<g^^ML^-gate 
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shall  receive  a  slope  no  greater  than  three  inches  in 
every  foot  horizontally,  and  shall  extend  to  the  bed  of 
the  river ;  and  the  owner  or  owners  of  any  dam  or  * 

other  obstructions  now  erected  across  said  river,  or  any 
of  its  branches,  shall  within  six  months  after  the  pass- 
age of  this  act,  insert  and  maintain  such  slide,  chute 
or  waste-gate  as  aforesaid.

Any  person  or  persons  conv^icted  of 
the  violation  of  the  provisions  of  the  preceding  sec- 
tion, shall  be  subject  to  a  fine  for  each  and  eyerj  such 
offense  of  not  more  than  ten  dollars  nor  less  than  five 
dollars,  and  costs,  and  shall  stand  committed  until  such 
fine  and  costs  are  paid,  one  half  of  which  fine  shall  be 
paid  to  the  person  making  complaint  of  such  viola- 
tion. 

Section  8.  Justices  of  the  peace  shall  have  juris-

Any  special  town  meeting  that  may  be  S'^i™!®^^^ 
called  at  any  time  for  the  purpose  of  voting  the  tax  of  votes,' &c. 
provided  in  the  first  section  of  this  act,  shall  be  called 
in  the  manner  provided  by  law  for  calling  town  meet- 
ings.    The  ballots  to  be  used  for  the  purpose  of  vot- 
ing said  tax  at  any  annual  or  special  town  meeting, 
shall  have  written  or  printed  thereon  the  words  *'  for 
tax,"  or  "  against  tax  ;"  and  if  a  ipajority  of  the  votes 
cast  on  that  question  shall  be  "  for  tax,"  it  shall  be  the  ' 
duty  of  the  officers  of  said  town  to  levy  and  collect 
the  amount  in  the  same  manner  that  other  town  taxes 
are  levied  and  collected  :  provided^  that  no  informality 
in  calling  any  special  town  meeting  fot*  the  purpose  of 
voting  the  tax  hereinbefore  provided,  shall  invalidate 
the  tax  voted  at  such  town  meeting. 

Section  3.     This  act  shall  take  effect  and  be  in  force 
from  and  after  its  passage

AN  ACT  to  incorporate  the  Tillage  of  Trempealeau. 

ITie  people  of  the  state  of  Wisconsinj  represented  in  senate 
and  assembly^  do  enact  as  foUows  : 

viiii«eiof  Trem-     SECTION  1.     All  of  the  Consolidated  plat  of  the  vil- 

peiean  boimd-  j^^^  of  Trempealeau,  together  with  the  first  and  second 
additions,  and  Noyes  and  Winkleman's  and  Noyes 
and  Jones'  additions  thereto,  all  of  which  lands  are 
embraced  in  sections  twenty-six  (26)  and  twenty-seven 
(27,)  in  township  number  eighteen  (18)  north,  of  range 
number  nine  (9)  west ;  also,  all  the  lands  embraced  in 
section  twenty-seven  (27)  and  the  west  half  of  the  west 
half  of  section  twenty-six  (24,  in  township  number 
eighteen  (18)  north,  of  range  number  nine  (9)  west,  in 
the  county  of  Trempealeau,  in  this  state,  shall  be 
known  and  described  by  the  name  of  the  "village  of 
Trempealeau,"  and  the  inhabitants  residing,  or  who 
may  hereafter  reside  within  the  limits  of  said  village,

and  force  of  laws :  provided^  that  they  are  not  repugnant 
to  the  constitution  and  laws  of  the  United  States  or  of 
this  state ;  and  for  these  purposes  shall  have  authority

The  people  of  the  state  of  Wisconsin,  represented  in  senate 
and  assembly^  do  enact  as  follows  : 

Corporators.  SECTION  1.  John  Adam  Puerner,  J.  M.  Miller, 
Henry  Walther,  Andrew  Puerner,  Christopher  Muck, 
Joseph  Spangler,  Henry  Miller,  and  their  associates, 
who  have  united  or  who  may  hereafter  unite  into  an 
association  for  the  purpose  of  affording  help  and  relief 
to  their  members,  and  by  contributing  to  the  expense 
for  burying  their  dead,  and  other  benevolent  purposes, 
are  hereby  declared  and  constituted  a  body  corporate 
and  politic,  by  the  name  of  Jefferson  workinjgmen's 
mutual  aid  union,  located  in  the  village  of  Jefferson, 
Jefferson  county. 

Section  2.  The  said  association  shall  have  power 
to  contract  and  be  contracted  with,  to  sue  and  be  sued, 
to  plead  and  be  impleaded,  to  answer  and  be  answered 
unto,  in  all  courts  of  this  state,  and  shall  be  vested 
with  all  the  powers  and  privileges  necessary  to  carry 
out  and  fulfill  the  objects  of  this  corporation. 

By  laws,  Ac.  SECTION  3.  The  Said  corporation  shall  further  have 
power  to  establish  for  its  government  a  constitution

treasurer,  shall  be  countersigned  by  the  clerk  before 
they  shall  be  a  legal  voucher  against  the  village.  The 
clerk  shall  have  power  to  administer  oatha 
^  Section  14.  The  attorney  shall  'perform  profes-  '^***'™^- 
sional  services  incident  to  the  office,  as  prescribed  by 
ordinances  or  by  resolutions  of  the  president  and  trus- 
tees, or  as  directed  by  the  president,  and  when  requir- 
ed shall  furnish  written  opinions  to  them. 

Section  15.     The  president  and  trustees  shall  have  ^^%J"**^^ 
power  from  time  to  time  to  require  other  and  further  S?fflcen? 
duties  to  be  performed  by  any  officer  whose  duties  are

such  wine,  beer,  cider,  or  intoxicating,  spirituous,  al- 
coholic, vinous,  fermented,  mixed  or  malt  liquors, 
liquids  or  drinks  within  such  corporate  limits,  without 
having  first  obtained  license  therefor,  as  provided  by 
this  act,  the  laws  of  this  state,  and  the  ordinances  of 
the  said  village ;  and  any  person  who  shall  in  any 
manner  violate  any  of  the  provisions  of  this  section, 
or  the  ordinances  or  the  laws  herein  referred  to,  shall 
on  conyiction  thereof  be  punished  as  provided  by  the 
laws  of  this  state  and  the  ordinances  of  said  vUlage 
on  this  subject,  and  all  such  offenses  shall  be  prosecu- 
ted as  provided  by  such  laws  and  ordinances.  All 
money  received  for  such  licenses  shall  be  paid  to  the 
treasurer  of  said  village  for  its  use :  provided^  that  the 
sum  to  be  paid  for  any  such  license  shall  not  be  less 
than  the  amount  fixed  and  provided  by  the  laws  of 
this  state  or  the  ordinances  of  the  said  village,  and 
that  no  license  shall  be  granted  for  a  less  time  than 
one  year ;  and  provided^  further^  that  no  person  thus 
licensed,  or  without  being  so  licensed,  shall  sell  or

In  all  prosecutions  for  any  violations  of  Proeecutions 
this  section,  or  of  the  laws  or  ordinances  herein  re-  i£jneehS«^^' 
ferred  to,  it  shall  be  sufficient  to  allege,  in  general, 
terms,  the  selling,  vending,  dealing  in  or  giving  away

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CHAPTER  257. 

[JPMUhadAprU  10,  1867.] 

AN  ACT  to  amend  chapter  175  of  the  private  and  local  laws  of 
1867f  entitled  **  an  act  to  incorporate  the  Tillage  of  Omro,"  and 
the  act  amendatory  thereto. 

The  people  of  the  state  of  Wisconsin^  represented  in  senate 
and  assembly^  do  enact  asfoUowm: 

Section  1.  The  trustees  of  said  village  of  Onuro, 
in  addition  to  the  powers  now  conferred  upon  them  by 
law,  shall  have  power  and  authority- to  alter  or  discon- 
tinue and  vacate  streets  in  said  village,  in  the  same 
manner  and  upon  the  like  proceedings  as  town  super- 
visors are  authorized  by  law  to  alter  or  discontinue 
town  roads  or  highways.  ' 

Section  2.  The  trustees  and  street  commissioners 
of  said  village  shall  have  all  the  powers  and  authority 
in  relation  to  obstructions  in  and  encroachments  upon 
the  streets  of  said  village,  now  conferred  by  law  upon 
the  town  supervisors  and  overseers  of  town  highw^p 
in  relation  to  obstructions  in  and  encroachments  upon 
highways,  and  the  same  penalties  shall  be  imposed  for 
such  obstructions  or  encroachments. 

Section  3.  If  the  owner  of  any  lot  shall  willfully 
permit  any  nuisance  in  any  street  adjoining  said  lot 
for  six  days  after  being  notified  by  the  street  commis- 
sioners to  remove  the  same,  it  may  be  removed  by  said 
commissioners,  and  the  owner  of  said  lot  shall  pay 
double  the  expense  of  such  removal,  which  amount 
shall  be  added  to  the  village  tax  assessed  against 
said  lot  on  the  next  assessment-roll,  and  oollecsted 
therewith. 

Section  4.  If  any  street  of  said  village  shall  be 
willfully  obstructed  by  leaving  therein  any  wood  or 
other  valuable  property,  the  street  commissioner  shall 
notify  the  owner  or  person  having  charge  thereof,  if 
known,  in  writing,  to  remove  the  same  forthwith ;  and 
if  the  same  is  not  removed  within  one  week,  or  if  no 
owner  or  person  having  charge  thereof  is  known,  the 
street  commissioner  shall  cause  the  same  to  be  remov* 
ed,  and  the  said  village  shall  have  a  lien  thereon  for 
double  the  expense  of  such  removal  The  street  com- 
missioner shall  notify  th^  owner  or  peraon  aforeisaid,  if 
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known,  of  the  amount  of  such  lien ;  and  in  all  cases 
if  the  amount  of  such  lien  is  not  paid  within  ten  days 
after  such  notice  or  removal,  the  said  commissioner 
shall  proceed  to  sell  at  public  vendue,  to  the  highest 
bidder,  so  much  of  such  property  as  may  be  necessary 
to  pay  and  discharge  sucn  lien  and  the  costs  and  ex- 
penses of  sale,  but  before  making  any  such  sale,  said 
street  commissioner  shall  give  notice  of  the  time  and 
place  of  such  sale  in  at  least  three  public  places  in  said 
village. 

Section  5.  The  board  of  trustees  of  said  village  shade  twee, 
shall  have  power  and  authority  to  contract  for  and 
cause  shade  trees  to  be  set  out  along  the  side  of  anv 
street  in  the  platted  portion  of  said  village,  of  sucn 
kinds  and  at  such  distances  as  they  may  determine 
fix)m  the  sides  of  said  street  and  from  tree  to  tree,  and 
the  cost  of  gettinff  and  setting  such  trees  opposite  any  . 
lot,  shall  be  added  to  the  village  taxes  agamst  said  lot 
on  the  next  assessment-roll,  and  collected  therewitL 

Section  6.  The  board  of  trustees  of  said  village  Lock-up. 
shall  have  power  and  authority  to  provide  a  secure 
and  convenient  place  in  said  village  tor  the  temporary 
confinement  and  safe-keeping  of  offenders  against  the 
public  peace,  and  persons  held  for  examination  upon 
any  criminal  process. 

Secjtion  7.  The  marshal  of  said  village  shall  be  chief  of  pouce- 
chief  of  police  therein,  and  as  such  he  shall  have  au-  ^ 
thority  to  arrest  any  person  found  committing  any 
breacn  of  the  peace  or  violating  the  ordinances  of  said 
village,  without  process,  and  take  such  person  before 
any  magistrate  to  be  dealt  with  according  to  law ;  and 
if  such  arrest  shall  be  made  on  Sunday,  or  in  the  night, 
or  at  any  time  when  such  justice  shall  be  absent  from 
his  office,  the  said  marshal  shall  detain  such  person  in 
his  custody  imtil  he  can  make  complaint  before  such 
justice,  at  nis  office,  ) 

Section  8.    The  boundaries  and  corporate  authori-  BoundMieBex. 
ty  of  said  village  are  hereby  extended  so  as  to  include  **"*^ 
the  tract  known  as  Blackmer*s  first  addition  to  the  vil- 
lage of  Omro,  according  to  the  plat  thereof,  as  record- 
er in  the  office  of  the  register  of  deeds  of  Winnebago 
county. 

Section  9.    This  act  shall  take  effect  and  be  in 
force  from  and  after  its  passage  and  publication.

AK  ACT  to  amend  an  act  entitled  **  an  act  to  amend  an  act  to  in- 
corporate the  city  of  Beaver  Dam,"  in  relation  to  schools,  ap- 
proved March  li,  1869. 

The  people  qfthe  state  of  Wisconsin,  represented  in  senate 
and  assembly,  do  enact  as  follows  : 

Section  1.  Section  9  of  chatper  two  of  said  act  is 
hereby  amended,  so  as  to  read  as  follows :  "  The  citjr 
council  of  the  said  city  shall  have  the  power,  and  it 
shall  be  their  duty,  to  raise  fix)m  time  to  time,  by  tax 
upon  the  real  and  personal  estate  in  said  city  which 
shall  be  liable  to  taxation,  to  the  amount  of  school 
moneys  now  or  hereafter  appropriated  or  provided  by 
law  for  common  schools  in  said  city,  such  sums  as  may 
be  determined  and  certified  by  the  said  board  of  edu- 
cation to  be  necessary  or  proper  for  any  or  aU  of  the 
following  purposes :  "^ 

"  L  To  purchase,  lease  or  improve  sites  for  school- 
houses. 

"  IL  To  build,  purchase,  lease,  enlarge,  alter,  im- 
prove and  repair  school-houses  and  their  out-houses 
and  appurtenances. 

"  ILL  To  purchase,  exchange,  improve  and  repair 
school  apparatua^  books,  furniture  and  appendages; 
but  the  power  herein  granted  shall  not  be  deemed  to 
the  furnishing  class  or  text-books  for  any  school  whose 
parents  or  guardian  shall  be  able  to  furnish  the  same., 

"  IV.  To  procure  fuel  and  defray  the  contingent  ex- 
penses of  the  district  library  of  said  city. 

"  V.  To  pay  the  wages  of  teachers  due  after  the  ap- 
plication of  the  public  money  which  may  by  law  be 
appropriated  and  provided  for  that  purpose  :  provided, 
nevertheless,  that  no  tax  shall  be  laid  for  such  purposes 
oftener  than  once  in  each  year ;  and  provided,  also,  that 
the  amount  to  be  raised  for  teachers^  wages  and  for 
contingent  expenses  in  any  one  year,  shall  in  no  case 
exceed  four  dollars  for  each  person  that  draws  public 
money,  nor  less  than  two  dollars ;  that  the  amoimt  to 
be  raised  in  any  one  year  for  repairing  school  houses 
and  the  appurtenances,  shall  not  exceed  one  thousand 
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dollars,  and  for  buying  sites  and  erecting  new  school- 
houses,  shall  not  exceed  three  thousand  dollars."

AN  ACT  granting  additional  powers  to  the  board  of  trustees  of 
the  Tillage  of  Richland  Center,  In  Richland  oovntj,  state  of 
Wisconsin. 

The  people  of  ike  state  of  Wisconsin^  represented  in  senate 
and  assembly^  do  enact  as  follows : 

Section  1.  In  addition  to  the  powers  given  to  the 
board  of  trustees  of  the  village  of  Richland  Center, 
in  the  county  of  Richland,  and  state  of  Wisconsin,  by 
the  provisions  of  chapter  seventy  of  the  revised  stat- 
utes, they  shall  have  the  exclusive  authority  within 
the  corporate  limits  of  said  village,  to  grant  ac- 
cording tqi  law  or  ordinance,  or  both,  license  for 
selling  wine,  beer  or  cider,  or  spirituous,  intoxica- 
ting, alcoholic,  vinous,  fermented,  malt  or  mixed 
liqyors,  liquids  or  drinks ;  regulate  and  license  groce- 
ries, taverns,  hotels,  victualing-houses  and  saloons,  and 
all  persons  vending  or  dealing  in  any  such  liquors, 
drinKS  or  liquids,  and  to  revoke  the  same;  and  no 
person  shall  sell,  vend,  deal  in,  or  for  the  purpose  of 
evading  the  provisions  of  law,  or  of  thiaact,  or  of  the  or- 
dinances of  said  village,  give  away  such  wine,  beer, 
cider,  or  intoxicating,  spirituous,  alcoholic,  vinous, 
fermented;  mixed  or  malt  liquors,  drinks  or  liquids 
within  such  corporate  limitsf  without  first  having  ob- 
tained license  therefor,  according  to  the  provisions  of 
this  act,  the  laws  of  this  state,  and  the  ordinances  of 
the  said  village ;  and  any  person  who  shall  in  any 
manner  violate  any  of  the  provisions  of  this  section, 
or  the  ordinances  or  the  laws  herein  referred  to,  shall 
on  conyiction  thereof  be  punished  as  provided  by  the 
laws  of  this  state  and  the  ordinances  of  the  said  village 
on  this  subject,  and  all  such  offenses  shall  be  prosecu-^^ 
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ted  as  provided  by  such  laws  and  ordinancea  All 
moneys  received  for  such  licenses  shall  be  paid  to  the 
'  treasurer  of  said  village  for  its  use :  provided^  that  the 
sum  to  be  paid  for  any  such  license  shall  not  be  less 
than  the  amount  fixed  and  provided  by  the  laws  of 
this  state  or  the  ordinances  of  the  said  village,  and 
that  no  license  shall  be  granted  for  a  less  time  than 
one  year ;  and  provided^  jfurihefi\  that  no  person  shall 
be  allowed  by  virtue  of  the  said  license  to  sell  or  give 
away  any  such  liquors,  drinks  or  liquids  upon  Sun- 
day." In  all  prosecutions  for  any  violations  of 
this  section,  or  of  the  laws  or  ordinances  herein  re- 
ferred to,  it  shall  be  sufficient  to  allege,  in  general 
terms,  the  selling,  vending  or  giving  away  with- 
out such  license  of  such  inhibited  liquors,  liquids 
or  drink. 

Section  2.  The  board  of  trustees  of  said  village 
shall  also  have  the  exclusive  right  to  license  and  reg- 
ulate the  exhibitions  of  common  showmen,  or  shows 
of  any  kind,  or  the  exhibitions  of  caravans,  circuses 
or  theatrical  performances  ;  also,  to  restrain,  prohibit 
or  license  billiard-tables,  ten-pin  or  other  ball  allejrs, 
or  the  setting  up  or  the  playing  on  the  same  in  said 
village  ;  also,  to  restrain  and  prohibit  all  descriptions 
of  gaming  and  fraudulent  devices  and  practices,  and 
all  playing  of  cards,  dice  or  otner  games  of  chance 
for  the  purpose  of  gaming  in  said  village,  and  to  re- 
strain any  person  from  vending,  giving  away  or  deal- 
ing in  spirituous,  intoxicating,  alcoholic,  malt,  mixed, 
fermented  or  vinous  liquors,  unless  duly  licensed  by 
them. 

Section  8.  ^When  two-thirds  of  all  the  owners  of 
real  estate  and  lots  or  parts  of  lots  bounding  on  one 
side  of  a  street,  or  part  of  a  street  not  less  than  six- 
teen rods  in  length,  shall  desire  to  have  a  sidewalk 
built  or  repaired,  the  ap[4ication  for  that  purpose  shall 
be  made  to  the  board  of  trustees  by  such  owners  in 
writing. 

Section  4  Sidewalks  shall  be  constructed  upon 
the  proper,  established  grade  in  said  village,  of  such 
width,  m  such  manner,  of  such  materials  and  in  such 
time  as  the  board  of  trustees  by  resolution,  ordinance 
or  order  shall  direct,  by  the  owner  or  owners  of  anv 
lot  or  piece  of  grouna  in  front  of  which  such  sidewalt 
shall  be  ordered ;  and  if  the  owner  qr  qyjQft^of  any 
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such  lot  or  piece  of  ground  shall  refuse  or  neglect  to 
construct  such  sidewalk  as  aforesaid,  the  board  of 
trustees  may  cause  the  same  to  be  done  at  the  expense 
of  such  owner  or  owners.  The  contract  for  the  con- 
struction of  any  such  sidewalk  shall  be  let  to  the  low- 
est bidder,  and  notice  shall  be  given  by  publication 
in  the  same  paper  in  which  the  ordinances  and  regu- 
lations of  said  village  are  published,  at  least  for  three 
consecutive  weeks,  of  the  time,  place  and  manner  of 
securing  such  bids.  The  board  of  trustees  shall  levy 
a  special  tax  upon  each  lot  or  piece  of  ground  in  front

prescribe." 

Section  2.    This  act  shall  take  effect  and  be  in  force 
from  and  after  its  passage.

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CHAPTER  313. 

[PitbUtM  AprU  6,  1867.] 
AN  ACT  to  10  corporate  the  village  of  Mayville. 

The  people  of  the  state  of  Wisconsin^  represented  in  senate 
and  assembly^  do  enact  as  follows : 

Secttion  1.  That  the  district  included  within  the  Boimdarieju 
following  limits  and  boundaries,  to  wit :  all  that  part 
of  the  platted  village  of  Mayville  lying  and  being  in 
sections  numbers  thirteen  (13,)  fourteen  (14,)  twenty- 
three  (23)  and  twenty-four  (24,)  in  township  number 
twelve  (12)  north,  of  range  number  sixteen  (16)  east, 
in  the  county  of  Dodge,  and  state  of  Wisconsin,  shall 
hereafler  be  known,  designated  and  constituted  the 
corporate  limits  of  the  village  of  Mayville. 

Section  2.     The  government  of  said  village  and  ooverament- 
the  exercise  of  its  corporate  powers,  and  the  manage-  ^°^  ^®**®**- 
ment  of  its  fiscal,  prudential  and  municipal  concerns, 
shall  be  vested  in  a  president  and  four  (4)  trustees,  to 
be  called  the  "  president  and  trustees  of  the  village  of 
Mayville." 

Section  3.     On  the  second  Tuesday  of  April  next,  Ajnuai  ^ete^^ 
and  annually  thereafter,  there  shall  be  elected  in  and  offlcSs! 
for  said  village  one  president,  four  (4)  trustees,  one 
treasurer  and  one  justice  of  the  peace,  all  of  whom 
shall  hold  their  offices  for  the  term  of  one  year,  or  un- 
til their  successors  are  elected  and  qualified. 

Section  4.  All  officers  provided  for  in  the  third  <

Firet  election.  SECTION  5.  The  first  election  for  officers  provided 
for  in  this  act,  shall  be  held  at  Walter's  hall,  in  said 
village,  and  the  polls  shall  be  opened  between  the 
hours  of  nine  and  ten  A.  M.,  and  continue  open  antil 
four  o^clock  p.  M. ;  and  the  voters  present  at  the  time 
of  opening  shall  proceed  to  elect  by  ballot  or  other-

The  trus- 
tees shall  have  full  power :

To  prevent  riots,  noise,  disturbance  or  disorder-  ^^'  *^' 
ly  houses  or  groceries,  saloons  and  houses  of  ill-fame ; 
to  authorize  the  destruction  of  all  implements  or  devi- 
ces for  the  purposes  of  gaming. 

4th.  To  direct  the  location  and  management  of  all  hSlS«Mdpui- 
slaughter-houses  and  markets ;  to  r^ulate  the  storage  powder. 
and  keeping  of  gunpowder  and  other  combustible  ma- 
terials. 

6th.  To  prevent  horse-racing,  or  immoderate  driving  g2^'*«*^» 
or  riding  in  the  streets,  and  to  r^ulate  the  places  for 
bathing  and  swimming. 

6th.  To  restrain  the  running  at  laree  of  cattle,  swine,  ^^f^w?* 
horses,  sheep,  geese  and  poultry,  and  to  authorize  the

Thejpeqple  of  the  state  of  Wisconsin,  represented  in  senate 
and  assembly,  do  enact  as  follows  :

are  hereby  made  and  constituted  a  body  politic  and 
and  pow-  corporate,  by  the  name  and  style  of  the"  "  Monticello 
central  union  railroad  company,"  with  perpetual  suc- 
cession ;  and  by  that  name  and  style  shall  be  capable, 
and  are  hereby  empowered  and  authorized  in  law,  of 
taking,  purchasing,  holding,  leasing,  selling  and  con- 
veying real  and  personal  estate  and  property,  so  far 
as  the  same  may  be  requisite  and  necessary  for  the 
purposes  hereinafter  mentioned ;  and  in  their  said  cor- 
porate name  may  sue  and  be  sued,  plead  and  be  im- 
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pleaded,  defend  and  be  defended,  in  all  courts  and 
places ;  to  have  a  common  seal,  which  they  may  al- 
ter and  renew  at  pleasure ;  to  have  a  capital  stock  of 
five  hundred  thousand  dollars,  to  be  divided  into 
shares  of  one  hundred  dollars  each,  which  said  capi- 
tal may  be  increased  from  time  to  time,  by  a  vote  of 
the  majority  of  the  directors  of  this  corporation,  to 
any  sum  requisite  for  the  completion  and  fulfillment 
of  the  objects  and  purposes  of  the  corporation  hereby 
created  ;  and  said  above  named  pei'sons  shaL  be  and 
constitute  the  first  board  of  directors,  and  are  hereby 
vested  with  and  may  have  and  exercise  all  franchises, 
powers,  rights,  privileges  and  immunities  which  are  or 
may  be  necessary  to  carry  into  efiect  and  complete, 
use  and  enjoy  the  purposes  and  objects  of  this  act  as 
herein  set  forth. 

Section  2.  Said  directors  shall  organize  the  board  organization

toll  for  the  transportation  of  persons  or  property  there-

exceeding  ten  per  cent,  and  to  pledge  and  mortgage 
the  said  road  and  its  appendages,  or  any  part  thereof, 
or  any  other  property  or  eflfects,  rights,  credits  or  fran- 
chises of  the  said  company,  as  security  of  any  loan  of 
money  and  interest  thereon,  and  to  dispose  of  the 
bonds  issued  for  such  loans  at  such  rates  and  on  such 
terms  as  two-thirds  of  the  directors  may  determine, 
and  may  make  such  bonds  convertible  into  the  capital

CHAPTER  887. 

[PMishMi  AprU  17,  1867.] 

AN  ACT  to  amend  the  act  incorporating  the  village  of  Jefferson, 
.  in  Jefferson  county,  and  to  consolidate  the  several  acts  amenda- 
tory thereof. 

The  people  of  the  state  of  Wisconsin^  represented  in  senate 
and  assembly,  do  enact  as  follows: 

Section  1.    That  the  act  entitled  "  an  act  to  incor-  coMoUdated 
porate  the  village  of  Jefferson,  m  Jefferson  county, 
approved  March  9tb,  l*b57,  and  the  several  ac*s  amend- 
atory thereto,  are  hereby  consolidated  and  amended, 
so  as  to  read  as  follows  : ' 

Section  2.  The  inhabitants  of  the  district  of  coun-  ^ujef^"  °' 
try  included  within  the  following  lines  and  boundaries, 
in  the  county  of  Jefferson,  in  this  state,  to  wit :  begin- 
ning at  the  north  quarter-post  of  section  number  one, 
in  township  number  six  north,  of  range  number  four- 
teen east ;  thence  running  west  on  the  section  line  two 
miles  to  the  north  quarter-post  of  section  number 
three ;  thence  south  two  miles  on  the  subdivision  line 
to  the  south  quarter-post  of  sectidn  ten ;  thence  east 
on  the  section  line  to  the  south  quarter-post  of  section 
twelve ;  thence  north  two  miles  on  the  subdivision 
line  to  the  place  of  beginning,  are  hereby  created  a 
body  corporate  and  politic,  by  the  name  and  style  of  Ngneof  a)ipo- 
the  president  and  trustees  of  the  village  of  Jefferson  ;  Sbo?  wme!*^'^* 
and  by  that  name  shall  be  capable  of  contracting  and 
being  contracted  with,  of  suing  and  being  sued,  plead- 
ing and  being  impleaded,  answering  and  being  answer- 
ed unto,  in  all  courts  and  places,  and  in  all  matters 
whatever,  with  power  of  purchasing,  receiving,  hold- 
ing, occupying  and  conveying  real  and  personal  estate, 
and  shall  have  a  common  seal,  and  may  change  the 
same  at  pleasure,  and  be  competent  to  nave  and  ex-  t 
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ercise  all  the  rights  and  privileges  and  be  subject  to 
all  the  duties  and  obligations  appertaining  to  a  munici- 
pal corporation. 
^^**»Udn^  ^'      Section  3.     The  government  of  said  corporation 
oorpore     .      ^^^  ^^^  exercise  of  its  corporate  powers  and  manage- 
ment of 'its  fiscal,  prudential  and  municipal  concerns, 
shall  be  vested  in  a  president,  (who  shall  be  ex  officio 
a  trustee,)  and  eight  trustees,  and  shall  be  called  *'  the 
board  of  trustees  of  the  village  of  Jefierson."  and  such 
other  officers  as  are  hereinafter  provided  lor ;  and  no 
business  except  adjourning  either  at  regular  or  special 
meetings   shall  be  done,    unless  five  of  the  board  be 
present,  and  vote  in  the  affirmative,  the  president  al- 
ways having  the  right  to  vote.

Section  9.     At  each  annual  election,  the  board  of  poii  usta  to  be 
inspectors  or  judges  of  election  shall  cause  four  poll-  ^1*°*°'*™* 
lists  to  be  made  and  numbered  one,  two^  three  and 
four,  to  correspond  with  the  four  districts  hereinbefore 
provided  for,  and  every  person  when  he  presents  his

The  president  and  trustee#Bhall  pre- 
scribe the  time  and  fix  the  place  of  their  meetings, 
which  shall  at  all  times  be  open  to  the  public,  and 
shall  determine  the  rules  of  their  proceedings,  and 
keep  a  journal  thereof,  which  shall  b^  open  for  the 
inspection  of  every  elector  at  all  seasonable  times  and 
hours,  and  shall  have  power  to  preserve  order  and 
propriety  in  their  proceedings,  and  may  adopt  such 
by-laws,  rules  and  regulations  for  their  government 
as  are  not  inconsistent  with  the  provisions  of  this  act, 
and  shall  have  power  to  compel  the  attendance  of  its 
members. 

Section  16.  The  marshal  of  said  village' shall  pos- 
sess such  powers  and  be  subject  to  such  liabilities  and 
duties  as  the  constables  of  the  several  towns  in  this 
state,  and  may  serve  any  process  directed  to  the 
sheriff  or  any  constable  of  the  said  county  of  Jeffer- 
son, or  to  himself.  It  shall  be  his  duty,  with  or  with- 
out process,  to  arrest  any  and  all  persons  and  take 
them  before  the  police  justice  of  said  village  for  trial, 
whom  he  shall  find  in  any  public  place  in  said  village 
in  a  state  of  intoxication,  or  making  a  boisterous  noise, 
or  engaged  in  any  affrays  or  fights,  or  any  act  of  lewd- 
ness or  obscenity,  or  violating  any  ordinance,  by-law, 
rule,  regulation  or  resolution  of  said  village  made  for 
the  preservation  of  the  peace  and  good  order  thereof; 
and  in  making  such  arrests  and  in  securing  such  of- 
tenders,  the  marshal  may  command  all  persons  pres- 
ent to  assist  him  therein,  and  any  person  so  command- 
ed, refusing  or  neglecting  to  renaer  such  assistanoe, 
shall  forfeit  and  pay  to  the  village  a  sum  not  exceed- 
ing ten  dollars;  and  it  shall  be  the  further  duty  of 
said  marshal  to  obey  all  lawful  written  orders  of  said 
board  of  trustees ;  and  for  all  such  services  as  are 
usually  rendered  by  said  constables,  said  marshal  shall 
receive  similar  fees,  and  for  other  services  rendered 
to  said  village,  the  said  marshal  [shidl]  receive  such 
compensation  as  the  board  shall  order  or  fix  by  ordi- 
nance. 

Sbotion  17.  The  treasurer  of  said  village  shall 
perform  such  duties  and  exercise  such  powers  as  may 
be  lawfully  required  of  him  by  the  ordinances,  raleS| 
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regulations,  resolutions  or  by-laws  of  said  village,  and 
by  law.  AH  money  received,  raised,  recovered  and 
collected  by  means  of  any  tax,  license,  forfeiture  or 
otherwise  under  the  authority  of  this  act,  or  which 
belongs  to  said  village,  shall  be  paid  to  and  received 
by  him,  and  shall  not  be  drawn  therefrom  except  by 
a  written  order  signed  by  the  president  and  counter- 
signed by  the  clerk,  by  order  of  the  trastees.  Such 
order  shall  specify  the  amount  of  money  to  be  drawn, 
and  its  objects.  He  shall  keep  a  just  and  accurate 
account  of  all  moneys  and  other  things  coming  into 
his  hands  as  treasurer,  in  a  book  to  be  provided  by 
the  trustees  for  that  purpose,  which  shall  remain  the 
property  of  the  village,  wherein  he  shall  note  the  time 
when,  the  person  from  whom,  the  amount  of  the  sev- 
eral sums  received,  and  the  sources  from  whence  the 
said  sums  arose,  which  said  book  at  all  seasonable 
times  shall  be  open  to  the  inspection  of  the  electors 
of  the  villaga  He  shall  as  often  as  the  trustees  re- 
quire, render  to  said  trustees  a  minute  account  of  his 
receipts  and  payments,  and  at  the  expiration  of  his 
term  of  office,  he  shall  pay  over  and  deliver  to  his 
successor  all  mcfneys,  books  and  vouchers  in  his  pos- 
session belonging  to  said  village. 

Section  18.  It  shall  be  the  dutv  of  the  clerk  to  §£!''  ^  ^'^ 
keep  a  record  ot  the  doings  of  the  board  of  trustees, 
especially  of  the  passing  of  by-laws,  ordinances,  rules, 
resolutions  and  regulations,  and  also  a  &ithful  record 
of  all  the  doings  and  votes  of  the  inhabitants  of  said 
village  at  their  annual  and  other  legal  meetings,  and 
to  keep  on  file  all  papers  which  may  be  ordered  by  the 
trustees.  The  records  kept  by  the  clerk  shall  be  evi- 
dence in  all  legal  proceedings,  and  copies  of  all  pa- 
pers duly  filed  in  his  office,  and  transcripts  from  the 
record  of  proceedings  of  the  board  of  trustees,  certi- 
fied by  him  under  the  corporate  seal,  shall  be  evidence 
in  all  courts  of  the  contents  of  the  same.  He  shall 
keep  a  full  and  accurate  account  of  all  orders  drawn 
on  the  treasurer  in  a  book  provided  for  that  purpose, 
and  shall  keep  all  accounts  of  the  corporation  with 
individuals,  and  shall  keep  an  accurate  account  with 
the  treasurer,  and  charge  him  with  all  taxes  levied 
and  sums  of  money  paid  into  the  treasury ;  and  all 
receipts  of  the  payment  df  money  or  property  to  ihe  j 

treasurer  shall  be  countersigned  by  the  clerk  beforl^^^S^^ 
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they  shall  be  a  legal  voucher  against  the  village.  The 
said  clerk  shall  attend  the  meetings  of  the  trustees, 
keep  a  full  record  of  all  their  proceedings,  and  shall 
perform  such  duties  and  exercise  such  powers  as  may 
oe  lawfully  imposed  or  conferred  by  ordinance  or  di- 
rection of  the  said  president  and  trustees,  who  shall 
fix  his  compensation  therefor. 
£2flSd'ii^  Section  19.  The  said  president,  each  and  every 
tobe peace offl-.  trustee  and  marshal  shall  be  officers  of  the  peace,  and 
may  command  the  peace  and  suppress  in  a  summary 
manner  all  rioting  and  disorderly  behavior  within  the 
limits  of  said  corporation,  and  for  such  purpose  may 
command  the  assistance  of  all  bystanders  and  citizens, 
and  if  any  person  shall  refuse  to  aid  in  maintaining 
the  peace  when  so  required,  every  such  person  shall 
forfeit  and  pay  such  fine  as  may  be  prescribed  by  the 
ordinance  of  the  corporation  in  such  case  provided. 
Farthw  powers  Sbotion  20.  Ist  The  Said  president  [and  trustees] 
o^p^^^entMi  gj^^ij  j^^^^  power  to  enact,  establish,  publish,  enforce, 
alter,  modify,  amend  or  repeal  all  such  ordinances, 
rules  and  by  laws  for  the  suppression  of  vice,  for  the 
prevention  of  fires,  for  the  benefit  of  trade  and  com- 
merce, for  the  health  thereof,  as  they  ftiay  deem  expe- 
dient, declaring  and  imposing  penalties,  and  to  en- 
force the  same  against  any  person  who  may  violate 
any  of  the  provisions  of  such  ordinances,  rules  or  by- 
laws, and  such  ordinances,  rules  or  by-laws  are  hereby 
Ptovtoo.  declared  to  be  and  to  have  the  force  of  law :  providea^ 

that  such  ordinances,  rules  and  by-laws  are  not  incon- 
sistent with  the  laws  and  constitution  of  this  state;  to

place  for  the  deposite  of  ashes ;  to  appoint  one  or  more 
fire-wardens  to  enter  into,  at  all  reasonable  times,  and 
examine  all  dwelling  houses,  lots,  yards,  inclosures 
and  buildings  of  every  description,  in  order  to  discov- 
er whether  any  of  them  are  in  a  dangerous  condition, 
and  to  cause  such  as  may  be  dangerous  to  be  put  in  a 
safe  condition  ;  to -regulate  the  manner  of  putting  up 
stoves  and  stovepipes ;  to  prevent  fires  and  the  use  of 
fireworks  and  firearms  within  the  limits  of  said  village, 
or  such  part  thereof  as  they  may  think  proper;  to 
compel  the  inhabitants  of  said  village  to  aid  in  the  ex- 
tinguishment of  fires,  and  to  pull,  break  down  and 
raze  such  buildings  in  the  vicinity  of  the  fire  as  shall 
be  directed  by  any  two  of  the  trustees  who  may  be  at 
the  fire,  for  the  purpose  of  preventing  its  communica- 
tion to  other  buildings,  and  a  ly  building  so  destroyed 
shall  be  paid  for  by  the  corporation ;  to  construct  and 
preserve  reservoirs,  pumps,  wells  and  other  water- 
works, and  to  regulate  the  use  thereof,  and,  generally, 
to  establish  other  measures  of  prudence  for  the  pre- 
vention or  extinguishment  of  fired  as  they  may  deem 
proper. 

2d.  To  license  and  regulate  the  exhibition  of  com- 
mon showmen,  or  shows  of  any  kind,  or  the  exhibi- 
tion of  caravans,  circuses  or  theatrical  performances, 
and  to  provide  for  the  abatement  and  removal  of  all 
nuisances  under  the  ordinances  or  at  common  law  ;  to 
restrain,  prohibit  or  license  billiard  tables,  pigeon-hole 
tables,  or  other  tables  for  gaming,  ten-pin  or  other 
ball  alleys,  or  the  setting  up  or  playing  on  the  same 
in  said  village. 

8d.  To  restrain  and  prohibit  all  descriptions  of 
gaming  and  fraudulent  devices  and  practices,  and  all 
playing  of  cards,  dice  or  other  games  of  chance,  for 
the  purpose  of  gaming  in  said  village ;  and  to  restrain 
any  person  from  vending  giving  away  or  dealing  in 
spirituous,  intoxicating,  alcoholic^  malt,  mixed,  fer- 
mented or  vinous  liquors,  unless  duly  licenced  by 
them. 

4th.  To  prevent  any  riots,  noises,  disturbances  or 
disorderly  assemblages,  suppress  and'  restrain  dis- 
orderly houses,  groceries,  and  houses  of  ill  f  ime,  and 
to  authorize  the  destruction  of  all  instruments  used 
for  the  purpose  of  gaming. 

5th.    To  compel  the  owner  or  occupant  oQifeedap^OOgle 
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grocery,  cellar,  tallow-chandler's  shop,  soap  factory, 
stable,  bam,  privy,  sewer  or  other  unwholesome, 
nauseous  house  or  place  to  cleanse,  remove  or  abate 
the  same  from  time  to  time,  as  often  as  it  may  be 
deemed  necessary  for  the  health,  comfort  and  con- 
venience of  the  inhabitants  of  said  village. 

6th.  To  direct  the  location  and  management  of 
slaughter  houses,  and  to  prevent  the  erection,  use  and 
occupation  of  the  same,  and  to  establish  rates  for  and 
license  venders  of  gunpowder,  and  regulate  the  stor- 
age, keeping  and  conveying  of  the  same,  or  other  com- 
bustible materials 

7th.  To  prevent  incumbering  of  streets,  sidewalks, 
lanes  and  alleys  with  carriages,  sleighs,  boxes,  lum- 
ber, firewood,  or  any  other  materials  or  substances 
whatever. 

8th.  To  prevent  horse-racing,  immoderate  riding 
or  driving  on  the  streets. 

9th.  To  restrain  the  running  at  large  of  horses, 
cattle,  mules,  swine,  sheep,  poultry  and  geese,  and  to 
authorize  the  distraining,  impounding  and  sale  of  the 
same. 

10th.  To  prevent  the  running  at  large  of  dogs, 
and  to  authorize  the  destruction  of  the  same  in  a 
summary  manner  when  at  largQ  contrary  to  ordi- 
nances. 

11th.  To  prevent  any  person  from  bringing,  de- 
positing or  leaving  within  said  village  any  putrid 
carcasses  or  other  unwholesome  substances,  and  to 
require  the  removal  of  the  same  by  any  person  who 
shall  have  upon  his  premises  any  such  substances, 
and  in  default  of  such  person,  to  authorize  the  re- 
moval thereof  by  some  competent  officer,  at  the  ex- 
pense of  such  person  or  person.s. 

12th.  To  make  and  establish  a  pound,  and  appoint 
a  pound-master ;  also  to  protect  shade  or  ornamental 
trees  on  the  public  squares  or  in  the  streets  of  the  cor- 
poration. 

18th.  To  call  regular  and  special  meetings  of  the 
voters  of  the  said  village,  and  to  prescribe  the  com- 
pensation of  the  clerk  of  the  corporation,  and  shall 
examine,  audit  and  adjust  the  accounts  of  all  persons, 
but  shall  receive  no  compensation  whatever  for  their 
services  as  officers  of  said  village. 

14th.     To  organize  fire  companies,  hook  and  ladder 
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oompanies,  and  to  regulate  their  government  and  the 
time  and  manner  of  their  exercise,  to  provide  all  nec- 
essary apparatus  for  the  extinguishment  of  fires,  to  * 
construct  and  preserve  reservoirs,  pumps,  wells  and 
other  water-works,  and  regulate  the  use  thereof,  and 
generally,  to  establish  such  measures  of  prudence  for 
the  prevention  or  extinguishment  of  fires  as  they  may 
deem  proper.. 

16th.  To  restrain  drunkards,  immoderate  drinking 
or  obscenity  in  the  streets  or  other  places  in  the  said 
village,  and  to  provide  tor  the  arresting,  removing  and 
punishing  any  person  or  persons  who  may  be  guilty  of 
the  same. 

16th.  To  regulate,  license  or  suppress  hawkers  and 
peddlers. 

17th.  To  compel  the  owners  of  buildings,  or  the 
occupants  when  the  same  are  occupied,  to  remove 
snow,  dirt  or  rubbish  from  sidewalks,  streets  or  alleys 
opposite  thereto,  and  in  default,  to  authorize  the  re- 
moval of  the  same  by  some  oflBLcer  of  the  village,  at 
the  expense  of  such  owner  or  occupant 

18th.  To  make,  open^  keep  in  repair,  grade,  improve, 
lay  out,  alter,  widen,  vacate  or  discontinue  streets, 
lanes,  alleys,  sewers  and  sidewalks,  to  keep  them  free 
from  incumbrances,  and  to  protect  them  from  injury 
in  said  village. 

19th.  To  establish  and  regulate  boards  of  health, 
provide  hospitals  and  cemetery  grounds,  regulate  the 
burial  of  the  dead  and  the  returns  of  bills  of  mortali- 
ty, and  exempt  burying  grounds  set  apart  for  public 
use  from  taxation. 

20th.  To  require  the  owner  of  any  lot  or  lots  upon 
which  there  shall  be  any  stagnant  water,  if  deemed 
necessary  for  the  health  or  welfare  of  the  inhabitants 
of  said  village,  to  fill  up  said  lots  so  as- to  prevent 
water  standing  thereon,  and  in  case  said  owner  of  said 
lot  or  lots  shall  neglect  after  thirty  days'  notice  being 
served  on  him  personally,  or  posted  at  some  public 
place  in  the  vicinity  of  said  lot  or  lots,  then  said  board 
of  trustees  may  cause  the  same  to  be  done,  and  may 
levy  and  collect  a  tax  on  said  lot  or  lots  sufficient  to 
pay  the  same,  in  like  manner  as  other  corporation  taxes 
are  levied  and  collected.

Section  23.  All  highway  taxes  assessed  or  pay-  JSw'mtoswS*' 
able  on  property  or  persons  residents  or  being  within  ^ 
said  village,  shall  be  assessed,  collected  and  expended 
by  the  order  of  the  trustees  of  said  village,  or  under 
their  direction,  and  the  said  trustees  may  expend  the 
same  on  any  street,  road,  highway  or  sidewalk  there- 
in* Said  trustees  shall  also  have  the  power  to  expend 
and  lay  out  upon  any  highway  in  the  town  of  Jeffer- 
son which  leads  into  said  village  aforesaid,  a  portion 
of  the  tax  assessed,  not  to  exceed  one-third  thereof  in 
any  one  year,  when  said  trustees  think  it  for  the  in- 
terest of  said  village  so  to  do.     No  overseer  of  high-^         t 
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ways  shall  be  elected  for  the  town  of  JeflFerson,  or  any 
highway  taxes  be  levied  or  assessed  by  said  town, 
within  the  limits  of  said  village,  and  the  said  town 
shall  have  no  jurisdiction  or  control  over  the  streets 
or  highways  within  said  village,  except  for  the  pur- 
pose of  building  and  keeping  in  repair  the  bridges 
therein. 
p^agiMjfor^  Section  24  In  all  cases  in  relation  to  which  by 
diMiM»«.°  ^'  the  provisions  of  this  act  the  president  and  trustees 
have  power  to  enact  or  pass  ordinances,  resolutions  or 
by-laws  ia  relation  to  any  subject,  they  may  pre- 
scribe any  penalty  for  the  violation  of  such  ordinance, 
resolution  or  by-laws,  not  exceeding  fifty  dollars  for 
any  one  offense  in  violation  or  non-observance  there- 
oi\  and  may  also  provide  that  in  default  of  payment 
of  any  judgment  rendered  for  such  violation  or  non- 
observaoce^  the  defendant  may  be  imprisoned  for  such

TTiepeopk  of  the  state  of  Wisconsin^  represented  in  senate 
and  assembly^  do  enact  as  follows: 

Section  1.  That  Mrs.  Sarah  E.  Dyer,  Mrs.  Mar- 
garet Perrine,  Mrs.  Mary  Murray,  Mrs.  Sylvia  Gould 
and  Mrs.  Charlotte  Tapley  of  the  county  of  Racine,  in 
the  state  of  Wisconsin,  and  their  successors,  shall  be 
and  they  are  hereby  ordained,  constituted  and  made  a 
•  body  corporate  and  politic,  by  the  name  of  "  the  Tay- 
lor orphan  asylum,  and  by  that  name  stall  have 
perpetual  succession  and  existence,  for  the  purposes  of 
establishing  and  maintaining  an  asylum  at  any  place 
in  or  near  the  city  of  Racine,  in  said  county  of  Racine ;

The  people  of  the  state  of  Wisconsin,  represented  in  senate 
<md  aesemblt/j  do  enact  as  follows  : 

Section  1.  All  of  the  swamp  and  overflowed  lands 
in  towns  eighteen  north,  range  twenty  east,  nineteen 
north,  range  twenty  east,  twenty  north,  range  nineteen 
east,  and  twenty  north,  range  twenty  east,  in  the  coun- 
ty of  Calumet,  and  in  towns  eighteen  north,  range 
twenty-one  east,  eighteen  north,  range  twenty-two  east^ 
nineteen  north,  range  twenty-one  east,  nineteen  north, 
range  twenty-two  east,  and  twenty  north,  range  twenty-

board  of  supervisors  of  Brown  county,  in  the  erection 
and  completion  of  the  court  house  and  county  build- 
ings of  said  county,  and  said  board  so  constituted  shall 
be  known  as  the  court  house  board  of  Brown  county. 
The  chairman  of  said  county  board  shall  be  ex  officio  ^^!^^ 
chairman  of  said  board,  and  in  the  event  of  his  ab- 
sence, said  board  shall  have  authority  to  elect  a  chair- 
man pro  tern,     A  majority  of  said  board  shall  form  a  Qoonm.

fit :  provided,  said  improvements  are  recommended  by 
a  two-thirds  vote  of  the  whole  board.

AN  ACT  to  authorize  Alexander  McGiloray  to  keep  and  maintain 
a  ferry  across  the  Mississippi  river,  at  the  Tillage  of  Trempea- 
leau. 

The  people  of  the  state  of  Wisconsin^  represented  in  senate 
and  asserrd>ly,  do  eruict  as  fbUows  : 

Section  1.  Alexander  McGiloray,  his  executors,  Mav  keep  and 
administrators  and  assigns,  shall  have  the  exclusive  ™"'^'**"  ^^^' 
right  and  privilege,  for  the  period  of  ten  years,  of 
keeping  and  maintaining  a  ferry  across  the  main  chan- 
nel of  the  Mississippi  river,  at  the  village  of  Trempea- 
leau, in  the  county  of  Trempealeau,  ana  state  of  Wis- 
consin, and  within  one  mile  of  said  point  down  said 
river  and  up  said  river  from  said  point,  to  the  mouth 
of  the  Trempealeau  river,  in  the  county  of  Trempea- 
leau. 

Section  2.  The  said  Alexander  MoQ-iloray,  his  May  land  boats 
heirs,  executors,  administrators  and  assigns,  may  land  ?Siy!***^*^"^^" 
their  boats,  passengers  and  property  on  any  public 
highway  which  may  terminate  within  the  points  above 
specified,  or  on  the  lands  of  any  person  or  persons 
owning  the  same,  having  first  procured  their  permis- 
sion so  to  do. 

Section  3.  The  rates  charged  for  crossing  at  said  Eateaoitoii. 
ferry  shall  not  exceed  the  following  rates :  For  each 
foot  passenger,  25  cents ;  for  two  horses  and  wagon, 
$1 ;  for  one  horse  and  vehicle,  75  cents ;  for  one  horse 
and  man,  50  cents ;  for  neat  cattle,  per  head,  15  cents; 
for  sheep  and  swine,  10  cents  ;  for  freight,  per  hundred, 
12  1-2  cents  ;  for  lumber,  per  thousand,  60  cents.  For 
crossing  persons  or  property  at  said  ferry  at  night, 
double  the  foregoing  rates  may  be  charged. 

Section  4.  If  tne  said  Alexander  McGiloray,  his  Penalty  for  u- 
heirs  or  assigns,  or  any  ferryman  employed  by  him  pr  *®8^'*^- 
them,  shall  ask,  take  or  receive  any  greater  or  higher 
rates  of  ferriage  for  transporting  any  persons  or  prop- 
erty of  any  kind  whatsoever,  than  is  allowed  by  this 
act,  any  person  so  offending  shall  forfeit  and  pay  for 
every  such  offense  the  sum  of  ten  dollars,  to  be  recov- 
ered with  costs  of  suit,  before  any  justice  of  the  peace 
within  this  state,  and  for  the  use  of  any  person  who 
shall  first  sue  therefor. 
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Section  5.  K  any  person  or  persons  shall,  after 
the  establishment  of  said  ferry,  set  up  or  keep  or  main- 
tain any  ferry,  or  shall  transport  or  carrv-  any  person, 
goods  or  chattels  for  hire  or  pay,  across  tne  Mississippi 
river,  from  or  to  any  place  on  "the  Wisconsin  side  or 
shore  of  said  river,  within  the  points  specified  in  sec- 
tion one  of  this  act,  every  such  person  for  every  such 
offense  shall  forfeit  and  pay  the  sum  of  ten  dollars,  to 
be  [collected]  as  specified  in  section  four  of  this  act, 
and  by  and  for  the  use  of  any  person  who  shall  sue  for 
the  same :  provided^  that  nothing  herein  contained  shall 
be  deemed  or  construed  to  prevent  any  person  who  re- 
sides within  the  limits  mentioned  in  section  one  of  this 
act,  on  the  east  bank  of  said  river,  from  making  use 
of  his  own  boats  in  transporting  himself  and  property 
across  the  said  river  at  pleasure. 

Section  6.  The  said  Alexander  McGiloray  shall 
immediately  after  the  passage  of  this  act,  place  and 
maintain  upon  such  ferry  such  good  and  sufficient  boat 
or  boats  as  may  be  necessary  to  carry  across  said  river 
all  teams,  horses,  cattle  and  other  or  other  property, 
and  for  the  accommodation  of  foot  passengers,  and 
shall  at  all  times  give  ready  and  prompt  attendance  on 
passengers  or  teams  on  all  occasion& 

Section  7.  Chapter  ninety-seven  of  the  private  and 
local  laws  of  1862,  is  herebv  repealed 

Section  8.  This  act  shall  take  eStct  and  be  in  force 
from  and  after  its  passage.

CHAPTER  444. 


AN  ACT  to  incorporate  the  "  Wisconain  river  valley  railroad  com- 
pany." 

TTie  people  of  the  state  of  Wisconsin,  represented  in  senate 
and  assembly^  do  enact  as  follows  : 

corporatoro.  SECTION  1.     That  Solon,  W.  Picrce,  Aaron  S.  Spen- 

cer, William  H.  Crosby,  Samuel  W.  Tyler,  P.  F.  Spoor, 
G.  J.  Hansen,  Amplias  Chamberlain,  "W.  J^  Kersnaw, 
Thomas  McDill,  Silas  S.  Walsworth,  Byron  Kilboum 
and  H.  G.Webb,  are  hereby  made  and  constituted  a  body 

^meand  fran-  politic  and  Corporate,  by  the  name  and  style  of  "the 
Wisconsin  river  valley  railroad  company,'  with  per- 
petual succession;  and  by  that  name  and  style  shall  be 
capable,  and  are  hereby  empowered  and  authorized  in 
law,  of  taking,  purchasing,  holding,  leasing,  selling 
and  conveying  real  and  personal  estate  and  property, 
so  far  as  the  same  may  be  requisite  and  necessary  for 
the  purposes  hereinafter  mentioned  ;  and  in  their  said 
corporate  name  may  sue  and  be  sued,  plead  and  be 
impleaded,  defend  and  be  defended,  in  all  courts  and 
places  ;  to  have  a  common  seal,  which  they  may  alter 

Amount  of       and  renew  at  pleasure ;  to  have  a  capital  stock  of  one 

■***^-  million  dollars,  to  be  divided  in  shares  of  one  hundred 

dollars  each,  which  said  capital  may  be  increased  from 
time  to  time  by  a  vote  of  tne  mijoritj  of  the  directors 
of  this  corporation,  to  any  sum  requisite  for^^ij^  com- 
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pletion  and  fulfillment  of  the  objects  and  purposes  of 
the  corporation  hereby  created  ;  and  the  saia  above 
named  pei-sons  shall  be  and  constitute  the  first  board 
of  directors,  and  are  hereby  vested  with  and  may  have 
and  exercise  all  franchises,  powers,  rights,  privileges 
and  immunities  which  are  or  may  be  necessary  to  carry 
into  effect,  and  complete,  use  and  enjoy  the  purposes 
and  objects  of  this  act  hereinafter  set  forth. 

Section  2.  Said  directors  shall  organize  the  board  to  olSSi^^'' 
as  soon  as  practicable  after  the  passage  of  this  act,  by 
electing  one  of  their  number  president,  and  by  ap- 
pointing a  secretary  and  treasurer,  which  organization 
shall  be  certified  by  said  directors,  or  a  majority  of 
them,  and  such  certificate  shall  be  recorded  in  the  rec- 
ord books  of  said  company,  and  said  record  shall  be 
sufiicient  evidence  of  such  organization,  and  a  certified 
copy  thereof,  under  the  seal  of  said  corporation,  shall 
be  received  in  all  courts  of  this  stat«  as  evidence  of  the 
facts  therein  stated ;  and  said  directors  shall  hold  their 
offices  until  the  first  Wednesday  in  October  following 
their  organization,  and  until  their  successors  shall  be 
elected  and  qualified,  as  hereinafter  provided.  All  va-  vacancies,  how 
cancies  in  said  board  may  be  filled  oy  a  vote  of  two-  ^^^' 
thirds  of  the  directors  present  at  any  regular  meeting 
of  the  board,  or  at  a  special  meeting  called  for  that 
purpose. 

Section  8.  The  said  company  are  hereby  author-  ^<'^®"- 
ized  and  empowered  to  locate,  and  from  time  to  time 
to  alter,  change,  relocate,  construct,  reconstruct,  and 
fully  to  finish,  perfect,  operate  and  maintain  a  railroad, 
with  one  or  more  tracks^  propelled  by  horse  or  steam 
power,  from  some  point  in  section  number  three,,  in 
township  No.  13,  range  6  east,  to  Trapp  Rapids,  in 
township  No.  80  north,  of  range  No.  7  east,  which  shall 
be  selected  and  be  determined  upon  by  a  majority  of 
the  directors  of  this  company,  and  to  determine  and 
locate  the  line  of  said  railroad  upon  such  route  and 
line  betwpen  said  points  as  may  be  deemed  proper  and 
advantageous  by  said  company.  Said  company  are 
hereby  authorized  and  empowered  to  commence  the 
construction  of  any  portion  of  said  railroad  at  such 

i)lace  and  places  along  the  line  of  the  route  to  be  se- 
ected  by  said  company,  a?  it  may  be  deemed  expedi- 
ent and  advantageous  so  to  construct  the  same  by  said 
company.    And  the  said  company  are  further  author^^^j^ 
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ized  to  use  and  operate  said  railroad,  and  shall  have 
power  and  authority  to  regulate  the  time  and  manner 
in  which  goods,  effects  and  persons  shall  be  transported 
on  the  same,  and  to  prescribe  the  manner  in  which  said 
railroad  shall  be  used,  and  the  rate  of  compensation 
for  the  transportation  of  persons  or  property  th*reon, 
and  for  the  storage  of  merchandise  and  other  property 
under  their  charge  ;  and  shall  have  power  to  provide 
all  necessary  stock  and  materials  for  the  operation  of 
said  road,  and  shall  have  power  to  erect  ana  maintain 
all  necessary  depots,  stations,  shops  and  other  buildings 
and  machinery  for  the  accommodation,  management 
and  operation  of  said  road. 
Directors  Bhaii  SECTION  4.  Said  directors  shall  as  soon  after  the 
open  books,  passage  of  this  act  as  practicable,  open  books  for  the 
purpose  of  receiving  subscriptions  to  the  capital  stock 
of  said  company,  at  such  places  along  the  line  of  said 
road  and  elsewhere  as  said  directors  shall  determine, 
under  the  direction  of  such  agents  as  said  directors 
shall  appoint;  and  said  books  shall  be  kept  open  from 
time  to  time  until  the  amount  of  said  capital  stock 
shall  be  subscribed,  or  until  said  directors  shall  de- 
termine to  close  the  same. 
May  enter  upon  SECTIONS.  It  shall  be  lawful  for  Said  company, 
*""  their  officers,  engineers  and  agents,  to  enter  upon  any 

land  for  the  purpose  of  exploring,  surveying  and  lo- 
cating the  route  of  said  road,  doing  thereto  no  un- 
necessarv  damage ;  and  when  said  route  shall  be  de- 
termined by  said  company,  it  shall  be  lawful  for  them, 
their  agents,  officers,  engineers,  contractors  and  ser- 
vants at  any  time  to  enter  upon,  take  possession  of  and 
use  such  lands,  not  exceeding  one  hundred  one  fifty 
feet  in  width,  along  the  line  of  said  route,  subject, 
howeverj  to  the  payment  of  such  compensation  as  the 
company  may  have  agreed  to  pay  therefor,  or  such  as 
shall  be  ascertained  in  the  manner  hereinafter  directed 
,and  provided  in  such  cases,  respectively.  And  said 
company  are  further  authorized  by  their  officers, 
engineers,  agents  and  servants,  to  enter  upon  lands 
adjacent  to  the  railroad  beyond  the  limits  of  one 
hundred  and  fifty  feet,  in  tne  manner  provided  in 
this  act,  when  necessary  for  the  purpose  of  erecting 
depot  buildings,  station-houses  and  necessary  fixtures 
for  the  operation  and  for  the  business  of  safd  road, 
and  for  the  purpose  of  making  drains  a,n^5^  a 
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proper  direction  to  water-courses  across  or  along  said 
road,  when  the  same  are  necessary  beyond  the  limits 
of  said  road,  and  to  remove  all  substances  and  things 
that  might  endanger,  obstruct  or  interfere  with  the 
free  use  of  said  road,  and  to  deposit  earth,  gravel  or 
stone  taken  from  cuts,  and  to  obtain  earth,  gravel, 
stone  and  other  materials  for  embankments  and  struc- 
tures necessary  to  the  construction  and  repairs  of  said 
road,  doing,  nowever,  no  unnecessary  damage ;  and 
all  lands  so  required,  and  all  damage  which  shall  be  ^opty  damages 
done  to  any  lands  or  property  under  the  provisions  of 
this  section,  shall  be  ascertained  and  paid  for  in  the  ^^  detcnnin- 
manner  and  agreeably  to  the  provisions  hereinafter 
provided;  and  when  such  damage  shall  have  beea 
paid  for  or  tendered,  the, title  to  the  land  occupied  by 
such  railroad,  fixtures,  excavations  and  embankments 
shall  vest  in  fee  simple  in  said  company.  It  shall  be 
lawful  for  any  judge  of  the  circuit  courts  of  this  state, 
on  appliqation  of  the  said  company,  either  in  term  time 
or  vapation,  and  at  the  cost  of  said  company,  to  appoint 
three  disinterested  persons  residing  in  the  county 
where  such  lands  are  situate,  not  of  kin  to  the  owner 
or  owners  thereof,  whose  duty  and  charge  it  shall  be 
to  view  and  examine  any  lands  so  taken  in  said 
county,  with  the  buildings  and  improvements,  if  any 
thereon,  and  to  estimate  the  value  of  the  lands  so 
taken  or  required  by  said  company,  and  all  damages 
which  the  owners  thereof  shall  sustain  or  may  have 
sustained  by  reason  of  the  taking  of  the  same  for 
the  construction  and  use  of  said  road,  or  works  apper- 
taining thereto,  taking  into  consideration  the  advan- 
tages as  well  as  the  disadvantages  of  the  same  by 
reason  of  the  construction  and  operation  of  the  road 
to  the  owner  or  owners;  and  when  said  commissioners 
are  so  appointed,  they  shall  act  in  all  cases  arising  in 
said  county  requiring  the  action  of  commissioners, 
whenever  said  company  shall  be  unable  to  agree  with, 
the  owner  cr  owners  of  said  land ;  but  if  for  any  cause 
either  or  all  of  said  commissioners  shall  become 
disqualified  to  serve,  or  their  place  or  places  become 
vacant,  such  vacancy  or  vacancies  may  be  filled 
in  the  same  manner  that  the  original  appointment 
was  made.  And  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  said 
company  to  give  two  weeks'  notice  of  their  applica- 
tion to  a  judge  of  the  circuit  court  for  the  appointment)Ogle 
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of  the  said  commissioners,  to  be  published  for  two 
successive  weeks  in  a  newspaper  published  in  the 
county  in  which  said  lands  may  be,  and  the  affidavit 
of  the  publisher  or  printer  shall  be  legal  evidence  of 
such  publication ;  and  the  persons  so  appointed,  before 
entering  upon  the  discharge  of  such  duties,  shall  take 
an  oath  before  some  justice  of  the  peace  or  other  per- 
son competent  to  administer  oaths,  faithfully  and  ac- 
cording to  the  best  of  their  abilities  to  examine  the 
several  pieces  or  parcels  of  land  so  taken  or  required 
by  said  company,  and  impartiallv  to  estimate  and  ap- 
praise the  value  of  the  same,  and  the  damage  or  injury 
which  the  owner  or  owners  of  each  piece  or  parcel 
thereof  shall  have  sustained  or  may  sustain  by  reason  of 
the  taking  and  using  thereof  by  the  said  company,  over 
and  above  the  benelit  and  advantages  which  the  o\vner 
or  owners  shall  derive  from  the  construction  of  such 
railroad  ;  whereupon  the  commissioners  shall  proceed 
to  examine  the  premises,  and  estimate  the  value  of 
such  lands,  the  amount  of  damages,  if  any,  over  and 
above  the  benefits  and  advantages,  which  may  accrue 
to  such  owner  or  owners  as  aforesaid,  and  shall  make 
a  report  in  writing  of  such  valuation,  under  their 
hands  and  seals,  to  the  clerk  of  the  circuit  court  of  the 
county  where  the  land  lies,  and  shall  return  the  same 
within  twenty  days  after  making  their  appraisal  to  the 
clerk  of  the  circuit  court  of  the  county  in  which  the 
land  lies,  and  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  said  clerk  to  file 
the  same ;  and  in  case  no  appeal  shall  be  made  within 
twenty  days  after  the  filing  of  the  said  reports,  as 
hereinafter  provided,  then  the  said  clerk  shall  record 
the  sanae  at  the  expense  of  the  said  company,  and 
the  judgment  of  the  court  shall  be  entered  thereon, 
either  in  term  time  or  vacation,  on  motion  of  either 
ProviBo.  party:  provided^  that  either  party  may  appeal  to  the 

Appeaiand  how  circuit  court  of  the  countv  m  which  said  lands  shall 
determined.  j^^^  within  twenty  days  after  said  report  shall  have 
been  filed  in  the  clerk's  office  of  said  court.,  and  such 
appeal  shall  be  tried  in  the  sam^manner  as  other  issues 
are  tried  in  said  court ;  and  the  jury  impanneled  to 
try  the  same  shall  find  the  value  of  the  land  so  taken 
or  required  by  said  company,  and  the  damages  which 
the  owner  or  owners  thereof,  shall  have  sustained  or 
may  sustain  by  the  taking  of  the  same,  over  and  above 
the    benefits    which    shall   accrueDigtcP^  t^ftelPQ^ners 
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fh)m  the  construction  of  such  railroad,  and  judgment 
of  the  court  shall  be  entered  acgordingly.     Such  ap- 
peal shall  be  taken  by  giving  notice  thereof  to  the 
clerk  of  said  court  in  writing,  and  thereupon  the  clerk 
shall  enter  the  same  upon  the  docket  of  said  court, 
setting   down  the  railroad  company  as  defendants, 
and  the  said  claimants  as  plaintiff:  provided,    also, 
that  it  shall  not  be  lawful  for  the  said  commission- 
ers or  the  said  court  to  proceed  in  the  assessment  of 
damages,  or  in  the  valuation  of  any  lands  or  materials 
as  aforesaid,  in  the  absence  of  the  owner  or  the  owners 
thereof,  his,  her  or  their  agents  or  attorneys,  unless  it 
shall  be  shown  to  them  by  competent  testimony  that 
the  said  owner  or  owners  are  absent  from  the  state  of 
Wisconsin,  or  that  the  said  owner  or  owners  have  had 
at  least  five  days*  notice  in  writing  of  the  time  and 
place  at  which  such  assessment  or  valuation  was  to  be 
made,  which  notice  shall  be  served  personally  on  the 
owner  or  owners,  or  by  lea^dng  the  same  at  their  last 
or  usual  places  of  residence,  with  some  person  of  suita- 
ble age  and  discretion  ;  and  if  the  said  owner  or  own- 
ers shall  be  minors,  or  7ion  compos  Tncntis^  the  service  of 
the  notice  may  be  made  on  their  guardian  or  trustee, 
if  there  be  any,  or  in  such  manner  as  the  court  or 
judge  appointing  said  commissioners  shall  direct ;  and     « 
if  said  owner  or  owners  shall  be  non-resident  or  absent 
from  the  state,  or  hte  residence  unknown,  the  service 
of  notice  may  be  made  by  publishing  the  same  in  a 
newspaper  in  said  county,  for  two  successive  weeks : 
provided,  also,  that  upon  the  making  and  filing  of  any 
report  as. aforesaid,  and  the  payment  or  legal  tender  of 
the  amount  of  any  valuation  or  appraisal  specified 
therein  to  the  owner  or  owners  of  any  such  lands,  his, 
her  or  their  legal  representatives,  or  tbq  payment  of 
the  amount  of  such  valuation  or  appraisal  to  the  clerk 
of  the  court  to  which  any  appeal  under  this  act  may 
have  been  taken,  to  abide  the  issue  of  such  appeal,  the 
said  company,  their  agents,  or  the  contractors  for  mak- 
ing or  repairing  said  railroad,  may  immediately  take 
and  use  the  same  without   awaiting  the  issue  of  any 
appeal  brought   thereon.     Whenever  any  judgment 
shall  have  been  entered,  as  hereinbefore  provided,  for 
the  value  of  any  lands  or  for  any  damages  for  the  tak- 
ing and  using  of  the  lands,  and  the  amount  specified 
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When  Judgment  in  Bucb  judgment  shall  have  been  paid  or  tendered  to 
JSj^i^®*^  the  owner  or  owners  of  such  land,  his,  her  or  their  le- 
rtjwiiavofeetogal  representatives,  or  the  payment  of  the  amount 
specified  in  such  judgment  or  in  such  rep^**!  of  the

SmS*"^***^*  empowered  to  borrow,  from  time  to  time,  such  sums 
of  money  as  may  be  necessary  for  constructing,  com- 
pleting and  furnishing  or  operating  said  railroad,  and 
to  issue  and  dispose  of  their  bonds  in  denominations 
not  less  than  five  hundred  dollars,  for  any  amount  so 
borrowed,  and  to  pay  any  rate  of  interest  therefor,  not 
exceeding  ten  per  cent.,  and  to  pledge  and  mortgage 
the  said  road  and  its  appendages,  or  any  part  thereof, 
for  any  other  property  or  efiects,  rights,  credits  or  fran- 
'  cbises  of  the  said  company,  as  security  for  any  loans 
of  money  and  interest  thereon,  and  to  dispose  of  the 
bonds  issued  for  such  loans,  [at  such  rates]  and  on 
such  terms  as  two-thirds  of  the  directors  may  deter- 
mine, and  may  make  such  bonds  convertible  into  the 
capital  stock  of  said  company  at  the  option  of  the 
holder,  and  may  provide  a  sinking  fund  for  the  re- 
demption of  such  bonds  out  of  the  earnings  of  said 
road 
Shall  make  divi-  SECTION  7.  The  Said  Company  shall  annually  or 
denda.  semi-annually  make  such  dividends  as  they  may  deem 

proper  from  the  net  profits,  receipts  or  income  of  said 
company,  among  the  stockholders  therein,  in  proper 
proportion  to  their  respective  shares. 
Makeby-iaw^       SECTION  8.     Said  company  shall  have  power  to 
Ac  make,  ordain  and  establish  all  sugh^  bj^-1^^^^^  and 
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regulations  as  may  be  deemed  expddient  and  necessa- 
ry to  fulfill  the  purposes  and  carry  into  effect  the  pro- 
visions of  this  act,  and  for  the  well-ordering  and  se- 
curing the  affairs  and  interests  of  said  company  :  pro-  ■ 
vicfec?,  that  the  same  be  not  repugnant  to  the  constitu- 
tion and  laws  of  the  United  States  or  of  this  state. 
This  act,  and  all  by-laws  that  may  be  adopted  by  the 
directors  of  said  company,  and  all  additions  thereto  and 
alterations  thereof,  shall  from  time  to  time  be  printed 
in  a  convenient  form,  and  distributed  among  the  stock- 
holders of  said  company. 

Section  9.  So  soon  as  ten  thousand  dollars  or^®"*^^,^^ 
more  of  the  capital  stock  of  said  corporation  shall  be  directors, 
subscribed,  and  five  dollars  for  each  share  paid  there- 
on, the  above  named  corporators,  or  a  majority  of 
them,  shall  give  notice  to  the  stockholders,  by  publi- 
cation or  notice  for  at  least  two  weeks  in  one  newspa- 
per in  the  jcounties  of  Milwaukee  and  Ozaukee,  re- 
spectively, of  the  time  and  place  for  holding  a  meeting 
of  the  subscribers  or  stockholders,  to  choose  directors 
for  the  said  corporation,  and  the  said  stockholders  may, 
at  such  meeting,  proceed  to  elect  not  less  than  nine 
nor  more  than  fifteen  directors  from  the  said  stock- 
holders, by  ballot.  Each  share  of  stock  shall  be  enti- 
tled to  one  vote,  and  the  corporators  mentioned  in  the 
first  section  of  this  act,  or  such  of  them  as  are  present 
at  the  said  meeting,  shall  be  inspectors  of  such  elec- 
tion, and  shall  certify  in  writing  what  persons  are 
elected  directors,  and  shall  appoint  the  time  and  place 
for  holding  the  first  meeting  of  the  board  of  directors, 
at  which  meeting  a  majority  shall  form  a  quorum 
competent  to  transact  the  business  of  said  company ; 
and  thereafter  an  election  of  directors  shaL  be  held 
annually,  at  such  time  and  place  as  the  stockholdera 
[shall]  at  their  first  meeting  determine ;  and  in  case 
the  stockholders  shall  fail  to  appoint  the  time  and 
place  of  said  meeting,  and  shall  give  thirty  days'  no- 
tice in  a  newspaper  in  the  counties  before  mentioned,  of 
such  meeting,  and  in  case  no  election  is  held  at  the  time 
appointed,  the  same^  may  be  held  at  another  time,  on 
notice  as  aforesaid,  and  until  such  election  is  held,  the 
directors  of  the  preceding  year  shall  continue  to  act 
until  an  election  has  been  held  or  other  directors 
elected  in  their  stead:  provided^  that  in  case  of  vacancy 
by  death,  removal  or  resignation  of  any  director,  S9<?il?GoOQle

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vacancy  may  be  filled  by  a  majority  of  the  board  of 
directors. 

Section  10.    It  shaU  be  lawful  for  any  fifteen 
stockholders,  by  giving  thirty  days'  notice,  stating  the 
objects,  to  call  a  meeting  of  the  stockholders  of  said 
company,  and  the  secretary  of  said  company  shall  cer- 
tify said  call  and  record  the  same,  as  well  as  all  mat- 
ters that  may   be  transacted   under  said  call.     The 
stockholders  under  such  call  may,  by  a  majority  vot- 
ing therefor,  proceed  and  appoint  from  among  them- 
selves a  committee  of  three,  with  full  power  to  exam- 
ine all  books,  papers  and  accounts  belonging  to  said 
company,  and  said  committee  may  employ  any  com- 
petent accountant  or  accountants  to  aid  in  the  exami- 
nation ;  and  said  committee  shall  have  power  to  ex- 
amine any  officer  or  officers,  agent  or  agents,  or  em- 
ployee of  said  company,  under  oath,  to  be  administer- 
ed by  the  chairman  of  said  committee,  and  said  officer 
or  agent  or  employee  shall  duly  answer  all  questions 
that  may  be  required  of  him  by  said  committee,  touch- 
ing any  matter  or  matters  relating  to  the  afiairs  of  said 
company ;  and  the  officers  and  agents  of  said  company 
shall  aid  as  far  as  in  their  power  said  committee,  as 
they  may  require  in  said  examination.     The  expenses 
of  said  examination  shall  be  paid  from  the  treasury  of 
said  company,  upon  warrants  drawn  upon  the  treasurer 
and  certified  by  said  committee ;  and  said  committee 
shall  make  a  detailed  report  of  said  examinations  at 
such  time  or  times  as  the  stockholders  shall  direct 

Section  11.  Said  company  shall  have  power  to  lease 
their  railroad  franchises,  real  and  personal,  or  any  por- 
tion thereof,  with  the  rights  and  franchises  appertaining 
thereto,  to  any  company  or  companies  which  have 
been  or  may  hefeafter  be  incorporated,  or  to  any  party 
or  parties,  upon  such  terms  as  may  be  mutually  agreed 
upon  between  the  contracting  parties 

Section  12.  The  said  corporation  shall  be  bound 
to  repair  all  public  highways,  bridges  or  water-courses 
which  may  be  injured  in  constructing  said  railroad  or 
its  appendages,  and  shall  restore  them,  as  far  as  prac- 
ticable, to  as  good  a  condition  as  they  were  before  they 
were  injured. 

Section  13.  Said  company  are  hereby  authorized 
to  take  and  receive  fi-om  'the  several  subscribers  to  the 
said  capital  stock,  money,  labor,  materiak^j^ars,  loco-

C  Robinson,  Ilenry  E.  Brown,  and  such  other  persons 
as  are  now  or  may  be  hereafter  associated  with  them, 
are  hereby  constituted  and  declared  a  body  corporate 
and  politic,  by  the  name  of  "  the  Green  Bay  library  ^^^  andfraa- 
association,"  and  by  that  name  to  have  perpetual  suc- 
cession, and  have  and  enjoy  all  the  powers  and  [privi- 
leges] incident  to  a  corporation,  for  the  purpose  of  es- 
tablishing and  maintaining  a  library  and  literary  read- 
ing room,  instituting  literary  and  scientific  lectures  and 
debates,  and  providing  other  moans  of  moral  and  in- 
tellectual culture.

Section  2.    The  said  district  shall  extend  one  mile  ^^^^^  ^' 
on  each  side  of  said  road. 

Section  3.     The  road  tax  assessed  within  said  dis-  Road  tax,  how 
trict,  shall  be  laid  out  and  expended  upon  said  road  o^JreeeMobe 
and  the  roads  within  the  limits  of  said  district,  under  appointed, 
the  direction  of  the  boards  of  supervisors  of  the  towns 
of  Port  Washington  and  Saukville,  who  are  hereby 
empowered  to  appoint  from  time  to  time  an  overseer      , 
of  said  road  ;  such  overseer  to  be  the  sole  overseer  of 
said  road,  and  shall  hold  his  office  during  the  pleasure 
of  said  boards.     A  majority  of  the  members  of  said 
boards  shall  form  a  quorum.    Meetings' of  said  boards 
may  be  appointed  by  the  chairman  ot  either  town. 

Section  4.  Before  entering  upon  the  duties  of  his  bSSd-Sw?  da- 
office,  and  within  five  days  after  his  appointment,  ties, 
such  overseer  shall  give  a  bond  to  said  towns  in  such 
penalty  as  the  said  boards  shall  direct,  conditioned 
that  he  will  faithfully  perform  the  duties  of  his  office, 
lay  out  all  the  money  that  shall  come  into  his  hands 
as  such  oversser  upon  the  roads  in  said  district,  as 
the  said  supervisors  shall  direct,  and  render  a  true 
account  to  them  whenever  requested  for  all  such 
moneys. 

Section  5.      Such  overseer  shall    have  all    the 
powers  and  be  subject  to  all  the  duties  of  common' 
overseers  of  highways,  except  as  otherwise  prescribed 
in  this  chapter. 

Section  6.  The  said  boards  of  supervisors  acting 
together,  shall  have  the  same  control  over  the  said 
road  as  the  boards  of  supervisors  of  the  several  towns 
have  over  the  roads  in  their  respective  towns. 

Section  7.    The  said  supervisors  shall  pay  such^'^P'^- 
overseer  such  sum  as  may  be  agreed  upon  for  his  ser- 
vices, not  exceeding   three  dollars  per  day,  each  of 
said  towns  paying  one-half. 

Section  8.     When  the  said  road  tax  shall  be  paid  JJ^JJ^**''*^' 
in   labor,   the   overseer  shall   require   ten   hours   of  ^*"' 

effiective  labor  for  a  day,  and  shall  have  the  power 
to  discharge  any  one  from  labor  on  the  road  for  in- 
ability to  do  the  work  of  an  ordinary  man,  or  for  un- 
faithfulness. 

Section  9.    The  road  warrants  shall  be  issued  by  Road  wamnti 
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the  respective  towns  to  such  overseer,  and  he  shall 
make  return  to  them,  respectively. 

Section  10.  This  act  shall  take  effect  from  and 
after  its  passage.

Amended.  SECTION  1.     Section  onc  of  chapter  two  of  the  pri- 

vate and  local  laws  of  1866,  entitled  "an  act  to  amend 
chapter  168  of  the  private  and  local  laws  of  1858,  en- 
titled *  an  act  to  incorporate  the  Waupaca  union  school 
district,  in  the  county  of  Waupaca,'  "  is  hereby  amend- 
ed, by  striking  out  the  word  "six,"  where  it  occurs  in 
the  eighth  line  of  said  section  one,  and  inserting  in 
,the  place  thereof  the  word  "  ten,"  so  that  said  section 
shall  read  as  follows:  "Section  1.  Section  seven  of 
chapter  158  of  the  private  and  local  laws  of  1858  is 
hereby  amended  so  as  to  read  as  follows :  *  The  said 
union  school  district  may  at  any  time  vote  a  tax  upon 
said  district  for  the  purpose  of  erecting  proper  and 
suitable  buildings  for  said  district,  and  for  purchasing 
a  site  for  said  buildings,  which  sum  or  sums  raised  for 
that  purpose  shall  not  exceed  in  the  aggregate  ten 
thousand  dollars.

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and  deliver  deeds,  mortgages  or  other  instruments  un- 
der seal  and  in  writing,  as  the  case  may  require. 

The  said  corporation  shall  have  further 
power  to  establish  for  its  government  a  constitution 
and  by-laws,  not, inconsistent- with  the  constitution  or 
laws  of  this  state  or  of  the  United  Slates,  and  make 
such  rules  and  regulations  as  may  be  deemed  necessary 
to  carry  into  effect  the  objects  of  their  association.

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ordinary  repairs  and  the  construction  of  crosswalks, 
unless  a  petition  is  first  presented  to  the  common 
council,  signed  by  persons  owning  a  majority  in  feet 
of  such  lots  in  a  block  or  blocks  or  pieces  or  parcels 
of  land  fronting  on  the  street  proposed  to  be  improv- 
ed, or  being  within  the  block  through  which  there  is 
an  alley,  and  chargeable  with  the  expense  thereof,  as 
are  owned  by  persons  residing  in  such  ward,  each 

Petitioner  stating  the  number  of  feet  of  ground  owned 
y  him  and  aflFected  by  the  work  proposed  to  be  done. 
Work  may,  however,  be  ordered  by  the  street  com- 
missioners without  a  petition,  where  a  block  fronting 
on  a  street,  or  a  block  through  which  there  is  an  alley, 
and  which  is  by  kw  chargeable  with  the  expense  of 
the  work  so  ordered,  is  owned  by  persons  not  resi- 
dents within  such  ward.

The  "president  and  trustees  shall  fix 

of  meeting,  Ac.  ^j^^  times  and  places  of  their  meetings,  which  shall  be 

open  to  the  public,  and  they  shall  determine  the  rules 

of  their  proceedings,  and  keep  a  journal  thereof^  which 

shall  be  open  to  the  inspection  of  every  citizen  at  all 

reasonable  hours,  and  have  power  to  preserve  order 

and  propriety  in  the  proceedings,  and  may  adopt  such 

by-laws,  rules  and  regulations  for  their  government  as 

are  not  inconsistent  with  this  act^  and  shall  also  have 

power  to  compel  the  attendance  of  its  members. 

offleeM^be         SECTION  7.    The  president,  each  and  every  trustee, 

peace  o  oen.    ^^^  ^^j^  ^^^  evcry  constable  of  the  county  in  which 

said  village  is  situated,  shall  be  officers  of  the  peace^ 
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and  may  command  the  peace,  and  suppress  in  a  sum- 
mary manner  all  rioting  and  disorderly  behavior,  in  a 
manner  consistent  with  law  and  the  ordinances,  by- 
laws, rules  and  regulations  of  said  village,  within  the 
limits  thereof,  and  for  such  purpose  may  command 
the  assistance  of  by-standers,  and  if  need  be  all  citi- 
zens ;  and  if  any  person  shall  refuse  to  aid  in  main- 
taining the  peace  when  so  required,  every  such  person 
shall  forfeit  and  pay  a  fine  often  dollars. 

Section  8.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  president  to  Duuee  of 
preside  at  all  meetings  of  the  board  of  trustees  and  all  ^ ' 
village  elections,  and  to  sign  all  commissions,  licenses 
and  permits  granted  by  the  board  of  trustees,  and  all 
orders  drawn  on  the  treasurer  by  order  of  the  board 
of  trustees,  for  the  disbursement  of  money.  He  shall 
maintain  peace  and  good  order,  and  see  that  the  ordi- 
nances, rules  and  regulations  of  the  village  are  faith- 
fully executed  and  observed,  and  perform  such  other 
duties  as  shall  be  required  of  him  from  time  to  time 
by  the  board  of  trustees,  in  carrying  out  the  provisions 
oi  this  act 

Sectioi^  9.    The  treasurer  of  said  village  shall  per-  ^  *'^'»«»- 
form  such  duties  and  exercise  such  powers  as  may  be 
lawfully  required  of  him  by  the  ordinances,  rules, 
regulations  or  by-laws  of  said' village,  and  by  law. 
All  moneys  raised,  received,  recovered  and  collected 
by  means  of  any  tax,  license,  fine,  forfeiture  or  other- 
wise, under  the  authority  of  this  act,  or  which  belongs 
to  said  village,  shall  be  paid  to  and  received  by  him,  ♦ 
and  shall  not  oe  paid  out  or  drawn  therefrom  except 
upon  a  written  or  printed  order,  signed  by  the  presi*  - 
dent  and  countersigned  by  the  clerk,  by  order  of  the 
board  of  trustees  Such  order  shall  specify  the  amount. 
of  money  to  be  drawn,  to  whom  payable,  and  its  ob*  t 
jects.     He  shall  keep  a  just  and  accurate  account  of 
all  moneys  and  other  things  coming  into  bis  hanils  as 
such  treasurer,  in  a  book  to  be  provided  by  the  trust- 
ees for  that  purpose,  which  book  shall  remain  the 
I)roperty  of  said  village,  wherein  he  shall  note  the 
time  when,  the  person  from  whom,  the  amount  of  the 
several  sums  received,  and  the  souroe  from  whence 
the  said  sums  arose ;  also,  the  several  sums  paid  oat 
by  him,  to  whom  paid,  when  paid,  and  the  objects  far- 
which  they  were  so  paid,  which  said  book  at  all  rea- 
sonable hours  shall  be  open  to  the  inspeotionoq^zeS^^OOQle 
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electors  of  said  village.  He  shall  as  often  as  the  board 
of  trustees  shall  require,  render  to  said  board  a  minute 
account  of  his  receipts  and  payments,  and,  if  recjuired, 
exhibit  his  vouchers  therefor ;  and  at  the  expiration 
of  his  term  of  office,  he  shall  pay  over  and  deliver  to 
his  successor  all  moneys,  booKs  and  vouchers  and 
other  property  or  things  in  his  possession  belonging 
to  said  villaga  Before  he  enters  upon  the  duties  oi 
his  said  office,  he  shall  execute  to  the  said  village  a 
bond,  in  such  sum  as  the  board  of  trustees  shall  de- 
termine, with  sureties  to  be  approved  by  said  board, 
conditioned  for  the  faithful  performance  of  all  the 
duties  of  said  office,  which  bond,  after  being  so  ap- 
proved, shall  be  filed  with  the  clerk  of  said  village.

ry ;  aijd  all  receipts  of  the  payment  of  money  or  prop- 
OTty  to  the  treasurer,  shall  be  countersigned  by  the 
clerk  before  they  shall  be  a  legal  voucher  against  the 
said  viUaga  The  clerk  shall  also  act  as  clerk  of  all 
annual  and  legal  special  elections  and  meetings  of  the 
inhabitants  of  said  village.  The  said  clerk  snail  also 
have  power  to  administer  oaths ;  and  before  he  shall 
enter  upon  the  duties  of  his  office,  he  shall  execute  to 
the  said  village  a  bond,  in  such  sum  as  the  board  of 
trustees  shall  direct,  with  surety  or  sureties  to  be  ap-

If  any  person,  having  been  an  officer  Penalty  for 
in  said  village  under  t^is  act,  shall  not  within  ten  days  S^^!^^^ 
after  notification  and  request,  deliver  to  his  successor 
in  office  all  monejs,  books,  papers,  propertjr  and  effects 
of  every  description  in  his  possession  pertaining  to  the 
office  which  he  may  have  held,  and  belonging  to  said 
village,  he  shall  forfeit  and  pay  to  the  use  of  said  vil- 
lage one  hundred  dollars,  besides  all  damages  caused* 
by  his  refusal  or  neglect  so  to  deliver,  and  such  suc- 
cessor may  recover  the  possession  of  such  books,  pa- 
pers and  effects  in  the  manner  prescribed  by  the  laws 
of  this  state.

within  such  limits,  without  the  consent  of  the  board 
of  trustees  thereof,  entered  of  record ;  and  any  per- 
son who  shall  violate  the  provisions  of  this  section 
shall  on  conviction  ihereof  forfeit  and  pay  for  .each  ^t 
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day  he  shall  keep  or  occupy  any  such  place  for  such 
purpose,  the  sum  of  fifty  dollars,  with  costs  of  prose- 
cution, and  shall  in  addition  thereto  be  guilty  of  a 
misdemeanor,  and  on  conviction  thereof  shall  be  pun- 
ised  by  fine  and  imprisonment  All  such  places  Kept 
without  the  consent  of  the  board  of  trustees  as  rfore- 
said,  are  hereby  declared  to  be  common  nuisances, 
and  shall  be  abated  as  provided  by  law  and  the  ordi- 
nances of  said  village. 

Section  15.  The  president  and  trustees  shall  have 
the  control  and  management  of  the  finances  and  of  all 
the  property  owned  by  the  said  village,  and  shall  like- 
wise, in  addition  to  the  powers  herein  vested  in  them, 
have  full  power  to  make,  enact,  ordain,  establish, 
publish,  enforce,  alter,  modify,  amend  and  repeal  all 
such  ordinances,  rules,  regulations,  resolutions  and 
by-laws  for  the  governmeit  and  good  order  of  said 
village  as  they  may  deem  expedient,  and  to  declare 
and  impose  adequate  penalties  for' the  violation  of  the 
same,  and  to  entbrce  the  same  against  any  person  or 
persons  who  may  violate  any  of  the  provisions  there- 
of; and  such  ordinances,  rules,  regulations  and  by- 
laws, when  passed  and  published  as  provided  in  this 
act,  to  be  and  have  the  power  and  force  of  laws  :  pro- 
vided, that  they  are  not  repugnant  to  the  constitution 
and  laws  of  the  United  States  or  of  this  state ;  and  for 
such  purposes  the  said  president  and  trustees  shall 
have  power  and  authority  by  ordinances,  rules,  regu- 
lations, resolutions  or  by  laws :

To  restrain  and  prohibit  all  descriptions  of 
gaming  and  fraudulent  devices  and  practices,  and  all 
playing  of  cards,  dice  or  other  games  of  chance  for  the 
purpose  of  gaming,  and  to  authorize  the  destruction 
of  all  instruments  and  apparatus  used  for  the  purpose 
of  gaming  in  said  villaga 

Sd,     To  prevent  any  riots,  noise,  disturbances  or 
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disorderly  assemblages,    suppress  and    restrain  dis- 
orderly houses  or  groceries,  and  hpuses  of  ill-fame.

suitable  ladders  and  fire-buckets,  which  are  hereby- 
declared  to  be  appurtenances  to  the  real  estate,  and 
exempt  fi^om  seizure,  distress  or  sale  in  any  manner ; 
and  if  the  owner  shall  neglect  or  refuse  to  procure 
such  ladders  or  fire-buckets  after  reasonable  notice,  the 
trustees  may  procure  and  deliver  the  same  to  him,  and 
in  default  of  payment  therefor,  may  recover  of  such 
owner  the  value  of  such  ladders  or  fire-buckets,  or 
both,  with  costs  of  suit ;  to  -regulate  the  storage  of 
gunpowder  and  other  dangerous  materials  or  substan- 
ces ;  to  direct  the  safe  construction  of  places  for  the 
deposit  of  ashes ;  to  appoint  one  or  more  fire-wardens 
to  enter  into  at  reasonable  times,  and  examine  all 
dwelling-houses,  lots,  yards,  inclosures  and  buildings 
of  every  description,  to  see  whether  any  of  them  are 
in  a  dangerous  condition,  and  to  cause  such  as  may  be 
dangerous  to  be  put  in  a  safe  condition ;  to  regulate 
the  manner  of  putting  up  stoves  and  stove- pipes ;  to 
prevent  fires  and  the  use  of  fire- works  and  m'earms 
within  the  limits  of  said  village,  or  such  part  thereof 
as  they  may  think  proper ;  to  compel  the  inhabitants 
of  said  village  to  aid  in  the  extinguishment  of  fires, 
and  to  pull,  break  down  and  raze  such  buildings  in  the 
vicinity  of  the  fire  as  shall  be  directed  by  the  trustees, 
or  any  three  of  them  who  may  be  at  the  fire,  for  the 
purpose  of  preventing  its  communication  with  other 
buildings,  and  any  buildings  so  destroyed  shall  be  paid 
for  by  tne  corporation ;  to  construct  and  preserve  res- 
ervoirs, cisterns,  wells,  pumps  and  other  water-works, 
and  to  regulate  the  use  thereof,  and,  generally,  to  es 
tablish  such  other  measures  of  prudence  for  the  pre- 
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Tention  or  extinguishment  of  fires  as  they  may  deem 
proper.

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ded,  paved^  drained  or  otherwise  improved,  they  may 
make  and  sign  an  application  in  wnting  to  the  board 
of  trustees  of  said  village,  specifying  therein  the  kind 
of  improvement  to  be  made,  and  the  sum  necessary  to 
be  raised  therefor.  The  board  of  trustees  shall  there- 
upon proceed  to  levy  and  cause  to  be  collected  such 
sum,  by  tax,  on  all  the  owners  of  real  estate  or  lots 
boundeid  on  such  street  or  part  of  a  street  .Said  tax 
shall  be  levied  on  the  last  assessed  valuation  of  the 
said  real  estate  and  lots,  respectively,  as  the  same  shall 
appear  in  the  last  corrected  assessment  roll  of  the  town 
in  which  the  said  village  is  situated. 

Section  17.  Whenever  the  owners  of  a  majority 
of  lots  or  real  estate  bounding  on  one  side  of  any  street, 
or  part  of  street  not  less  than  sixteen  rods  in  length, 
shall  desire  to  have  a  sidewalk  built,  improved  or  re- 
paired thereon,  they  may  make  and  sign  an  application 
therefor,  in  writing,  to  the  board  of  trustees  of  said 
village,  specifying  therein  the  kind  of  sidewalk  or  oth- 
er improvement  to  be  made,  and  the  sum  necessary  to 
be  raised  therefor,  and  the  board  of  trustees  shall 
thereupon  proceed  to  levy  and  cause  to  be  collected 
such  sum,  by  tax  on  all  the  owners  of  the  lots  or  real 
estate  bounded  on  such  side  of  such  street  or  part  of 
a  street  Said  tax  shall  be  levied  and  assessed,  pro  rcUa^ 
in  proportion  to  the  number  of  feet  bounded  on  the 
same. 

Section  18.  The  board  of  trustees  shall  have  pow- 
er to  appoint,  and  at  their  pleasure  to  remove,  the  fol- 
lowing officers,  to  wit:  one  chief  engineer' of  the  fire 
department,  one  fire  warden,  and  as  many  assistant  war- 
dens as  they  shall  from  time  to  time  deem  necessary, 
one  attorney  and  one  street  commissioner,  and  to  pre- 
scribe their  powers  and  duties,  and  may  impose  and 
enforce  in  law  such  penalties  as  they  shall  deem  prop- 
er for  any  malfeasance  or  improper  conduct  of  any  of 
said  officers,  and  may  also  require  bonds  for  the  faith- 
ful performance  of  the  duties  of  any  and  such  of  them 
as  may  be  deemed  expedient  by  the  board  of  trustees. 

Section  X9.  Whenever  the  board  of  trustees  shall 
levy  any  tax  for  the  purposes  mentioned  in  sections 
sixteen  and  seventeen  of  this  act,  or  for  any  other  spe- 
cial purpose,  they  shall  make  out  and  deliver  to  the 
street  commissioner  a  tax  list,  containing  the  names  of 
the  persons  and  a  description  of  the  property  so  taxed ; 
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and  thereupon  the  said  street  commissioner  shall  noti- 
fy the  persons  named  in  such  tax  list,  by  posting  up  a 
notiqe  thereof  in  three  or  more  public  places  in  said 
village,  specifying  therein  a  time,  not  less  than  fifteen 
nor  more  than  thirty  days  from  the  date  thereof,  when 
the  persons  charged  with  taxes  in  such  list  may  pay 
their  taxe/in  labor,  materials  or  money ;  and  the  per- 
sons charged  with  such  taxes  may  within  such  time, 
and  at  such  place  as  the  said  street  commissioner  shall 
direct,  pay  their  taxes  in  labor  or  materials :  provided, 
the  labor  and  materials  offered  in  payment  of  such  tax- 
es are  suitable,  and  such  as  may  oe  required  by  said 
street  commissioner.

ITie  peopk  of  the  state  of  Wisconsin^  repreaented  in  senate 
and  assembly,  do  enact  as  foUows : 

Seotion  1.  That  W.  S.  Timerman,  his  heirs,  exec-  xar  keep  and 
Titors,administrators  or  assigns,  shall  have  the  exclusive  ™«™*^*«*y- 
right  and  privilege,  for  the  period  of  twenty  years,  of 
keeping  and  maintaining  a  ferry  across  Lake  Pepin, 
at  the  town  of  Stockholm,  in  the  countv  of  Pepin,  in 
the  state  of  Wisconsin,  at  any  point  within  one  and  a 
half  miles  eastwardly  or  westwardly  up  and  down  said 
Lake  Pepin  from  the  center  of  Pine  creek  road  where 
it  strikes  Lake  Pepin  in  said  town. 

Section  2.  That  said  William  S.  Timerman  shall  gj^kwvgood 
within  eight  mouths  after  the  passage  of  this  act,  place 
and  maintain  upon  said  ferry  such  good  and  sufficient 
boat  or  boats  as  may  be  necessary  to  carry  across  said 
lake  all  teams,  horses,  cattle  ana  other  property,  for 
the  accommodlation  of  foot  passengers,  and  shall  at  all 
times 'give  readv  and  prompt  attention  to  passengers 
and  teams  on  lul  occasions,  at  stated  times  to  be  by 
him  fixed ;  but  persons  crossing  said  ferry  with  teams 
or  otherwise  after  sunset,  and  before  sunrise,  may  be 
charged  double  the  fare  as  hereinafter  prescribed. 

S.  Timerman,*  his  heirs  J^JiSSKlSf 
or  assigns,  may  land  their  boats,  passengers  and  prop  waja. 
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erty  on  any  public  highway  which  may  terminate  with- 
in the  points  above  specified,  or  on  tne  lands  of  any 
person  owning  the  same,  first  having  procured  dieir 
permission  to  do  so.

Section  8.  When  the  said  J.  P.  More  and  brother, 
their  associates  and  assigns,shall  have  completed  the  said

which  shall  be  paid  the  said  J.  P.  More  and  brother, 
their  associates  or  assigns,  after  the  logs  are  rafted,  and 
the  amount  shall  be  ascertained  either  by  the  scale  or 
count  of  the  superintendent  of  the  tlf ^C^river  boom 
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company ;  and  the  said  J.  P.  More  and  brother  shall 

hold  a  lien  on  all  logs  or.  lumber  run  over  said  dam,  ^fo^'ft^*®^ii. 

for  the  amount  above  specified,  as  provided  in  chapter 

215  of  the  general  laws  of  1860 :  provided^  that  they  Proviso. 

shall  at  all  times  comply  with  the  provisions  of  section 

two,  in  furnishing  sufficient  water  to  flood  said  logs  or 

lumber  out  of  the  Little  Wolf  river. 

Section  4    Any  person  owning  or  erecting  any  Reiamution  of 
booms  on  the  said  Little  Wolf  river  for  the  purpose  of  se-  ^^°*"' 
curing  logs,  lumber  or  timber,  except  temporary  booms 
used  in  numbering,  or  for  the  purpose  of  running  logs, 
shall  at  all  times  leave  a  clear  opening  in  the  main 
channel  of  the  river* of  at  least  twenty  feet  in  width  ; 
and  if  any  logs,  rafts,  lumber  or  timber  shall  by  acci- 
dent or  otherwise  be  carried  into  any  such  boom,  said, 
boom  may  be  opened  so  as  to  take  out  the  same,  if  it 
can  be  done  without  injury  to  the  proprietors  of  such 
boom,  otherwise  it  shall  be  taken  out  at  the  places 
kept  open  for  that  purpose ;  but  in  no  case  shall  anv 
such   logs,   lumber  or  timber  be  taken  out  of  such 
boom  without  first  giving  notice  thereof  to  the  owner 
or  occupant  of  such  boom. 

Section  5.  For  the  purpose  of  secaring  the  free  Ji^nBtotioJ? 
and  unmolested  navigation  of  the  Little  Wolf  river  ary. 
for  the  purpose  mentioned  in  this  act,  it  shall  not  be 
lawful  tor  any  person  to  permit  any  lumber,  logs  and 
timber  to  remain  at  any  one  place  in  such  channel  be- 
low said  dam  on  said  river,  more  than  twenty-four 
hours,  except  when  necessary  in  the  running  or  driv- 
ing of  lumber,  logs  or  material. 

Section  6.     This  act  shall  take  eflfect  and  be  in 
force  from  and  after  its  passage.

AN  ACT  to  authorize  the  uee  of  the  mooeys  arising  from  the  sale  of 
certain  swamp  and  overflowed  lands  in  the  county  of  Oconto,  for 
drainage  and  other  purposes,  and  to  amend  chapter  5S7  of  the 
general  laws  of  1866. 

The  people  of  the  state  of  Wisconsin^  represented  in  senate 
and  assembly^  do  enact  as  follows : 

Section  1.  All  of  the  swamp  and  overflowed 
lands  in  the  town  of  Stiles  and  Oconto,  and  in  the  vil- 
lage of  Oconto,  in  Oconto  county,  selected  for  said 
county  by  the  commissisners  of  school  and  university 
lands,  under  and  pursuance  of  the  provisions  of  chap- 
ter 537  of  the  general  laws  of  1865,  are  hereby  re- 
served from  sale  by  the  said  commissioners,  as  directed 
in  said  act,  and  the  said  lands  shall  be  held  subject  to 
be  disposed  of  in  the  manner  provided  by  this  act, 
anything  in  said  chapter  537  to  the  contrary  notwith- 
standing. 

Section  2.  'Augustus  Cole,  Joseph  Hall,  John  Leigh, 
R  A.  Jones, Geo.  Smith,  Anson  Cloud,Geo.  Famsworth, 
William  Brumquest,  Uri  Bulcam,  E.  L.  Hall  and  John 
Yolk,  are  hereby  appointed  commissioners,  to  be 
known  as  *'  the  Oconto  river  swamp  land  commission- 
ers," and  as  such  they  are  hereby  authorized  and  em- 
powered to  act  for  and  on  behalf  of  said  county  in  the 
execution  of  the  trust  created  by  this  act;  and  by  their 
said  name  shall  be  capable  in  law  of  taking,  holding, 
leasing  and  contracting  for  selling  and  conveying  the 
lands,  or  any  portion  thereof^  described  in  the^rst  sec-

The  said  board  shall  appoint  one  of 
their  number,  or  some  suitable  person,  whose  duty  it 
shall  be  to  superintend  and  direct  all  the  work  done 
under  contracts  made  with  said  board,  and  shall  allow 
him  such  compensation  for  his  services  as  the  same 
shall  be  reasonably  worth,  not  to  exceed,  however,  the 
sum  of  three  dollars  per  day  while  actually  employed 
in  such  service. 

Section  11.     Whenever  any  considerable  portion 
of  said  lands  shall  have  been  as  effectually  drained 
and  protected  against  future  overflow  or  damage  by 
water  as  the  said  board  shall  deem  practicable,  all  of 
the  same  which  shall  not  have  been  contracted  for  sale 
hy  said  board,  shall  from  time  to  time  be  appraised  by 
said  board  at  their  actual  money  value,  and  certificates 
of  such  appraisals,  signed  by  the  president  and  coun- 
tersigned by  the  secretary,  and  under  the  seal  of  said

AN  ACT  to  amend  chapter  164  of  the  private  and  local  laws 
of  1858,  entitled  "  an  act  to  incorporate  the  village  of  White- 
water." 

2  he  people  of  the  state  of  Wisconsin,  represented  in  senate 
and  assernblt/y  do  enact  as  folhws : 

Section  1.  Subdivision  one  of  section  17  is  here- 
by amended,  so  as  to  read  as  follows  :  "The  president 
and  trustees  shall  have  powf  r  to  enact,  establish,  pub- 
lish, enforce,  alter,  modiftr,  amend  or  repeal  all  such, 
ordinances,  rules  and  by-laws  for  the  government  and 
good  order  of  the  village,  for  the  suppression  of  vice, 
for  the  prevention  of  fires,  and  for  the  benefit  of  trade 
and  commerce,  and  for  the  health  thereof,  as  they  may 
deem  expedient,  declaring  and  imposing  penalties,  and 
to  enforce  the  same  against  any  person  who  may  vio- 
'  late  any  of  the  provisions  of  such  ordinances,  rules  and 
by-laws,  and  such  ordinances,  rules  and  by-laws  are 
hereby  declared  to  be  and  have  the  force  of  law  :  pro- 
vided^ that  they  be  not  repugnant  to  the  constitution 
and  laws  of  the  United  States  and  of  this  state,  and 
for  these  purposes  shall  have  authority,  by  ordinances 
or  by  by-laws,  to  organize  fire  companies,  hook  and 
ladder  companies ;  to  regulate  their  government  and 
the  time  and  manner  of  their  exercise ;  to  provide  all 
necessary  apparatus  for  the  extinguishment  of  fires ; 
to  require  the  owners  of  buildings  to  provide  and  keep 
suitable  ladders  and  fire-buckets,  which  are  hereby 
declared  to  be  appurtenances  to  the  real  estate,  ^na 
exempt  from  seizure,  distress  or  sale  in  any  manner ; 
and  if  the  owner  refuse  to  provide  suitable  ladders  or 
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fire-buckets  after  a  reasonable  uotice,  Ijie  trustees  may 

Erocure  and  deliver  the  same  to  him  ot  her,  and  in  de- 
lult  of  payment  therefor,  may  recover  of  said  owner 
the  value  of  such  ladders  or  fire-buckets,  or  both,  with 
costs  of  suit ;  to  regulate  the  storage  of  gunpowder 
and  other  dangerous  materials,  to  direct  the  construc- 
tion of  a  safe  place  for  the  deposit  of  ashes ; .  to  ap- 
point one  or  more  fire-wardens  to  aater  into,  at  reason- 
able times,  and  examine  dwelling-houses,  lots,  yards, 
inclosures  and  buildings  of  every  description,  in  order 
to  discover  whether  any  of  them  are  in  a  dangerous 
condition,  and  to  cause  such  as  may  be  dangerous  to 
be  put  in  a  safe  condition ;  to  regulate  the  manner  of 
putting  up  stoves  and  stove-pipes ;  to  prevent  bonfires 
and  the  use  of  fireworks  and  firearms  within  the  limits 
of  said  village ;  to  aid  in  the  extinguishment  of  fires, 
and  to  pull,  break  down  and  raze  such  building  in  the 
vicinity  of  the  fire  as  shall  be  directed  by  the  trustees, 
or  any  three  of  them  who  may  be  at  the  fire,  for  the 
purpose  of  preventing  its  communication  to  other  build- 
ings; to  construct  and  preserve  reservoirs,   pumps, 
wells  and  other  water  works^  and  to  regulate  the  use 
thereof,  and  generally,  to  establish  such  other  measures 
of  prudence  for  the  prevention  and  extinguishment  of 
fires  as  they  may  deem  proper." 

Section  2.  [The]  19th  subdivision  of  said  section  ^^*"" 
17  is  hereby  amended,  to  read  as  follows :  "  To  have 
the  exclusive  power  within  the  corporate  limits  of  said 
village,  to  grant  licenses  for  selling  spirituous,  vinous 
or  fermented  liquors ;  to  license  and  regulate  auction- 
eers, taverns,  groceries  and  victualing  houses  and  to 
revoke  the  same  for  a  violation  of  any  ordinance  of 
said  village  or  the  laws  of  this  state.  The  sum  to  be 
paid  for  such  licenses  shall  not  be  less  than  the  amount 
fixed  by  and  provided  by  the  laws  of  the  state;  said 
licenses  to  be  for  a  term  not  less  than  one  year.

any  street  or  part  of  a  street,  shall  desire  to  have  a  side- 
walk built  or  repaired,  the  application  shall  be  made 
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as  in  the  last  section,  and  the  trustees  shall  direct  the 
same  to  be  done,  by  giving  notice  the  same  as  in  the 
last  section,  allowing  the  same  time  and  subject  to  the 
conditions  in  case  of  default,  as  is  prescribed  in  the 
preceding  section,  but  all  such  work  shall  be  subject 
to  the  approval  of  the  trustees." 

Sbotion  6.  Section  8S  is  hereby  amended,  to  read;  ^J^°"«  ■ 
as  follows :  "  On  the  expiration  of  the  thirty  days  al- 
lowed to  complete  any  improvement  or  sidewalk,  the 
street  commissioner,  under  the  direction  of  the  trust- 
ees, shall  proceed  to  make  such  delinquent  sidewalk 
or  improvement,  and  on  completing  the  same  shall 
make  a  return,  verified  by  his  affidavit  subscribed 
therein,  setting  forth  the  amount  and  cost  of  labor 
and  material  expended  on  each  delinquent  lot  or 
part  of  lot,  and  the  amount  so  expend!ed  shall  be 
charged  to  such  lot  or  part  of  lot  by  the  village  clerk, 
and  the  same  shall  be  added  to  the  next  assessment-

AN  ACT  to  incorporate  the  Big  Plover  river  improvement  com- 
pany. 

Tkepeopk  of  the  state  of  Wieconam,  represented  in  senate 
and  assembly^  do  enact  as  follows : 

Section  1.    Simon  A  Sherman,  William  T.  Gtood-'^^^ponmk 
hue,  Alex  S.  McDiU,  John  A  Walker,  Oeorge  J.

Goodhue,  and  such   other  persons  as  shall  become 
stockholders  in  the  corporation  hereby  created  in  ac- 
cordance with  the  provisions  of  this  act,  shall  be  and 
they  are  hereby  created,  in  accordance  with  the  pro- 
visions of  this  act,  a  body  corporate  and  politic,  by  the 
name  and  style  of  the  "Big  rlover  river  improvement 
company ; "  and  by  that  name  shall  have  succession, 
and  shall  continue  for  twenty-five  years,  and  shall  have 
power  and  authority,  and  they  are  hereby  authorized 
and  empowered,  to  improve  the  navigation  of  the  Big 
Plover  liver  and  tributaries,  from  the  north  Kne  of 
townshij)  number  twenty-eight,  in  the  county  of  Mara- 
thon, to  its  mouth,  in  the  county  of  Portage,  b^  re- 
movinff  obstructic|as,  breaking  jams,  deepening,  widen- 
ing and  straightening  the  channel,  to  erect  booms  and 
piers,  to  construct  levees  and  dykes,  and  to  repair  and 
straighten  the  banks,  and  to  erect  dams  on  the  said 
Big  Plover  river  and  on  the  outlet  of  Pike  lake,  a  trib- 
utary of  the  said  river,  for  the  purpose  of  creating 
pond  freshets  to  aid  in  driving  logs  and  lumber  down 
the  said  Big  Plover  river ;  and  to  be  capable  in  law 
and  equity  of  suing  and  being  sued,  pleading  and  be- 
ing impleaded,  answering  ana  being  answered  unto, 
drfendmg  and  being  defended  in  all  manner  of  actions 
and  causes,  contracting  and  being  contracted  with,  may 
have  a  common  seal,  which  they  mav  alter  at  pleasure, 
and  by  that  name  shall  be  capable  of  purchasing,  hold- 
ing and  conveying  any  estate,  real,  personal  or  mixed, 
for  the  use  of  said  company. 

Capital  Block.  SECTION  2.  The  capital  stock  of  said  company  shall 
be  twenty -five  thousand  dollars,  and  shall  be  divided 
into  five  hundred  shares  of  fifty  dollars  each,  and  shall 
be  subscribed  for  in  the  manner  hereinafter  provided. 

commissioiicre,  SECTION  3.  The  incorporators  hereinbefore  men- 
tioned, viz. :  Simon  A.  Sherman,  William  T.  Groodhue, 
Alex.  S.  McDill,  John  A.  Walker  [and]  George  J.  • 
Goodhue,  are  hereby  appointed  commissioners  to  re- 
ceive subscriptions  to  the  capital  stock  of  said  compa- 
ny, a  majority  of  whom  shall  constitute  a  quorum, 
and  shall  have  authority  and  power  to  do  any  act  or 
thing  which  the  commissioners  under  this  act  authori- 
ty to  do.  Said  commissioners  shall  give  notice,  by 
publication  in  one  or  more  newspapers  printed  and  pub-

Section  9.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  board  of  SSSJSSiT'' 
health,  on  complaint  being  made  to  them,  or  whenever  <^*"^'  *^ 
they  shall  deem  any  business,  trade  or  profession  car- 
ried on  by  any  person  or  persons  or  corporations  in 
the  city  of  Milwaukee  detrimental  to  the  public  health, 
to  notify  such  person  or  persons  or  corpoi^itions  to 
show  cause  before  the  board  of  health,  at  a  timci  and 
place  to  be  specified  in  such  notice,  why  such  business, 
trade  or  profession  shall  not  be  discontinued  or  remov- 
ed, which  notice  shall  not  be  a  notice^of  less  than  three 
days,  (except  in  cases  of  epidemic  or  pestilence  the 
board  of  health  may  by  general  order  direct  a  shorter 
time,  not  less  than  twenty-four  hours,)  and  may  be 
served  by  leaving  the  same  at  the  place  of  business  or 
residence  of  the  parties  to  be  affected  thereby.  Cause 
may  be  shown  by  affidavit,  and  if  in  the  opinion  of 
the  board  of  health,  no  good  and  sufficient  cause  be 
shown  why  such  business,  trade  or  profession  should 
not  be  discontinued  or  removed,  the  ooard  shall  ^f^^'J^oOQle 
the  said  parties  to  discontinue  or  remove  the  simfe,         ^ 
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within  such  time  as  the  board  may  deem  reasonable 
and  necessary,  and  the  order  of  the  board  shall  be  fi- 
nal and  conclusive  therein. 

Section  10.  Any  person  or  persons  failing  or  re- 
fusing to  obey  such  lawful  order  of  said  board  of

or  profession  after  the  expiration  of  the  time  specified 
in  the  order  of  the  board  of  health  for  the  removal  of 
the  same. 

Section  11.  Such  fines  mentioned  in  the  next 
preceding  section,  shall  be  collected  as  other  fines,  and 
when  so  collected  shall  be  paid  into  the  city  treasury. 

Section  12.  The  board  of  health  during  the  prev- 
alence of  Asiatic  cholera,  or  any  epidemical  disease, 
when  by  them  deemed  necessary,  shall  have  power  to 
take  possession  of  and  occupy  for  temporary  hospitals, 
any  building  or  buildings  in  the  said  city,  but  the  city 
of  Milwaukee  shall  pay  for  private  property  so  taken 
a  just  compensation. 

Section  13.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  each  and  every 
practicing  physician  in  the  city  of  Milwaukee : 

First.  Whenever  required  by  the  board  of  health 
of  said  city,  to  report  to  said  board  at  such  times  and 
in  such  forms  as  they  may  prescribe,  the  number  of 
persons  attacked  with  any  pestilential,  contagious  or 
mfectious  disease,  attended  by  such  physician  for  the 
twenty-four  hours  next  preceding,  and  the  number  of 
persons  attended  by  such  physician  who  shall  have  died 
within  the  twenty-four  hours  next  preceding  such  re- 
port, of  any  such  pestilential,  contagious  or  infectious 


Second.  To  report  in  writing  to  said  board  of  health, 
every  patient  he  shall  have  laboring  under  any  pesti- 
lential, contagious  or  infectious  disease  within  twenty- 
four  hours  after  he  shall  ascertain  or  suspect  the  nature 
of  such  disease. 

Third.  To  report  to  the  board  of  health,  when  bv 
them  required,  the  death  of  any  patient  who  shall 
have  died  of  any  disease,  within  twenty-four  hours 
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thereafter,  and  to  state  in  such  report  the  specific  na- 
ture and  type  of  such  disease. 

Section  14.  Any  practicing  physician  who  shall  Penalty  for  neg- 
neglect  or  refuse  to  perform  the  duties  required  of  **^ 
him  by  or  in  any  section  of  this  act,  shall  be  consider- 
ed guilty  of  a  misdemeanor,  and  upon  conviction 
Jhereof  shall  be  punished  by  a  fine  of  not  more  than 
two  hundred  and  fifty  dollars  for  each  ofiEense,  to  be 
collected  and  paid  into  the  city  treasury  as  other 
fines. 

■  Section  15.  The  common  council  of  said  city  shall  S^^^^SSf^ 
in  making  their  appropriations  for  the  expenses  of  the 
city  government  estimate  and  appropriate  such  sums 
as  may  be  necessary  for  the  compensation  of  such  of- 
ficers, and  all  other  employees  which  the  said  board 
of  health  are  authorized  to  appoint  by  this  act,  and  all 
other  necessary  expenses  incurred  by  said  board  in 
the  performance  of  the  duties  prescribed  in  this  act, 
and  such  expenses  shall  be  audited  and  aliowed  and 
paid  as  other  expenses  of  said  city. 

Section  16.  The  common  council  of  the  city  of  ^p*^^'*'***- 
Millwaukee  shall  have  power  to  further  define  the  du- 
ties of' the  board  of  health,  and  to  pass  such  ordinances 
in  aid  of  the  power  of  the  board  of  health  as  may  tend 
to  prdmote  and  secure  the  general  health  of  the  in- 
habitants of  said  city. 

Section  17.  It  shall  be  the  special  duty  of  the 
members  of  the  police  of  said  citj,  and  of  afl  magis- 
trates and  civil  officers  and  all  citizens  of  the  state,  to 
aid  to  the  utmost  of  their  power  the  board  of  health 
and  the  officers  mentioned  in  this  act  in  the  perform- 
ance of  their  respective  dutiea 

Section  18.  All  acts  and  parts  of  acts  inconsistent 
with  this  act,  are  hereby  repealed. 

Section  19.    This  act  shall  take  effect  from  and  * 
after  its  passage.

This  act  shall  take  eflFect  from  and  after 
its  passage,  and  be  deemed  a  public  act  and  be  liberal- 
ly construed  as  sucL
